Which report was concurred in, and the brethren therein named were 
admitted to seats. 

The Grand Master then delivered his Annual Address to the Grand 
Lodge, as follows : — 

Brethren op the Grand Lodoi op California : — 

It is ray pleasure again to congratulate yon upon the return of the day fixed for 
the annual assembly of the representatives of the Craft in this jurisdiction. It 
comes laden with the recollection of kind associations; repeats the occasion fora 
renewal of warm friendships ; and brings with it that peculiar joy which true men 
feel when united in purposes which elevate their natures to higher planes of thought 
and action. 

The day is attended with auspicious circumstance. It has been preceded by a 
prosperous year ; the arts of peace have flourished with increased energy ; the fields 
have yielded graciously their wealth of grain and the hills have sustained abundantly 
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the flocks and herds which rested upon them. The artisan, the husbandman, and the 
herdsman, and all who depend upon them, have cause to be mindful of Him, the 
Great Author, who has thus mixed the seasons and tempered the elements, making 
the earth fruitful and the skies genial for the benefit of man. As Freemasons it be- 
comes us to offer devout thanks for His continued favors to the people of this com- 
monwealth, for, in proportion to the general prosperity, we are blessed. If we are 
earnest and sincere in our appreciation of the source whence these favors flow, we 
cannot be insensible to the responsibility which rests upon us for the just and faith- 
ful performance of the duties which we assume ; for, by our Constitution, we constitute 
44 the Supreme Masonic Power and Authority in this State.” If the power to do good 
Is the true and lawful end of aspiring, our best ambition may be excited here. The 
wise deliberation which is to govern us in council will be shed abroad in our juris- 
diction, and the influence will be felt in the degree in which we illustrate those en- 
deared tenets, which, though gray with years, are yet instinct with the vitality of 
youth. The sentiment of fraternity which is to pervade this assembly during the 
session, like the spring-time feast of the flowers, will give renewed life and vigor to . 
the Craft for another season ; and it will stain the bright honor of our profession if a 
brother fails to lay aside and forget the petty rivalries incident to the pursuit of com- 
mon objects in life when he comes within these walls. The standard of courtesy 
here observed is one of the important lessons taught to the Craft. It shines brightest 
in the life of him who best appreciates and practices the symbolic teaching of the com- 
pass. You need not be reminded with what jealous eyes our acts are viewed by those 
whom we represent; with what emotions of pride and hopeful cheer they watch 
every word and deed which illustrate the true sentiment and exalted purpose of our 
Fraternity ; or with what sense of shame and sorrow they may be oppressed at the 
exhibition of any departure from its familiar and time-honored precepts. # 

The general condition of our affairs, at home and abroad, is a matter of pleasing 
and agreeable satisfaction ; and it is a subject of high congratulation at this time, 
when we might reasonably have anticipated pain in discovering differences between 
Grand Lodges, growing out of acts of invasion of territorial rights, that so few in- 
stances have occurred to embarrass materially the jurisdictions, or disturb the gen- 
eral harmony and comity. The single instance which existed at the time of our last 
meeting was then referred to in my address to you. The question then pending, and 
which estranged two of the Grand Lodges from each other for a time, rested upon 
technical differences of opinion in regard to the jurisdictional rights of Grand Bodies, 
and did not involve alienation of fraternal feeling. Evidence enough has reached 
us to give assurance, without doubt, that an adjustment has been effected. The de- 
tails will come to your knowledge through the committee whose province it is to 
prepare such matters of interest for your consideration. It was foreseen at the com- 
mencement of the late war that more than ordinary prudence and judgment were re- 
quired in the general management of the affairs of our Fraternity, in order to pre- 
serve harmonious relations and prevent conflict of authority ; and, in the midst of it, one 
of your committees strongly expressed doubts of the good policy of issuing dispensa- 
tions for traveling Lodges, especially when power was delegated to them to make 
Masons. Among other reasons, it was urged that such acts would give ground for a 
charge of unkindness, if not of hostility, ^n the part of one Grand Lodge against 
another, which would far outweigh in injury the corresponding good which might be 
accomplished. The apprehensions of the committee then expressed have been in a 
disagreeable measure realized. This subject will be more formally presented to your 
consideration for your practical action. 

The relations existing between our jurisdiction and other Masonic bodies are of 
the most fraternal and cordial character ; and the absence of any act on our part by 
which offense or uneasiness might have been given, is chiefly to be attributed to your 
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careful legislation in defining the question of residence, and the just regard thus 
shown for the principles of territorial and personal jurisdiction, which are yearly be- 
coming mpre vital upon our continent as the number of Grand Lodged increases. 

Three new bodies, claiming to be Grand Lodges, have recently made their appear- 
ance above the Masonic horizon iu our hemisphere— Montana, Nova Scotia, and West 
Virginia. The proceedings of Montana give evidence of lawful and careful organ- 
ization ; and, as it is a new Territory, and the right of Masonic sovereignty seems to 
have been asserted according to the well known customs of the Fraternity, a legal 
claim for recognition is presented to you. The proceeding of Nova Scotia is appa- 
rently the culmination of a plan which has been long agitated in that British Prov- 
ince, and seems to have been executed in a regular and legitimate manner by the 
Lodges which engaged in the organization. Having accounted to their transatlantic 
mother, and having discharged themselves of the allegiance which they owed her, so 
far as appears from the information which I have received, a just claim seems to be 
presented for recognition. 

The position assumed by the Masons of West Virginia presents a question which 
might have arisen in the organization of the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia — it, how- 
ever, seems not to have been raised— whether the consent of a mnjori y of the 
chartered Lodges, embraced in a Province, State, or Territory, where no Grand 
Lodge exists, is necessary in order to justify the Lodges in withdrawing their 
allegiance from the mother Grand Lodge and assuming Masonic sovereignty for 
themselves? This question is presented by the Grand Lodg3 of Virginia to its peers, 
with its claim, also, that when satisfactory evidence is presented on that point, the 
surrender of the charters and settlement of accounts by her former subordinates 
mast be made. My opinion is in favor of the affirmative' of the proposition, which 
requires the consent of a majority of the chartered Lodges in new domain before it 
new Grand Lodge can be established— such majority, of course, not to be be less than 
three chartered Xodges ; and that the Lodges proposing to assume and exercise 
sovereign powers shall have first honestly discharged themselves of former allegiance. 
I believe these principles governed us in the recognition of the Grand Lodge of 
Nevada, toward which we occupied the same maternal relation. I submit these mat- 
ters to you, and recommend a full consideration of the resolutions of the Grand 
Lodge of Virginia on the subject, before its subordinates, claiming to have formed a 
new Grand Lodge, shall be recognized in a sovereign capacity. 

It will be remembered that, at the last Annual Communication, the apparent negli- 
gence of certain of our subordinates was reported to you— those subordinates having 
seemingly refused to respond to the demand of the Executive requiring them to 
report to him in what manner certain regulations of the Grand Lodge, promulgated 
for their guidance, had been obeyed. In executing the wishes of the Grand Lodge, 
which then referred the subject to the Grand Master to be elected at that Communi- 
cation, “ with the request that he would take such steps as in his wisdom he might 
deem best to enforce and render effectual the edicts passed in 1863 and 1864 in regard 
to uniformity of work,” I issued, as soon as the published proceedings were sent out, 
a circular, of which a copy is herewith submitted, requiring each of the delinquents 
to show cause why the displeasure of the Grand Lodge should not be directed against 
it for failure or neglect to regard the obligation which requires ready and cheer- 
ful obedience to the laws and edicts of the Grand Lodge. I have received a response 
from each one of these Lodges, and am happy to report, from the assurances which 
have been given, that their silence, in cases where no answer was made, was not the 
result of a contumacious or disobedient sentiment. Some had acted promptly, 
both in complying with the regulations and in making report, but the miscarriage 
of their communications had done them injustice. Such were readily acquitted of 
reproach. 0 there deserved rebuke, in a greater or less degree, for indifference to 
the obligations which rested upon them to pay proper respect to the communications 
and requirements of the Grand Lodge. In asserting its dignity, under the circtun- 
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stances, I believed it was not necessary to resort to harsh discipline to arouse them 
to a sense of duty in such matters ; and I addressed admonitory letters to them, vary- 
ing according to the nature of the ease, and, in instances of greater irregularity, 
directing that they be recorded upon the minates of the Lodge. I submit herewith a 
list, with details of action, and refer to my letter book in further explanation. 

During the year I granted five dispensations for the creation of new Lodges; six 
to permit certain of the chartered Lodges to hold special elections for officers at 
times other than the regular occasion defined by the Constitution— the rains of win- 
ter having rendered the roads so nearly impassable that the members of most of 
these could not attend the stated meetiogs at which the annual election should have 
been held ; and thirteen to permit the reception and action upon petitions of rejected 
applicants within a period of less than twelve months after rejection. The docu- 
mentary evidence which justified the exercise of this authority, with various pro- 
posed amendments to by-laws which have been approved, together with other 
special matters wherein the executive power of the Grand Lodge has been called 
into requisition, will be presented for your consideration through the Grand Secre- 
tary. 

In December last, after advising with the officers of one of our subordinates which 
had personal knowledge and jurisdiction in the matter, I gave written consent that a 
certain gentleman who was about to leave our jurisdiction to return to the place of 
Ins nativity, might present his petition to Union Lodge, No. 31, under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Grand Ledge of Connecticut, which act was simply a relinquishment of 
our jurisdictional right. I take occasion to mention this, that other Grand Lodges 
may be reminded, that as we endeavor to avoid the commission of any act which 
would seem to disregard their rights, so we shall expect a strict observance of that 
comity which enables us to enforce a rule forbidding a Lodge from making a 
Mason of a man who resides in another jurisdiction— a practice unfair and dangerous 
to the welfare of the Fraternity, because it leaves open a door through which per- 
sona of ill repute, coming from a country where they are known, may gain admission 
where nothing is known of them. An instance of the kind— except, fortunately, that 
the petitioner is known in this jurisdiction, of which he was at the time a resident, as 
a worthy and excellent man — has come under my personal inspection. The subordi- 
nate of a sister Grand Lodge, whose law is as expressive as our own, received hie 
petition and conferred the degrees upon him during his sojourn within its jurisdiction, 
and that, too, in snch a manner that it has worked complete injustice. The person 
referred to, as appears by his own statement, was rushed through in such a hurried 
manner that he is destitute of ability to convince us of his claim for recognition, and 
is therefore excluded from the enjoyment of privileges which the Lodge in New York 
undertook to guarantee to him. 

In August last I addressed a letter to the if.*. W.\ Stephen H. Johnson, Grand 
Master of Masons in New York, directing his attention to this violation of the rights 
of thp Grand Lodge of California, protesting against such acts, and supplying him 
with the name and number of the subordinate under his government which had been 
the instrument of violating the law of its own Grand Lodge and of that comity which 
should exist between all the Grand Lodges. I have as yet received no answer. 

On the thirtieth of March last I opened a Special Commnnication of the Grand 
Lodge in the City of San Francisco, for the purpose of performing the ceremony of 
laying the corner-stone for the building of the Mercantile Library Association. Its 
officers having solicited the favor of the Grand Lodge, made the most carefcl and 
suitable preparation for its accommodation, that of its kindred branches, and of 
the citizens who manifested deep interest in the prosperity of the undertaking. 
I accepted the invitation with pleasure and pride, that in our operative character ws 
were presented with an opportunity of renewing our ancient customa and reviving 
the recollection of venerable days when we illustrated the operative arts. The stone 
was accordingly laid in amplest form. 
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During the year but one instance of confusion among the Craft hM appealed to 
me, which, in my judgment, required the exerciee of executive authority to restrain 
ife Although the most disagreeable function of my station was catled into requisi- 
tion, I believe the corrective remedy applied was received in the proper spirit, and 
has been saving in its inflaence. The lesson taught, that the Grand Lodge will not 
permit personal feeling to enter a Lodge to mar the beauty of the lofty teachings of 
Masonry, and illustrate by odious comparison the revolting contrast between our 
high and fraternal professions and the exhibition of ungoverned prejudices, will not 
soon be forgotten. In asserting these principles, and for good reason shown, I 
arrested the charter of Sotoyome Lodge, No. 123, and suspended its operation by an 
order which took effect on the ninth of March last. Soon after, early in April, I visited 
the jurisdiction of the Lodge, and by personal inspection became satisfied that the 
severe lesson was being appreciated at its full value ; and I am gratified in believing 
that the presence of supreme executive authority, to which respectful deference was 
paid, had the effect of composing differences and restoring calmness where excita- 
bility of temper had prevailed to a too great extent Having held them on proba- 
tion to test the sincerity of their intentions, and being satisfi jd, I restored the charter 
by an order dated the twenty-third of April, and have reason to believe that its 
honor will for the ftrture be more carefully preserved from reproach. I refer you to 
the records of this office for details. 

I have received and answered many letters addressed to me by the Lodges, offi- 
cers, and brethren, seeking explanation of doubtful questions, construction of the 
laws, decisions where there was contention as to interpretation, and advice in regard 
to their duties. In -the larger number of cases, direct reference to clauses of our 
Constitution, the General Regulations, and the Reports of Committees, contained 
answers in point. Where the correctness of these opinions may be questioned, or 
where their expression may assist in rendering more uniform the system of jurispru- 
dence which is growing op in the jurisdiction, I deem it well to submit them to you 
with the desire that*they may be reviewed by the proper committee. I have held as 
follows : — 

Under Sections 4 and 7 of Art 4, Part VI of the Constitution, as amended in 1866, 
the Master of a Lodge having been substituted in place of a Chairman who formerly 
was elected by the Trial Commissioners, has the right now, if it was not before inhe- 
rent, to remain with the Commissioners through the entire proceeding. When the 
trial is concluded and the record and finding is made up, the record must be signed 
by the Master and attested by the Secretary. 

Under Section 4 of Art 2, Part III of the Constitution, as amended in 1866, the 
words " unanimous vote by ballot,” mean the unanimous vote by ballot of all the 
members of the Lodge then present, and not the unanimous presence and ballot of 
aR the members of a Lodge. Any other construction would be almost impracticable 
in giving the law effect. 

No action of a Lodge is required to suspend a non-contributor or non-affiliated 
Mason who has resided more than six months in a subordinate jurisdiction. By vir- 
tue of Sec. 1, Art. II, Part V, of the Constitution, and the General Regulation No. 16, 
he is suspended. He cannot “be the recipient of any of the rights, privileges, or 
charities ” of our Fraternity, and the Master of a Lodge violates the law if he permits 
a Mason to visit his Lodge who persists in remaining under its ban. 

There is no express regulation in this, as there is in some other jurisdictions, 
which prohibits a subordinate from holding meetings and engaging in work on Sun- 
day. It is, however, entirely inconsistent with the teaching of Masonry for them to 
do so, for our brethren in ancient times did no work on the seventh day. If a true 
sentiment prevails the practice will be discontinued and discountenanced. 

An Entered Apprentice, whose Lodge has been declared extinct, and who properly 
applies to another Lodge to be advanced, must receive the unanimous ballot of the 
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members present in the Lodge at the time his petition is voted upon ; otherwise he 
mast be declared rejected, and his name reported to the Grand Secretary accordingly. 

This decision was given in the case of Rose's Bar Lodge, No. 89. It was reported 
to me that a petition had been properly presented to that Lodge by an Entered 
Apprentice, who was borne upon the roll of the extinct Lodge, Rough and Ready , 
No. 52. When the ballot was taken, after the reception of the report of a committee, 
more than one objection peculiar to our customs was lodged against the petitioner. 
The Master seemingly relying upon Sec. 5, Art. 3, Part III of the Constitution, decided, 
in effect, that one third of the whole number of ballots deposited was necessary to 
reject him ; and there being less than that number cast adversely, he declared the 
petitioner entitled to have the remaining degrees conferred upon him. He accordingly 
passed the candidate to the degree of Fellow Craft, and was about to raise him to 
the degree of Master Mason, when the facts were submitted to me. I ordered a stay 
of proceedings until a decision was given in the premises, and after fully hearing the 
Master’s statement, and being satisfied of the correctness of the facts reported, to 
which no exception was taken, I overruled his decision, declared his action in con- 
ferring the degree of Fellow Craft unlawful, and ordered him to cause an entry to be 
made in the records of his Lodge, at the succeeding stated meeting, declaring the 
petitioner rejected for the degree of Master Mason, and also to cause the rejection 
to be reported to the Grand Secretary’s office. 

A petition signed with a cross-mark is pi'ima facie evidence that a party petition- 
ing is not capable of writing his own name, and, according to General Regulation No. 
18, unfit to be made a Mason. Under our law every petition must be signed in writ- 
ing with the own proper hand of the petitioner ; and when there is reason to believe 
to the contrary, the benefit of the doubt belongs to the Fraternity, and the Master 
must refuse to allow his Lodge to act upon the application until the doubt is removed. 

I have received numerous applications for instruction in regard to the physical dis- 
abilities of persons who were seeking to be admitted among our number, and toward 
whom some of our over-zealous brethren seem to be stretching their hands as if to 
drag them into the Lodges over the proper defences which hav been erected for our 
protection. I have held to a close construction of the General Regulation No. 18, on 
that subject, and have opposed its terms to the innovating disposition manifested, 
which evinces a willingness to forget the old rules .upon which that regulation is 
founded. 

An embarrassing subject, before alluded to, is presented for consideration in the 
status to be assigned to those persons who claim to have been made Masons in Lodges 
which traveled with the armies during the late war. It is unnecessary to remind you 
that whatever authority they exercised was by virtue of a dispensation and not of a 
charter. In our jurisdiction, remote from influences which dictated an experiment 
of such doubtful wisdom, we may not be capable of realizing the arguments and rea- 
sons which seemed at the time to satisfy the judgment of the jurisdictions from which 
these dispensations issued, nor do we doubt that authority based upon respectable 
precedent favored the abstract right to establish these Lodges; provided, the right 
of territorial jurisdiction, almost unanimously claimed by the American Grand Lodges, 
was not invaded. Admitting the existence of legal right, at the first suggestion of its 
use we believed that it was neither prudent nor wise to exercise it, and the result has 
abundantly confirmed the opinion. Some of the most respectable and influential Grand 
Lodges on the continent have deliberated seriously upon the adoption of some plan 
by which errors known to have been thus committed, may be cured. The operations 
of the class of Lodges referred to have been characterized by a looseness and irregu- 
larity which amounts to lawlessness, and , by their agency, persons are now wandering 
over the country claiming legal right to be received and acknowledged by the Fra- 
ternity, who are destitute of ability to convince Masons of the claim which they set 
np ; neither can they prove the legal existence of the Lodges from which they claim 
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to hail. The appearance of such persons within oar jurisdiction has been a source of 
annoyance to the Lodges, and caused application to be made by the Board of Belief 
of the City of San Francisco in its own behalf, and in behalf of the city Lodges, for 
the expression of a rule to guide them in their action. Conscious that unsettled 
issues were being considered by some of our Atlantic brethren, growing out of the 
circumstance that these traveling Lodges had received and acted upon petitions of 
persons over whom they should not have exercised jurisdiction, which acts are 
claimed to have been an invasion of the rights of certain Grand Lodges, J was im- 
pressed with the delicacy of treating the matter, and especially of promulgating a 
rule to guide our Lodges and relieve them from responsibility, until the Grand Lodge 
could fully review the subject I was more impressed teeause Masonic courtesy 
requires that full faith shall be given by Grand Lodges to the lawful dots of each 
other ; and so these cases, approaching with color of right to be recognized, but with 
a cloud of irregularity resting upon their legal standing, should be met by a just 
application of the laws, and examined by the most skilfull and well informed com- 
mitteemen. The dictation of such precaution I considered well becoming the occa- 
sion, and, in compliance with the application made to me, I gave the following rule for 
the guidance of the subordinates : — 

When application is made for recognition by one who claims to have been a mem- 
ber of a Lodge under dispensation traveling with the armies late in the field, as a 
condition precedent to examination, proof shall be required, under seal of the Grand 
Lodge from which the dispensation emanated, that the Lodge from which the appli- 
cant hails was legally established under the laws of such jurisdiction, and that his 
name is borne upon its roll of members. 

Brethren, on the eve of retiring from that most honorable station to which you 
have elevated me, and in which you have continued to rely upon me so far beyond 
my merit, I can not withhold from the Craft expressions of caution for the future, nor 
fail to point to sources from which danger may come. The test of our human capacity 
to observe and be governed by the principles we profeRs, which illustrated them- 
selves during the progress of the war, is giving the Prate i iity increased popularity. 
Instances published in the columns of newspapers, where personal comfort to the 
captive and relief to the wounded soldier was administered through the spirit of our 
teaching, have had the effect of directing popular attention toward us; and it is not 
unnatural that apprehension should be awakened that all who approach are not 
inspired by those true and lawful motives, the possession of which we declare to be 
absolutely essential. While we hail with pleasure the voluntary approach of all 
good men, we should be at this time especially careful in applying the rules which 
protect us against the unworthy. I am satisfied that many instances of carelessness 
occur on the part of members who recommend candidates, in forgetting one of the 
first injunctions spoken in the East — “ If, in the circle of your acquaintances, yon find 
a person desirous of being initiated into Masonry, be particularly attentive not to 
recommend him unless you are convinced he will conform to our rules,” etc. It is 
not a mere form to recommend a petitioner, as some seem to think; it is a personal 
pledge of Masonic honor to the Lodge, that in the opinion of those who sign the 
recommendation, the person recommended possesses the positive qualifications 
which will contribute to “the honor, glory, and reputation of the Institution” of 
Freemasonry. It is not the true design to receive unknowu or doubtful characters, 
who penitently promise reformation, with a hope to make them good ;— that is the 
mission of Holy Religion, which is high above us in its attributes and promises ;— but 
the true design is to receive and associate all men of positively good character who 
voluntarily desire to unite with us in promoting our purposes. It is as damaging to our 
speculative character and practical operations to admit poor material to a knowl- 
edge of and participation in our rites, as it is for the operative Mason to introduce 
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an imperfect stone in the temple which he rears. A Lodge violates less law when it 
rejects ten worthy persons than when it receives one unworthy one. 

More care shonld be exercised in the examination of strange brethren and visit- 
ors. It most necessarily be, for causes already adverted to, that through the instru- 
mentality of the traveling Lodges much drift-wood has been set afloat, and persons 
claiming to have been made in these migratory institutions are now wandering over 
the country claiming recognition with little proof of the faith that is within. They 
should be received kindly but firmly, and if they are not clearly in possession of 
convincing evidence of their true fellowship, they should be dismissed from our 
portals. Private examinations by individual members, without authority from the 
Master, do not, as a matter of right, entitle a member of a Lodge to vouch for a vis- 
itor. The Master himself is responsible for the admission of all visitors within the 
Lodge which he governs. He specially makes a promise that “no visitors shall be 
received into his Lodge without due examination and producing proper vouchers of 
their having been initiated into a regular Lodge,” and it is therefore his right and his 
duty to discriminate in favor of the most discreet and skilfull brethren as the proper 
persons to conduct an examination, who, indeed, act as his proxy in such cases. It 
is the installation charge which rests upon him, and he should never lose sight of it. 

I am led to believe, from the experience of my station, that trouble frequently 
arises in the Lodges from lack of correct knowledge of the laws and customs which 
regulate the form of admission of candidates. In the absence of such knowledge, 
discussions are freqently entered into where the ballot has resulted unfavorably to 
the petitioner, especially after the Lodge has been closed. Such discussions tend 
only to evil, and attack the motive of the Lodge which has refused to receive him. 
I say motive of the Lodge, because when the result is announced by the Master, it is 
the action of the Lodge, and by fiction of custom every member may be said to have 
cast the ballot which should be considered unanimous. Discussion, then, is unlaw- 
ful; it is productive of discord, and is a canvass of the integrity of individual action 
which is guaranteed by the solemnity which surrounds the occasion. No member 
has the right to declare how he voted, whether affirmatively or negatively, unless it 
be to declare his own act to the Master, if he is satisfied that he has committed an 
error of judgment, in order that injustice may be remedied. The knowledge of the 
officers in such matters, acquired in the discharge of their duties, belongs to their 
stations, and our Constitution particularly cautions the Master in the use of the final 
remedy, provided for the “ purpose of correcting a possible mistake,” that be shall 
resort to it “ without declaring the result of the former ballot. Regard for these 
principles, thus briefly stated, will dry up one source from which trouble springs in 
our Lodges. 

I again rest the executive authority of the Grand Lodge with you, and shall be 
pleased to invest my successor with the symbol of power and authority which you 
entrusted to my keeping, and clothe him with the honor which you have kindly 
conferred on me. While exercising anthority I have been more than ever impressed 
with the spirit of confidence and trust so freely reposed by the brethren in him upon 
whom the honor fortunately falls of being chosen as the head of the Craft. If in the 
course of my official connection with you I have illustrated the fallibility of human na- 
ture in the exercise of judgment— a circumstauce not uncommon where prompt action 
is required— I feel the same abiding confidence in the Craftsmen which they have 
always shown to this exalted place, that they will ascribe to any such act, as an 
offset to error that may have been made, an earnest intent and persistent purpose, 
on my part, to advance the glory, honor, and usefulness of our Fraternity. 

I submit this record of official acts during the year, as required by our law, and 
such reflections as have naturally been inspired by experience, for your considera- 
tion ; and invoke the mighty favor of Him who rules us all, upon our deliberations, that 
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He will guide us in counsel, preserve our association in harmony, and continue it in 
usefulness 

“ Till each man find his own in all mens’ good, 

And all men work in noble brotherhood.”

The Grand Secretary presented his Annual Report, as follows : — 

To the Mr. W.\ Grand Lodge of California 

The undersigned, in obedience to a mandate of the Constitution, for the twelfth 
time presents his report of those transactions of the Grand Secretary’s office, during 
the year since the last Annual Communication, which may require action on the part 
of the Grand Lodge, or be of interest to its officers or members. 

The customary number of copies of the transactions at that Communication — 
fifteen hundred— were printed within six weeks after its close ; and they have been 
disposed of in the usual manner, as follows Six hundred were reserved, uncut, for 
future binding ; four copies were sent to each of the Lodges of the jurisdiction ; two 
copies each were transmitted to the several Grand Lodges with which we are in cor- 
respondence ; a few have been furnished to sundry Masonic periodicals and brethren 
of distinction abroad ; a very few have been sold, as authorized by the law ; and the 
remainders much less number than heretofore, have been retained for the use of the 
Grand Lodge at this Communication. The time has arrived when the edition of our 
printed proceedings should be somewhat increased. It will be seen in the financial 
portion of this report that but six copies of those of last year have been sold, the 
scanty remainder left after supplying the Lodges, Grand Lodges, etc., having ren- 
dered it impossible to spare more, although there have been many applications for 
their purchase. During twelve years past the number printed has been fifteen hun- 
dred — a number amply sufficient at the time it first was ordered, but inadequate now 
to supply the increased demand. Then there were but seventy-eight existing 
subordinate Lodges; now there are one hundred and fifty-two. Then there were 
but about thirty Grand Lodges with which we were in communication ; now there 
are more than fifty. Then the entire membership of the jurisdiction was but little 
over twenty-six hundred ; now it is about seven thousand five hundred. In view 
of these facts it is respectfully suggested that the Grand Secretary be authorized to 
have printed hereafter at least seventeen hundred and fifty copies of the proceedings. 
The additional cost, being only for paper, presswork, and covers, will be compara- 
tively small, and will probably be more than reimbursed to the Grand Lodge by the 
sale of such number as can then be spared. 

The five Lodges to which charters were granted at the last Annual Communication, 
viz : — Aztlan , No. 177 ; Phoenix, No. 178 ; Mendooino, No. 179 ; Arcturus , No. 180 ; 
and Russian "River, No. 181 — were all in proper time duly constituted, and had their 
officers installed by Masters or Past Masters, acting under special letters of authori- 
zation issued by the Grand Master, as will appear by the several reports of those 
officers herewith submitted. 
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Since the close of that Communication, dispensations for the formation of five 
new Lodges have been issued from this office, by direction of the Grand Master, as

The petitions for the foregoing dispensations, with the dimits of the several peti- 
tioners, the recommendations of the proper chartered Lodges, and the requisite 
Masters’ certificates in regard to the qualifications of the officers proposed, were all 
in the form required by the Constitution ; and they are herewith presented, together 
with the returned dispensations, the several books of record, and the petitions of the 
new Lodges to be perpetuated by charters. 

No surrender of a charter has occurred during the past year, and it is not proba- 
ble that such an event will occur often in the future. Population has become more 
fixed and permanent, and, during the last few years, profiting by earlier experience, 
Lodges have been established only where there was apparently good assurance that 
they would be lasting. Our registered numbers now reach one hundred and eighty- 
one, of which thirty-four have been erased from the roll, for reasons stated in the 
report of last year ; leaving upon the registry one hundred and forty-seven chartered 
Lodges, besides the five called into existence by dispensation during the current 
year — an aggregate of one hundred and fifty-two Lodges now in active existence. 

The form for keeping records of Lodges which the undersigned was heretofore 
requested to prepare for the guidance of inexperienced Secretaries, has been com- 
pleted, and, in accordance with the directions of the Grand Lodge, has been printed 
for distribution among the Lodges of the jurisdiction. In its inception it was intended 
principally as a guide to the Secretaries of new Lodges, that they might so commence 
their record books as to show a full and complete history of the proceedings ante- 
cedent to the establishment of their Lodges, as well as a concise statement of their 
transactions afterward. To this has been added some general formulas for the record 
of such proceedings as usually occur in a chartered Lodge during its existence, and 
as under our laws are necessary when it desires to cease labor and surrender its 
charter to the Grand Lodge. It is, of course, not presented as a form to which an 
absolute and slavish adherence is expected, but simply as suggestive of those things 
which should be recorded, and of the mannner in which, so far as they are stated, it 
would be well to make such record. A copy of the printed form for record book is 
herewith submitted. 

It was gratifying to be enabled to report at the last Annual Communication that 
comparatively few cases of trials for Masonic offenses had occurrred during the then 
preceding year. It is pleasant now to write that during the year just past such cases 
have been fewer still. The only transcripts of trial records which have reached this 
office, in cases where notices of appeal have been given, are the following, all which 
have been placed in the hands of the standing Committee on Grievances, viz: from 
San Joaquin, No. 19, in case of Thomas R. Anthony,, .acquitted,. .29.

Since the last Annual Communication, nineteen special dispensations have been 
issued from this office by order of the Grand Master. Of these thirteen were to 
authorize re-ballots upon the petitions of rejected applicants for the degrees within 
the period of prohibition prescribed in the general provisions of our law ; and six 
were to authorize the elections of officers at times other than the regular period 
named in the Constitution. The petitions for the issue of these dispensations were 
all ordered to be presented by the unanimous votes of the Lodges whence they came, 
in the manner prescribed by our regulations; and they, with such other papers as 
relate to them, are herewith presented. 

But one request for the removal of a Lodge from the place of meeting named in 
its charter has been made during the year. On the thirteenth day of July last, 
Rising Star Lodge, No. 83, at Todd ? s Valley, in Placer County, by a majority of the 
members present, asked permission of the Grand Master that the meetings thereof 
might thereafter be held at Forest Hill, in the same county. For reasons which will 
appear indorsed upon that application, herewith submitted, the Grand Master with- 
held the permission prayed for, and directed an application to the Grand Lodge. 

It was hoped, when the last report of the undersigned was presented, that counter- 
dies of the seals of all the existing Lodges of the jurisdiction would, long ere this, 
have been procured. Certainly no effort has been spared to effect that object, but 
there are still four Lodges which have neglected to send their seals to this office for 
that purpose. This has probably been the result simply of carelessness or forgetful- 
ness on the part of their Secretaries, and, in the fullness of time, will doubtless be 
remedied. 

Sundry amendments to the by-laws of chartered Lodges— eighteen in number- 
have been received during the year. These, with three exceptions, relate to chang- 
ing the rates of fees or dues. Of these exceptions, one proposes a ballot for each 
degree, separately, instead of one for the three at once, as theretofore practiced; 
one proposes the very converse of that proposition ; and the third proposes, among

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other things, to change the name of the Lodge from Caymus to St. Helena . All, ex- 
cept the proposed change of name, have been approved by the Grand Master, as they 
proffered only such alterations as, with his sanction, are permitted by our laws until 
the next succeeding Annual Communication ; and they, together with the one ex- 
cepted, are now presented, in accordance with those laws, for final action by the 
Grand Lodge ; as are also the by-laws of the five Lodges now existing under dispen- 
sation. 

The portrait of Past Grand Master Wm. C. Belcher, ordered by the Grand Lodge 
at its Communication in 1865, had not been procured at the last Communication, for 
reasons set forth in the report of the undersigned at that time presented. It has 
since been finished, and may now be seen in the office of the Grand Secretary.

Knowing, also, bow far short 
of the expectations of the Grand Lodge the present report may probably fall, he 
deems it but just to himself to say that he would not have assumed its preparation 
coifld any one else have been fonnd to undertake it. When the distinguished brother, 
to whom at the last Annual Communication the duty of preparing it was for the third 
time assigned, informed our Grand Master,that in consequence of other and more 
imperative duties devolving upon him it would be impossible for him to perform this 
one, the undersigned, believing that the Grand Lodge, in consideration of the short 
time allowed for its preparation and the many other duties known to be required of 
him, would be inclined to judge his performance with a leniency which under other 
circumstances he would have no right to expect, acceded to the wish of the Grand 
Master that he would attempt the report, and now presents the following as the result 
of his labors.

ALABAMA. 




The forty-sixth Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of this State was held 
in the city of Montgomery, commencing on the third day of December, 1866,— the 
Jf.\ W.\ Wilson Williams, Grand Master, presiding, and the B.\ W.\ Daniel 
Sayre being Grand Secretary. 

The Address of the Grand Master relates principally to matters of local interest. 
Sundry petitions for dispensations to form new Lodges had been denied, the require- 
ments of the Grand Lodge not being in any instance complied with ; and petitions 
for dispensations to confer the degrees within the period prescribed by law had been 
invariably refused. A perusal of the address conveys the impression that in Bro. 
Williams the Grand Lodge of Alabama possesses a considerate and efficient officer. 

The Report on Correspondence — a review of the proceedings of thirty-two cotem- 
poraries, California for 1865 being one of the number — was presented by Past Grand 
Master, William C. Penick. Quite a lengthy quotation from the Address of Grand 
Master Belcher is given, and his opinion in regard to the position of a candidate. 
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elected to receive the degrees, but to whom objection was afterwards made, is pro- 
nounced to be correct. Bro. Penick also agrees with Grand Master Belcher and 
our Committee on Jurisprudence, that when a sentence of suspension or expulsion 
is reversed by the Grand Lodge, the accused is at once restored to aU the rights and 
privileges which he before enjoyed. The oration of Bro. Niles is highly commended, 
and the Report on Correspondence by Bro. Rhees is pronounced to be an able pro- 
duction. We regret to see that Bro. Penick was misled in regard to the alleged 
establishment of negro Lodges in North Carolina in the same manner as was the 
Grand Lodge of that State ; and wonder that he should have been thus deceived. 
The allusion made to the Grand Lodge of New York in his review of that proceed- 
ing, was uncalled for, and the language used in the paragraph relating to that sub- 
ject should never have appeared in a Masonic paper. We are iuclined to think that 
Bro. Penick, with our brethren of North Carolina, now regret the haste in which 
they arrived at their conclusions, and doubt not that the amende honorable will be 
made at the first proper opportunity. 

We observe that the duty assigned in our Grand Lodge to the Committee on Re- 
turns is divided, in that of Alabama, among ten committees, consisting of five each. 
Experience lias taught us that this duty cau not be performed during the sessions of 
the Grand Lodge with any approach to accuracy. We have therefore made the 
Committee on Returns a standing committee, of which the Assistant Grand Secre- 
tary has heretofore been chairman, and the reports of the Lodges, which are re- 
quired to be transmitted to the Grand Secretary two months prior to our annual 
meeting, are carefully examined in his office as received. If any of them contain 
errors of any kind, that officer immediately writes to the Secretary of the Lodge 
sending the incorrect report, and the proper corrections are made without delay. 
Thus, during the time that Bro. Abell has been Grand Secretary of this Grand 
Lodge, now a period of more than twelve years, not a subordinate has failed to make 
its annual report; a thorough and correct record of the Masonic status of every 
member of every Lodge in the jurisdiction has been preserved ; and, at the present 
time, not one is indebted to the Grand Lodge for dues— a showing which can not be 
excelled by any other jurisdiction in the world. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence reported that the conviction of a Mason by a 
criminal court should not act as a conviction in a Lodge, but that he must be regu- 
larly tried therein, as the first might possibly be an unjust verdict; that notice of 
charges must be served upon a Mason sentenced to the penitentiary, and that, after 
such service he may be tried ex parte ; and that when a brother is tried and found 
guilty of unmasonic conduct, proper punishment must be meted to him, and he can 
not be shielded by the partiality of the triers. 

The Committee on Appeals justify High Log Lodge, No. 193, (“ Phoebus! what a 
name!”) in refusing to punish a member who retailed ardent spirits in violation of 
an edict of the Grand Lodge, and very sensibly say 

“ Your committee see no more harm in selling a drink of ardent spirits than in the 
sale of a barrel or more, or in the manufacture of spirits. The State of Alabama 
has statutes regulating the traffic in ardent spirits, and your committee are of opin- 
ion that the Grand Lodge has no power to supercede the laws of the State.” 

A system of work was adopted, and a proposition to have it taught by Lecturers 
was submitted to the subordinate Lodges; and a committee was appointed to compile 
and codify the constitution, laws, edicts, and decisions of the Grand Lodge now in 
force, the work when completed to be styled the “ Masonic Code of Alabama.” 

The fiuancal reports show a balance in the treasury of $2,997 13 in lawful money, 
and $6,410 64 in Confederate currency— the latter, of course, worthless. 

Among the pleasing incidents of the Communication was the presentation of a 
jewel to Past Grand Master William C. Penick; and, from the remarks made on the 
occasion, we should judge that the testimonial could not have been more worthily 
bestowed. 
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Two hundred and fifty chartered Lodges and three under dispensation appear to 
be borne upon the roll, and the membership reported is ten thousand nine hundred 
and four. One hundred and seventy-nine Lodges were represented at the Commu- 
nication, which continued four days, and the Grand Officers were all reelected. 

ABKAN8AS. 

The thirty-fourth Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Arkansas was 
held in the City of Little Rock, commencing on the fifth day of November, 1866 — 
the Elbert H. English, Grand Master, presiding, and the R.\ W.\ William 

D. Blocher being Grand Secretary. 

The Address of the Grand Master opens with a disquisition on the passage , 
“ There is hope of a tree if it be cut down that it will sprout again/’ It presents an 
account of his official acts, among which were the issue of sixteen dispensations to 
form new Lodges, and pays a brotherly tribute to the memory of the R W.*. Thomas 
D. Merrick, who, for nearly a quarter of a century, had served the Grand Lodge with 
distinguished ability as its Grand Secretary. Bro. English decided that a Mason who 
died while under charges of unmasonic conduct, should not be interred with Masonic 
honors if the charges were well founded, and that it is unmasonic for one brother to 
speak ill of another, though in so doing he may speak truth. He terminates his 
address with a recommendation of Saint John’s College to the favorable considera- 
tion of the Grand Lodge and the fraternity throughout the State. 

The Report on Correspondence was presented by Bro. C. B. Moore. It U an 
exceedingly well written review of the proceedings of thirty-two Grand Lodges. 
California for 1865 included, in which the writer expresses himself in favor of com- 
pelling non-affiliated Masons to connect themselves with Lodges under penalty of 
suspension, and disapproves, most emphatically, of all allusions to political subjects 
in reports of this kind, or elsewhere in Masonic documents. 

A striking evidence of the evils resulting to Masonry from a state of war is shown 
in the report of the Grand Secretary, which states that forty-four Lodges have made 
no returns since 1861, thirty-eight since 1862, and two since 1863— in all eighty-four. 
The financial reports show the receipts for the year to have been $1,756 12, and the 
disbursements $1,378 07, leaving a balance in the treasury of $378 05. 

One hundred and seventy-six chartered Lodges and twenty-five under dispensa- 
tion are now borne upon the register, with a membership of six thousand one hundred 
and thirty-four. One hundred and eight Lodges were represented at the Communi- 
cation, which continued three days, during which the M.\ W.\ Elbert H. English 
was reelected Grand Master, and the R.\ W.\ William D. Blocher was elected 
Grand Secretary. 

CANADA. 

The Grand Lodge of Canada commenced its eleventh Annual Communication in 
the City of Montreal, on the eleventh day of July, 1866 — the W. B. Simpson, 

Grand Master, presiding, and the R.\ W.\ Thomas Bird Harris being Grand Secre- 
tary. 

The Grand Master, in his Address, denounces the Fenian raid, and, on the part of 
the Craft in Canada, professes the utmost loyalty to the crown. He reports his offi- 
cial acts, among which were the issue of three dispensations to form new Lodges ; 
expresses himself, in view of the approaching confederation of the Provinces, in 
favor of one Grand Lodge for the whole Dominion, with Provincial Grand Lodges for 
each Province ; and recommends that a substantial expressiou of warm and heartfelt 
sympathy be sent to the brethren of Portland, Maine, who had suffered so severely 
by the terrible conflagration which a short time previously had desolated their city. 

Reports were received from eight of the District Deputy Grand Masters, all which 
represent the Lodges in their respective Districts to be in a prosperous condition. 
The receipt of the transactions of twenty-eight Grand Lodges is acknowledged, bnt 
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no report on correspondence was presented. A committee was appointed to prepare 
one for the ensuing communication. 

The financial reports show the receipts for the six months ending the thirtieth of 
Jane, 1863, to have been $3,473 65, and that there was at that date on deposit and 
bearing interest the sum of $18,225 70. An honorary jewel was voted to the Grand 
Secretary as a mark of the appreciation of his long and faithful services, and the sum 
of $490 was donated for charitable purposes. 

One hundred and seventy-two Lodges are now borne upon the registry, their 
aggregate membership being six thousand two hundred and sixty-three. One hun- 
dred and thirty-six Lodges were represented at the meeting of the Grand Lodge, 
which continued three days, the business transacted being entirely of a local char- 
acter. The M.\ W.\ William Mercer Wilson, Past Grand Master, was again elected 
chief officer, and the R.\W.\ Thomas Bird Harris was reelected Grand Secretary. 

COLORADO. 

The sixth Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of this growing Territory 
was held in Central City, on the first and second day -, of October, 1866 — the M.\ W.\ 
Andrew Mason, Grand Master, presiding, and the 0. A, Whittemore being 

Grand Secretary. 

A very brief Address, referring entirely to domestic matters, was presented by 
the Grand Master. Two dispensations had oeen issued by him during the year for 
the formation of new Lodges, and the subordinates were represented to be in a pros- 
perous and harmonious condition. 

The financial reports show the receipts to have been $610, the disbursements 
$552 03, and that there was a balance in the treasury of $96 20. No report on cor- 
respondence was presented. 

A resolution was adopted authorizing the Lodges to strike members from their 
rolls who were one year in arrears for dues, and another resolution, previously 
adopted, that non-payment of dues did not work a forfeiture of Masonic standing, 
was rescinded. 

Eight Lodges are borne upon the roll, their total membership beiug four hundred 
and eighty-five. Seven were represented at the Communication, during which the 
M.\ W.\ Chase Withrow was elected Grand Master, and the R.\W.\ Edward C. 
Parmelee was elected Grand Secretary. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The seventy-ninth Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Connecticut was 
held in the city of Hartford, commencing on the eighth day of May, 1867, — the 
M .\ W.\ Eli S. Qpintard Grand Master, presiding, and the B.\ Ws. Joseph K # 
Wheeler acting as Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master in his Address submits an account of his official acts, and states 
that he did not comply with a resolution of the Grand Lodge, adopted at the preceding 
Communication, requesting him to confer with the Grand Master of New York rela- 
tive to the admission by Lodges in the city of that name of residents of Connecticut, 
believing that nothing could be gained by such conference, as the infractions com- 
plained of had for many years past been brought to the attention of the brethren of 
New York without producing any favorable result. He had, however, conferred 
with a committee said to have been appointed by the Grand Lodge of that State, but 
no definite settlement had been arrived at. He had also corresponded with the 
District Deputy Grand Master of the district in which a particular Lodge complained 
of is located, who reported, upon investigation, that the Lodge was not to blame, 
the fault being with the petitioner. That a Lodge which receives the application of 
and confers the degrees upon a non-resident is not to blame, we do not believe. 
Petitioners for degrees are not expected to be conversant with Masonic law, and 
mav, when absent from home, innocently apply for them to Lodges which are pro- 
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hibited from receiving their applications. Committees of investigation can, in the 
month allowed them to make inquiries relative to a candidate, ascertain beyond doubt 
his place of residence, aid if they neglect properly to discharge the duty imposed 
upon them, the Lodge is responsible for that neglect. Members of Lodges should 
know those whom they recommend for the degrees, and such as recommend non-res- 
idents either wilfully or ignorantly, (for the latter is no excuse,) should be rigorously 
dealt with. Wholesome discipline inflicted as well on Lodges as on members in such 
cases would be productive of good, and would tend to check the evil so justly com- 
plained of. 

The Grand Master recommends the establishment of new Lodges in the large 
towns and cities of the State, as the rapid increase in the membership of those 
already existing renders them unwieldy and burdensome to their officers. One dis- 
pensation for the formation of a new Lodge had been issued by him, and one had 
been refused, the population of the town in which it was proposed to be located not 
being sufficient, in the opinion of the Grand Master, to warrant its establishment. 

The Report on Correspondence was prepared by the R.\ TF.\ John W. Paul, 
Grand Secretary, and reviews the proceedings of thirty-one Grand Lodges, California 
for 1866 included. Grand Master Claiborne's Address is pronounced to be “one of 
those Masonic productions which we love to read/’ and the writer adds “ we would 
be glad if all the brethren of our jurisdiction could read and enjoy it with us, drink 
in the lessons of brotherly love therein inculcated, and profit by the suggestions of 
his Masonic experience.” In regard to Army Lodges, Bro. Paul says : — “ We are 
inclined to the opinion that, in case of another war in which the United States is a 
party, not an Army Lodge would be organized. We rejoice that in the fitful lever of 
the hour, the patriotism of our Grand Lodge was so tempered with conservatism that 
the temptatiou was resisted, and the mm3 of no Army Lodge stands like a leprous 
spot upon the pages of our Masonic history.” He unqualifiedly condemns the 
assumption of the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia to make Masons of non- 
residents, saying that no point ever opened for discussion seems to have been more 
definitely settled than this ; and, in referring to the evils of non-affiliation, he suggests 
the rule of the Grand Lodge of Connecticut as an effectual remedy, a dimit in that 
jurisdibtiou being “ only a certificate of good standing and a permission to join another 
Lodge, the brother retaining his membership in the Lodge dimitting him, until said 
Lodge is formally notified that he has presented his dimit, and been accepted a mem- 
ber of another Lodge.” 

An interesting report relative to the formation of the Grand Lodge of Nova Sco- 
tia, which we shall notice in our review of the proceedings of that Grand Body, 
was presented by the committee to whom its consideration was referred at the pre- 
ceding Aunual Communication, and the conclusion arrived at, not to recognize the 
new organization, was concurred in by the Grand Lodge. 

A committee appointed at the last meeting to prepare a digest of the Masonic 
law of the jurisdiction, performed that duty in so acceptable a manner, that it was 
adopted as the standard authority on Masonic Jurisprudence in that State ; the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws of the Grand Lodge were made to conform in all respects to 
it; and its author, Bro. Luxe A. Lockwood, was requested to furnish the Grand 
Lodge with five hundred copies thereof for dissemination among the Lodges. 

No statement of disbursements appears; the only allusion to financial matters, 
except acknowledging the receipt of $1,783 50, being a report from the Committee on 
Finances, which says “ that they have attended to their duty, and find the finances 
of the Grand Lodge in a healthy condition, and requiring no legislation at this ses- 
sion.” Eighty-three chartered Lodges and one under dispensation are now borne 
upon the roll of the Grand Lodge, their membership being ten thousand six hundred 
and twenty-nine. The Annual Communication continued two days, and the M.\ W.\ 
William Storer, for so many years chairman of the Committeee on Correspondence 
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in that jurisdiction, Jtfas elected Grand Master, and the R.\ W.\ Joseph K. Wheeler 
was elected Grand Secretary. 

DELAWARE. 

The pamphlet before us contains the proceedings of the sixtieth Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge of this State, which was held in the City of Wilming- 
ton on the twenty-seventh day of June, 1866, and of two special Communications 
which were held at the same place on the ninth day of October and twentieth day of 
December following. The R.\ W.\ Willis Holden, Past Senior Grand Warden, pre- 
sided at the Annual Communication, the Grand Master, his Deputy, and both the 
Grand Wardens being all absent, and the R.\W.\ Henry F. Pickels was Grand Sec- 
retary. 

The Grand Master transmitted a communication regretting that he was unable to 
be present, and announcing the issue of one dispensation to form a new Lodge, and 
sundry others to confer the degrees within the usual time. 

The only business transacted was the adoption of a resolution inviting Bro. George 
W. Bowers, Grand Lecturer of Maryland, to exemplify the work of that jurisdiction 
before the Grand Lodge at such time as might be convenient. In accordance with 
that resolution, the special meeting was held on the ninth day of October, at which 
the work was exemplified “in good style and was well received by the brethren,*’ 
and a resolution of thanks was tendered to Bro. Bowers “for the able manner in 
which he handled the Lectures.” The special communication on the twentieth day 
of December was held for the purpose of installing the Deputy Grand Master elected 
at the June meeting. 

The receipts for the year ending June twenty-seventh, 1866, were $422 50. No 
other financial statement appears in the proceedings. Thirteen chartered Lodges are 
borne upon the registry, with a membership of seven hundred and fifty-eight. At the 
Annual Communication the M.\ W.-. Daniel McClintock was elected Grand Master, 
and the R.\ W.\ John P. Allmond was elected Grand Secretary. 

DISTRICT OP COLUMBIA. 

The volume of proceedings of the Federal District for the year 1866 contains an 
account of its transactions at a semi annual Communication held on the first day of 
May ; at special meetings held on the eighteenth day of June, and on the thirteenth 
and fourteenth days of October ; at the Annual Communication on the sixth day of 
November; and at the installation meeting held on the anniversary of Saint John the 
Evangelist, all in the Capital City. At the semi-annual communication, domestic 
matters only were considered, and the special meetings were called for the purpose 
of attending the funeral 3 of deceased brethren. At the Annual Communication the 
M.-.W.'. George C. Whiting, Grand Master, presided, the R.\ W.\ William Morris 
Smith being Grand Secretary. 

Contrary to the usual custom, no Address was presented by the Grand Master, nor 
is there any reason given for the omission. The Report on Correspondence reviews 
the proceedings of twentv-six Grand Lodges, California for 1865 being one of the 
number. It was principally prepared by the R.\ W.\ William G. Parkhurst, Senior 
Grand Warden, but before its completion he was, as appears from the following par- 
agraph appended by the other members of the committee, summoned to the better 
world : — 

“ Upon the night of Wednesday, October tenth, occurred a terrible storm, during 
which Bro. Parkhurst went to the steamboat wharf for the purpose of meeting his 
daughter, whose arrival that night by boat was expected. During the storm and 
darkness Bro. Parkhurst fell from the wharf and was drowned.” The proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge show that for years past he was one of its most valued and useful 
members. 
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Quite a lengthy report was presented by Past Grand Master Benjamin B. French, 
from the Committee on Jurisprudence, in relation to a difficulty between La Fayette 
Lodge, No. 19, of the District, and Eesurgam Lodge, No. 169, of Iowa, the real cause of 
which is to be found in the usage that has obtained in the District of Columbia. sane- 
tioned by a provision of the Constitution of its Grand Lodge, which permits its subor- 
dinates to confer the degrees upon a non-resident, unless the Lodge nearest the place 
of the applicant’s residence gives, within reasonable time, some tangible reason why 
he should not be made a Mason — a refusal to grant permission beirg no impediment. 
La Fayette Lodge received and acted upon the petition of an Indiana soldier tempo- 
rarily stationed at Washington, and conferred upon him the first degree. Before tak- 
ing the remaining degrees he removed to Iowa, and petitioned Resurgam Lodge for 
advancement, which Lodge applied to La Fayette Lodge for permission to confer the 
other degrees, if the candidate was found worthy, which proviso would seem to imply 
that his petition should be referred to a committee and be acted upon in the usual 
manner. Instead of giving the permission as desired, La Fayette Lodge authorized 
Resurgam Lodge to confer the second degree upon the candidate, and promised that 
when notice was received that that degree had been conferred, he would be elected 
to receive the third degree, and permission would be given to confer it. Though 
nothing had thus far been said about the fees, this action of La Fayette Lodge 
seemed to imply that they should be paid to it, as no Lodge in the District is allowed 
to ballot for any of the degrees until the fee is paid. Resurgam Lodge feeling 
offended, a very intemperate letter was written by its Master to La Fayette Lodge, 
and the matter was also laid by him before the Grand Master of Iowa, who presented 
it to his Grand Lodge, denouncing in strong terms the action of the Washington 
Lodges in conferring degrees upon non-residents, and their Grand Lodge for permit- 
ting them to do so. The report of Bro. French establishes that La Fayette Lodge 
had no disposition to act otherwise than properly, but it does not in any manner 
defend the power claimed by his Grand Lodge, which claim has given, and as long 
as it is persisted in will continue to give just cause of offence to every other Grand 
Lodge in the United States. We need not go beyond its own proceedings for unan- 
swerable reasons why it should not be exercised. In a Report on Correspondence 
presented to and approved by it some years ago, it is said in reference to thip sub- 
ject, that “ The right can not for a moment be seriously entertained by any Grand 
Lodge, and its practice should be discountenanced in every possible manner, as dis- 
creditable to individuals, subjecting them to the imputation of endeavoring to evade 
a just scrutiny at home, and unmasonic on the part of Lodges, subjecting them to be 
imposed upon by unworthy persons, and wearing the appearance of a desire more to 
increase the number of the craft and realize the fees thence arising, than to guard 
with scrupulous care the approaches to the temple committed to their charge.” 

Again, in 1860, Bro. French, from a similar committee, in reporting upon the well 
known difficulties existing at that time between the Grand Lodges of England and 
Maine, which originated in the exercise of this alleged right by a Lodge subordinate 
to the former, quotes the following language used by the Grand Master of England : — 

“ Every Lodge possesses the inherent right to initiate any person whom it may con- 
sider fit and proper, without considering where his residence may be. It : s not desir- 
able nor convenient that a Lodge should bind itself to confine its initiations to residents 
in its own immediate locality;” and adds, " There is no question in the minds of your 
committee that the position in relation to jurisdiction assumed by the Rt. Hon. the 
M.\ W.\ Earl op Zetland, Grand Master of England, is wrong. It can not be sus- 
tained by any Masonic law or precedent known to your committee.” 

Another evidence of its evil effects is to be found in a report last year of one of 
the District Deputy Grand Masters of Maine, which states that a person who had 
been rejected in that State by a number of adverse ballots, returned from a visit to 
Washington, a Master Mason, having been made such without permission from home. 
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Oar brethren of the District can not be ignorant of the ill feeling aroused by this 
claim, and a decent respect for the opinions, or rather opinion, of the other Grand 
Lodges of the United States, (for there is but one sentiment in regard to it,) should 
induce them to strike out that portion of the Constitution of their Grand Lodge which 
is so objectionable. We hope that this may be done ; if it is not, it seems to us that 
all other Grand Lodges should unite in refusing to hold Masonic intercourse with it 
while this violation of so plain a principle of right is persisted in. 

Resolutions were adopted recognizing the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia, and de- 
clining to appoint delegates to the Masonic Convention proposed by the Grand Lodge 
of Missouri. The financial reports show the receipts for the year to have been 
$2,065 05, the disbursements $2,767 64, and that there was a balance in the treasury 
of $1,824 26, in addition to whbh the Grand Lodge owned shares in the stock of the 
new Masonic Hall to the value of $800. The various subordinates expended in char- 
ity during the year, the sum of $5,744 91, and there was in their respective treasu- 
ries aggregate assets, as follows : cash, $11,653 76 ; bonds and loans, $4,665 ; Masonic 
Hall stock, $6,350 ; making a total of $22. 668 76. 

Fifteen chartered Lodges are now borne upon the roll, their membership being 
nineteen hundred and seventy.eight. ^At the Annual Communication the M.\ W.\ 
George C. Whiting was reelected Grand Master, and the R.\ IK*. Noble D. Larner 
was elected Grand Secretary. 

FLORIDA. 

The Grand Lodge of Florida held its Annual Communication for the year 1866 in 
the city of Tallahassee, commencing on the eighth day of January. Twenty Lodges 
were represented at the opening— the R.\ W.\ Henry J. Stewart, Deputy Grand 
Master, presiding, and the R.‘. TT/.Hugh A. Corley being Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master, the M.\ W.\ Samuel Benezet, not being able to attend, trans- 
mitted a brief Address, accompanied by such portions of his correspondence as con- 
tained decisions rendered by him during the year. He had issued three dispensations 
to form new Lodges ; had made sundry official visitations to subordinates ; and had 
arrested the charter of one Lodge in consequence of having received information of 
gro§s irregularities existing therein. The decisions of the Grand Master were : — 
That the Grand Master has not power to issue dispensations in cases not specially 
authorized by the Grand Lodge : That the degrees should not be conferred upon any 
one who is so maimed that he can not acquire and communicate the knowledge of 
Masonry in a Masonic manner : That desertion from the Confederate army to the 
army of the United States could not be dealt with as a Masonic offence : and that it 
was the duty of Lodges in receiving applications for affiliation from brethren made 
in army Lodges, who were unable to furnish documentary evidence of their having 
received the degrees, to ascertain beyond doubt that they were what they repre- 
sented themselves to be, and when well assured of that fact to admit them, if in 
other respects they were found to be worthy. These decisions were all approved by 
the Grand Lodge. 

The Report on Correspondence was prepared by that veteran in Masonry, Past 
Grand Master Thomas Brown. The kind and brotherly spirit which pervades it is 
in striking contrast with that to be found in the reports of some of his neighbors, 
and the admonitions it contains, which such Masons as Bro. Brown have the right to 
administer, can not but be productive of good. The proceedings of twelve Grand 
Lodges only had been received, and, much to our regret, they do not include those of 
California. Bro. Brown does not approve of life-membership in Lodges. He says : 
“ I have been a Mason for sixty years, lacking but a few months, and have always 
understood that a Mason was a Mason for life if he conducted himself worthily. The 
idea of ‘ life-membership ’ sounds in my ears like the invention of modern societies 
for money-making purposes.” A great portion of the report is given to a history of 
the “ Conservators,” Bro. Brown evidently believing that the brethren of his jurisdic- 
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tion would be benefited by a thorough knowledge of the objects of that association. 
The Grand Lodge expressed its sense of the Conservators, and of their head, in the 
following somewhat peculiar resolutions : — 

“Resolved, That this Grand Lodge and its subordinates neither have nor will have 
any fraternal or friendly feeling with Robert Morris’s Society of Conservators. 

“Resolved, That Robert Morris, of Kentucky, who has been base enough to 
practice an unpardonable fraud upon the Grand and Particular Lodges and many 
upright Masons in this jurisdiction, could not astonish this Grand Lodge with the 
commission of any vice/’ 

The Committee on Accounts reported that there were in the hands of the Grand 
Treasurer $469 18 in Confederate Treasury Notes, which they recommended should 
be burned and expunged from the books of that officer. The estimated revenue for 
the current year was $1,600. The Grand Secretary, in the recapitulation appended 
to the returns of Lodges, states that in consequence of the failure of so many Lodges 
for several years past to make reports, no accurate statement of their condition 
could be given. Returns were received from thirty, their aggregate membership 
being fourteen hundred and ninety-five. The Grand Lodge continued in session four 
days, during which the Mr. Wr. Djs Witt C. Dawkins was elected Grand Master, and 
the Rr. Wr. Hugh A. Corley was reelected Grand Secretary. 

GEORGIA. 

The Grand Lodge of Georgia held its Annual Communication for the year 1866, in 
the city of Macon, commencing on the last day of October. After it was opened, 
which ceremony was performed by the Rr. Wr. J. Emmeit Blackshear, Deputy 
Grand Master of the Fourth District, the Grand Master, the Mr. Wr. John Harris, 
entered, was received with the Grand Honors, and assumed his station, the Wr. 
Simri Rose being Grand Secretary. 

In his Address the Grand Master laments that the members assemble under less 
prosperous auspices than they had reason to anticipate when they parted twelve 
months previously, the dark cloud still hanging over the present and future prospects 
of their State ; and he impresses upon them, that in this day of trial they should 
fully realize the weight of responsibility under which they rest, and direct their 
united energies to the faithful discharge of the duties they owe to themselves and to 
posterity. He joins in the complaint against the evils of non-affiliation, regrets that 
members are permitted to withdraw from a Lodge except for the purpose of joining 
another, and deems those who are able and refuse to contribute, unworthy to be 
recognized as Masons. His official acts, aside from a large correspondence, both at 
home and abroad, were very few, having been confined principally to the granting 
of dispensations to permit Lodges which had been broken up or deranged by the 
war, to resume labor. All petitions for the formation of new Lodges had been 
refused by him, though seven dispensations for that purpose were issued by the 
Deputy Grand Masters. 

Reports were presented by each of the Deputy Grand Masters, four in number. 
While they unite in representing the Lodges under their respective charges as being 
in a prosperous condition, they condemn the careless and rapid manner in which 
candidates were hurried through the degrees. One complains that “ many Lodges 
promise to give the candidate the degrees of Masonry for a stipulated sum of money, 
but fail to do it by postponing the lectures until some more convenient season, which 
practice is not in harmony with the teachings or morals of Masonry, and is contrary 
to Masonic law.” Another complains of the loose and irregular method in which 
some Lodges (many, he thinks,) conduct their affairs ; of the reckless manner in 
which they admit candidates ; that vice and immorality prevail therein to an alarm- 
ing extent, and that they allow unmasonic conduct of the grossest character to go 
unpunished. He recommends that the pruning-knife be applied, and we think that 
he should have exercised the power with which he was invested, and have com- 
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menced operations by suspending all those Lodges which he had reason to suppose 
were being conducted in accordance with his representations. That he would have 
been sustained by the Grand Lodge can not be doubted, and we are not a little sur- 
prised that no notice of these charges was taken either by the Grand Lodge or by 
the committee to whom the reports of the Deputies were referred. 

The preparation of the Report on Correspondence was assigned to a committee of 
three, and a portion of the duty was assumed by each. The result was that Bro. 
George L. Barry presented, during the communication, a review of the transactions 
of eighteen Grand Lodges, and there was received, after its close, a review of four- 
teen others, ours included, by Bro. B. H. Bigham, which is appended to the proceed- 
ings. The other member of the committee was not heard from. Had the report of 
Bro. Barry been prepared one or two years before, we should have thought it had 
been written “ to fire the southern heart,” for he omits no opportunity of indorsing 
the rebellion and defending it as a proper resource against “ fiendish cruelty and 
oppression.” Like other writers holding similar opiuions, he exhibits in the strong- 
est manner those feelings the display of which he condemns in others who entertain 
different views. He is, however, frank enough to admit that he is rather intemperate 
in some of his remarks ; and the following extract, which immediately follows one 
of his fiercest paragraphs, bearing testimony to the good deeds of those whom he 
so bitterly denounces, is more pleasant to read than some other portions of his 
report : — 

“ Your committee has had a full opportunity of forming a correct judgment of the 
conduct of Masons in the Federal Army, in its devastating march through the State. 
As Grand Lecturer he visited many Lodges in the line of march of Sherman, and 
learned many, very many, instances of the conduct of Masons attached to the array 
that increased his veneration for the divine teaching of our beloved Order. The bit- 
terness of sectional feeling and deadly strife was forgotten when a suffering brother 
claimed Masonic protection — enemies were transformed into friends at sight of the 
signal of distress, appalling danger was averted by the ^egis of Masonry ; wives, 
children, homes, were securely shielded from harm by its unseen but mighty power. 
Nor were these instances 4 few and far between in every portion of the State where 
opportunity offered, it was demonstrated that the ‘ Blue Coat’ wrapped a Masonic 
heart, and the hand ready to deal the deadly blow at the command of duty, was 
equally ready to extend protection at the command of obligation. These are the 
tests that prove the excellencies of our Institution, and portray the glory of its char- 
acter. In behalf of our brethren who were the objects of such fraternal regard, we 
tender to those of every section this tribute of grateful acknowledgment.” 

Aside from its political allusions, the report of Bro. Barry is a very interesting 
and able paper, which we would be pleased to notice more at length did time permit ; 
and we are glad to see that he has again been selected to perform the same duty. 

The committee to whom was referred the Address of the Grand Master submitted 
the following resolution as a preventive in the future against the evil of non-affilia- 
tion, which was adopted : — 

“Resolved, That every member of a Lodge, in good standing, may, upon payment 
of his dues, obtain a certificate or diploma on making a regular application for that 
purpose ; provided he shall in such application aver that he applies therefor for the 
purpose of joining some other Lodge, or intends to remove from the jurisdiction of 
the Grand Lodge, and this resolution shall be indorsed on the dirait,” 

On the recommendation of the same committee it was ordered that the subordi- 
nate Lodges report to the Grand Lodge, at the next communication, the names of all 
non-affiliated Masons in their respective jurisdictions ; that no dispensation to open a 
new Lodge in any county in which a chartered Lodge exists, shall be granted ; and 
that when a dispensation for a new Lodge is granted, the officer issuing it shall first 
satisfy himself, by personal examination, that the brother selected as Master is fully 
qualified in every respect to discharge his duties. A resolution was also adopted 
forbidding the conferring of the second and third degrees until the candidates have, 
by examination in open Lodge, shown that they have attained the necessary profi- 
ciency. 
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The financial reports show the receipts for the year to have been $10,253 63, the 
disbursements $6,509 02, and that the assets of the Grand Lodge were $11,700 invested 
in bonds, and $754 61 in cash. 

By adding together the number of Lodges in each district, we find the total to be 
two hundred and sixty-three now borne upon the roll. The names of their members 
are published with the proceedings, but the numbers are not given, nor are there any 
statistical tables of any kind presented. One hundred and eighty-six Lodges were 
represented at the Communication, which continued three days, and the Grand Mas- 
ter and Grand Secretary were both reelected. 

ILLINOIS. 

A handsomely printed pamphlet of ninety-six pages contains the proceedings of 
the Grand Lodge of this State at its Annual Communication, held in the City of 
Chicago on the second and third days of October, 1866, at which three hundred and 
sixty-seven Lodges were represented— the M.\ W.\ H. P. H. Bromwell, Grand Mas- 
ter, presiding, and the R.\W.\ Harman G. Reynolds being Grand Secretary. 

In his Address, the Grand Master reported that the increase in numbers and 
means during the year had been unexampled— a statement borne out by the fact that 
fifty-seven dispensations for the formation of new Lodges had been issued during 
that period— and congratulated the Grand Lodge upon the fact that, notwithstanding 
this great increase, the peace and harmony of the jurisdiction had not been in the 
least disturbed. He also reported the issue of one hundred and six dispensations to 
confer degrees, and said the fees from the latter source were lessened, not so many 
having been granted as applied for, because good reasons for their issue were re- 
quired. The work of the Grand Lodge had been taught with good effect in all por- 
tions of the State, and had been received by the Lodges in a fraternal spirit. The 
decease of three Past Grand Masters was feelingly announced, and a fraternal trib- 
ute was paid to their memories. 

The Grand Master having been absent from the jurisdiction during the greater 
portion of the year, his functions had devolved upon the Deputy, who presented a 
report of his doings, comprising principally the issue of dispensations. 

No Report on Correspondence was presented. An oration was delivered by the 
Grand Orator, the R.\ W.\ Martin W. Willis, but, though a copy of it was requested 
for publication, it does not appear in the proceedings. A resolution was adopted 
permitting persons residing within the jurisdiction of a Lodge which had ceased to 
work for six months, to apply, after that time, to the next nearest Lodge for the de- 
grees, and amendments were proposed to the by-laws of the Grand Lodge, which, if 
adopted, will permit rejected applicants for affiliation to renew their applications at 
pleasure, and prohibit the conferring of degrees upon more than one candidate at a 
time. The first we conceive to be a very sensible resolution, and the two last have 
been the law in this jurisdiction since the adoption of the present Constitution. 

The Grand Lodge decided that a brother could not be elected Master of a Lodge 
who had not previously served as Warden, unless by dispensation from the Grand 
Master, and that a Lodge could not enforce from its members the payment of special 
assessments, though levied for Lodge purposes exclusively. For reasons heretofore 
set forth in our proceedings by those who have preceded us, we do not agree with 
the first decision, believing that merit alone should be considered in the selection of 
a Master ; and it appears to us that a Lodge should have the undoubted right to deal 
with a member who, if able, refuses to pay his just proportion of its legitimate ex- 
penses. 

The financial reports show the receipts for the year from all sources to have been 
$21,181 21, and that there was in the treasury to meet the current expenses $12,684 23, 
a sum considerably less than the amount required, and which we presume accounts 
for the curtailment of the printed transactions. 
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Pour hundred and thirty-six chartered Lodges are now borne upon the roll, but 
their total membership is not given, and we have not the time to make the additions. 
Springfield was fixed upon as the place at which to hold the Annual Communication 
in 1867, and the M.-.Ws. Jerome R. Gorin was elected Grand Master, the Rs.Ws. 
Harman G. Reynolds being still Grand Secretary. 

IOWA. 

The twenty-third Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of this State was 
held in the City of Davenport, commencing on the fifth day of June, 1866, the 
Ms. Ws. Edward A. Guilbebt, Grand Master, presiding, and the J?.\ Ws. Theodore 
S. Parvin, being Grand Secretary. 

Of the style of the Addresses delivered by Grand Master Guilbert, so much has 
been written by others that we deem it unnecessary to say anything further in regard 
thereto. That the one presented at this Communication does not lose in comparison 
with its predecessors, may be seen from the first sentence of the opening paragraph: 

“ Standing for the fourth time in this Grand East, on the occasion of the annual 
opening of our vitalized and growing Grand Lodge, as the Masonic Chief of the 
‘Sons of Light’ in this jurisdiction, it is my enjoyable privilege fraternally to wel- 
come to this Hall the ardent representatives from the various subordinates, from the 
vivifying proximate germs of a Grand Body which has achieved distinction as a some- 
what correct exponent of the theory and practice of the ‘ Noble Science and the 
Royal Art!”’ 

Aside from the vanity and “ hifalutin” which are exhibited in all papers emanating 
from the pen of Bro. Guilbert, this Address shows him to have been an energetic 
and careful officer — one who, though pleased to play Grand Master on all occasions 
and at all times, was governed in the performance of his duties by an unusual 
degree of good sense. The official acts reported by him were the issue of fifteen 
dispensations to form new Lodges ; the appointment of sundry distinguished breth- 
ren to represent the Grand Lodge in other jurisdictions; the holding of schools 
of instruction in different localities for the purpose of promulgating the work ; and 
a correspondence which involved the necessity of writing five hundred and twenty 
letters. Thirty-six decisions, rendered by him during the year, were submitted, all 
which were in consonance with the regulations of the Grand Lodge, or the general 
regulations of Masonry. We give a few of them, as follows : That it is wrong for a 
Lodge to elect a candidate to receive the degrees in the unavoidable absence of a 
member known to be opposed to his admission; that objections made at anytime 
prior to the initiation of a candidate are equivalent to a rejection; that Master 
Masons are not required to reside any specified time within the jurisdiction of a 
Lodge before they can petition for affiliation ; that “ necessary proficiency” consists 
in the acquirement, by the candidate, of the whole of the first section of the lecture 
of the degree in which he is examined ; that fees accompanying petitions belong to 
the Lodge when the candidates are elected, and need not be returned if the peti- 
tioners decline to receive the degrees; that a Lodge has the right to levy a special 

tax for Masonic purposes, and that the refusal to pay such tax is sufficient ground for 
discipline ; that degrees should not be conferred upon more than one candidate at a 
time ; and that the vote of a Lodge granting a dimit severs the connection of the 
member applying for it, the written certificate usually issued being simply an evidence 
of the fact. 

Bro. Guilbebt is an earnest advocate of th« one-ballot system for the degrees* 
and we regret that his recommendation in that respect was not concurred in by the 
Grand Lodge. He reports that the adopted work is making steady progress, and 
gives good advice in regard to its dissemination. The usual encyclical letter to the 
Lodges was issued by him on the anniversary of Saint John the Baptist, preceding, 
in which he cautions the Craft against the purchase of printed notes and keys, and 
recommends a judicious outlay of the funds, not required for charitable purposes, in 
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the adornment of the Lodge rooms, so as to render them more attractive and pleasant 
to the members. He concludes his Address with a resumi of his official labors during 
the three years and eight months of his Grand Mastership. 

The Report on Correspondence was prepared by Bro. William B. Langridge, and 
is a review of the transactions of twenty-nine Grand Lodges, those of California for 
1865 included. Bro. Langridge agrees with Grand Master Guilbert that persons 
who had received the degrees in Military Lodges must be recognized as Masons, 
because the wrong was committed by the Grand Lodges which established such 
bodies, and not by those whom they admitted ; and this view we also conceive to be 
correct. In his comments upon California, he warmly defends the objects of the 
“ Conservators,” declaring that their earliest pledge was “ That no measure will at 
any time be tolerated which is opposed to that filial affection and duty due the Grand 
Lodge, or which is contrary to its constitutional regulations.” He denies that the 
twelve points as published were known to the members of the Association, never 
having found any one, except among its enemies, who had ever heard of them ; and 
protests that its aims were praiseworthy and commendable. He also states that the 
Association expired by limitation in June, 1865. Bro. Langridge compliments the 
Board of Relief of this city, and recommends the refunding to it of the amount dis- 
bursed for the relief of brethren hailing from Iowa ; and the Grand Secretary was 
directed to correspond with the Grand Secretary of California and obtain the names 
of the parties relieved, that the money thus expended might be returned if it was 
found that they were members of Lodges in that State. Thus far nothing has been 
heard from Bro. Parvin upon that subject. 

The Grand Lodge declined extending aid or encouragement to the establishment 
of the “ National Masonic University,” proposed by the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina, believing with Grand Master Guilbert, that such enterprises were Utopian and 
productive only of an useless expenditure of money. Resolutions were adopted for- 
bidding the recognition as Masons of residents of the State who had or shall have 
received the degrees in other jurisdictions without the consent of the proper Lodges, 
and requesting the Grand Master to withhold the appointment of a representative to 
the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia, if it should, after being fraternally 
remonstrated with, persist in making Masons of residents of Iowa. Charles Hunt, 
a resident of Petaluma in this State, who formerly lived in the town of Keokuk, 
Iowa, and was expelled by Eagle Lodge, No. 12, of that place, (for non-payment of 
dues we believe) was, on petition of said Lodge, restored to the rights and privileges 
of Masonry. 

The financial reports show the receipts for the year to have been $5,462 85, the 
appropriations for current expenses $4,727 15, and that there was in the treasury 
$3,614 55, of which amount the sum of $2,350 was invested in United States bonds. 

One hundred and eighty eight chartered Lodges, and four under dispensation, are 
now borne upon the registry, the total membership being seven thousand five hun- 
dred and eighty-six. One hundred and nineteen Lodges were represented during the 
Communication, which continued three days. The Mr. Wr. Campbell Kennedy 
Peck was elected Grand Master, and the JR.\ W.\ Theodore Sutton Parvin was 
reelected Grand Secretary. 

KANSAS. 

The Grand Lodge of Kansas held its eleventh Annual Communication in the city 
of Topeka, commencing on the sixteenth day of October, 1866, — the Mr. Wr . 
Jacob Saqui, Grand Master, presiding, and the Hr. Wr. E. T. Carr being Grand 
Secretary. 

A very pleasing address was presented by the Grand Master, in which he treats 
of the benefits of Masonry to mankind ; pays a fervent and well-deserved tribute to 
the memory of the lamented Grand Secretary of Missouri; announces the issue of 
six dispensations to form new Lodges, stating that before their issue he invariably

ascertained that their establishment would not interfere with the prosperity of any 
other Lodge, bat would promote the interests of Masonry ; and submits sundry 
decisions— that but one candidate can receive a degree at a time ; that the practice 
of reconsidering a ballot is dangerous and should be discouraged in Lodges, notwith- 
standing that all the members may remain ; and that Masonry requires candidates to be 
physically perfect — all which were concurred in by the Grand Lodge. He also 
reported that, in accordance with the directions of the Grand Lodge, he had ap- 
pointed five District Deputy Grand Masters, and that they had met and agreed upon 
a system of work which was immediately disseminated. Four of these Deputies 
presented reports of the condition of the Lodges under their respective charges, from 
which we learn that the work agreed upon was well received and was very generally 
being adopted. 

The Report on Correspondence was presented by the Grand Secretary. It is a 
review of the transactions of thirty-two Grand Lodges, California for 1865 included. 
Extracts are given from the Address of Grand Master Belcher; the requirement of 
our Grand Lodge that candidates must be able to read and write, is approved, and 
the Report on Correspondence by Bro. Rhees receives kindly notice. 

The installation ceremony for Grand Officers prescribed by the Grand Lodge of 
New York was adopted, and a new Constitution, together with General Regulations 
and a code of By-Laws for the government of the subordinate Lodges, is printed 
with the proceedings and will be considered at the next Annual Communication. 
The circular of the Grand Lodge of Nevada relative to life-membership was referred 
to a special committee with instructions to report thereon at the same time. The 
Grand Lodge again expressed its approval of the one-ballot system, considering it 
to be more in accordance with Masonic usage than “ the more modern and dangerous 
practice of balloting for each degree.” 

The financial reports show the receipts for the year to have been nine hundred 
and forty-four dollars. The sum of one thousand dollars deposited by the Grand 
Treasurer in a banking house for safe keeping was lost in consequence of its failure, 
and the Grand Lodge, knowing that the Grand Treasurer was blameless, assumed the 
loss. 

Forty -four Lodges appear to be borne upon the roll, with a membership of four- 
teen hundred and seventy. Thirty-two were represented at the Annual Communica- 
tion, which continued two days. On the last day the corner-stone of the State 
Capitol was laid by the Grand Lodge with Masonic honors. The M.\ W.\ M. S. 
Adams was elected Grand Master, and the Grand Secretary was reelected. 

KENTUCKY. 

The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of this State was held in the City 
of Louisville, commencing on the fifteenth day of October, 1866,— the M.\ W. \ M. J. 
Williams, Grand Master, presiding, and the W. \ John M. S. McCobkle being Grand 
Secretary. 

In his Address the Grand Master refers to the condition of Masonry in Kentucky, 
at the organization of the Grand Lodge sixty-six years previous, to its progress since 
that time, and to its present prosperity ; and he congratulates his brethren that the 
Lodges destroyed during the recent unhappy struggles are being reorganized under 
most flattering auspices. Thirty dispensations for the formation of new Lodges were 
issued by him during the year. 

The Report on Correspondence was presented by the Grand Secretary. It is an 
interesting review of the proceedings of thirty-six American Grand Lodges — many 
of them for two or more years ; of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of England, 
at its Annual Communication in 1865, and at sundry quarterly meetings ; and of the 
transactions of Grand Orient of France, as reported in the monthly Bulletins issued 
by that body. 
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Bro. McCobkle does not believe in the policy of compelling Masons to be mem. 
bers of Lodges, Masonry being a voluntary association. We certainly do. A person 
upon being made a Mason voluntarily promises to conform to all the requirements of 
the Fraternity, oue of which is, “ that a Mason must be a member of some Lodge ; 
and we do not think that he who voluntarily breaks his pledge, has cause to com- 
plain, or is deserving of any sympathy, because the benefits and privileges of the 
Order are confined to those who faithfully observe it. Bro. McCobxle also deems 
the regulation of our Grand Lodge, requiring a member suspended for non-payment 
of dues, to pay dues for the period during which he was suspended, in order to 
restore himself, to be unjust, it placing him in a worse category than if he had com- 
mitted a greater offence. When a member of a Lodge is suspended for non-payment 
of dues, it is his own fault. He should pay his indebtedness, if able to do so ; if 
unable, he should represent his inability to his Lodge, and his dues would be remitted. 
The punishment for failure to do either of these things is not, as our brother says, a 
greater one than is inflicted for a violation of the “grand principles of Masonry,” 
restoration, under the mildest sentence for the last cause, requiring at least a two- 
third vote of the Lodge inflicting it ; while, in the other case, a Mason can at any 
time, by his own act, place himself in good standing. We believe, therefore, in the 
enforcement of the requirement, unless inability to pay be shown. Otherwise, a 
person suspended during twenty years, or longer — there is no limit — might at any 
moment, for a comparatively trifling sum, place himself in the enjoyment of the 
rights and privileges to which those only who have zealously performed their duties 
should justly be entitled. 

Bro. McCobxle joins in the condemnation which the assumption of the Grand 
Lodge of the District of Columbia— that that body has the right, to make Masons of 
persons residing without its jurisdiction — has received ; believes that the system 
of life-membership adopted by our daughter of Nevada will prove abortive, and 
compliments the Board of Relief of this city for its good work. 

The financial reports show the monetary condition of the Grand Lodge to be a 
most flattering one. The receipts from the first of November, 1865, to the fifth of 
October following, were $28,500 34, the disbursements $22,694 08, of which sum 
$11,332 was invested in the purchase of United States and other bonds; and the 
resources of the Grand Lodge, at the date last named, were $35,766 85. The sum of 
two hundred dollars was appropriated towards the purchase of a burial place for the 
interment of transient brethren, dying in the City of Louisville, and three members 
of the Grand Lodge increased the amount to one thousand dollars by donating eight 
hundred more. 

A manual of jurisprudence, prepared by the Grand Secretary, was, after a careful 
examination by a committee composed of some of the most distinguished members 
of the Grand Lodge, recommended as a work exhibiting great research and care* 
and one which would prove of inestimable benefit to the Craft. We shall look for a 
copy with much interest, not doubting, from the experience and ability of the author, 
that the recommendation so strongly given is well deserved. 

An amendment to the Constitution was laid over for consideration, which, if 
adopted, will empower the Lodges to levy an assessment upon all non-affiliated 
Masons residing within their respective jurisdictions, subjecting those who refuse to 
pay it, to the same penalties incurred by delinquent members. 

Three hundred and forty-six chartered Lodges, and fourteen under dispensation , 
are now borne upon the registry, the membership being fifteen thousand one hundred 
and fifty-seven. Two hundred and seventy-one chartered Lodges, and twenty-seven 
under dispensation, were represented at the Communication, which continued four 
days. The M.\ W.\ Isaac T. Martin was elected Grand Master, and the W.\ John 
M. S. McCobkle was reelected Grand Secretary. 
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LOUISIANA. 

The fifty-fifth Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana was held in 
the Crescent City, commencing on the eleventh day of February of the present year. 
The M.\ ^William M. Perkins, Grand Master, presided, and the IV. v Sam- 

uel M. Codd was Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master, in his Address, expresses his satisfaction at being able to 
report that peace and harmony prevails, and that at no time has better feeling ex- 
isted throughout the jurisdiction. He says to his brethren, that though they may not 
find indications of rapid progress, they should not be disappointed, bnt, encouraged 
by the assurance that they had not gone backwards, should endeavor quietly to 
regain their former position, and so far as practicable, recover and bring together 
what had been lost and scattered during the storm. Nine dispensations for the 
formation of new Lodges had been granted during the year, (five of them by the 
Deputy Grand Master in the absence from the State of the Grand Master,) and in 
announcing their issue the Grand Master pertinently says 

“All of them will, no doubt, ask for charters, and I deem it not amiss to suggest 
that we should not only examine carefully the record of their labors, but satisfy our- 
selves, by all means within our reach, whether the members have the necessary 
capacity, intelligence, and moral and social position to justify their being entrusted 
with the administration of Masonic affairs in their respective localities, and invested 
with legal and Masonic rights equal to those of the oldest Lodges of the State. We 
may expect some defects in technical matters, and probably some serious errors, 
which on being pointed out, would be avoided in the future. When we find good 
intentions, and a disposition to learn and conform strictly to regulations and instruc- 
tions, we can afford to judge charitably. On the other hand, the written record may 
show no defect, and yet it may be impolitic and against the interests of Masonry to 
charter the Lodge. In deciding upon these applications for charters, let nothing 
blind you to the importance of the main question — Will the real interests of Masonry 
tPe promoted by chartering the new Lodge?” 

Death made sad havoc among our brethren of Louisiana during the past year, 
four District Deputy Grand Masters and a Past Senior Grand Warden having been 
summoned to the better world. The affectionate tributes paid to their memories 
show that though they have passed away they are not forgotten. 

Reports were presented by the Deputy Grand Master and by eight of the District 
Deputy Grand Masters, which show, as may be inferred from the Address of the 
Grand Master, that while some of the Lodges are progressing fairly, others have not 
yet recovered from the vicissitudes of the recent struggle. 

The Report on Correspondence was again presented by Bro. Joseph P. Horner. 
It reviews the proceedings of thirty-three Grand Lodges, California for 1866 among 
the number, and bears evidence of careful prenaration. Bro. Horner does not be- 
lieve that in cases of trial the prosecutor should be allowed to appeal ; that the right 
to do so should be vested solely in the defence ; that when a brother is tried and 
acquitted, or, if found guilty, is willing to submit to the sentence passed upon him, 
the matter should be allowed to rest, further prosecution becoming simply persecu- 
tion. We beg to differ with Bro. Horner in this opinion, for cases have occurred in 
this jurisdiction in which the accused, through the partiality of the triers, and in 
direct violation of the testimony given, have been acquitted of the most atrocious 
offences, and so outrageous were those decisions, that the Grand Lodge in each case 
revoked the charter of the offending Lodge ; and yet it would have been powerless 
to act if the right of appeal was not permitted to the prosecution. We can see no 
harm in according this privilege to the accuser, as the transcripts in cases of trial 
are usually referred to a committee of experienced and impartial brethren, who dis- 
passionately investigate the case, and it is very rare that the conclusions they arrive 
at are not concurred in by the Grand Lodge. 

Bro. Horner sympathizes with the Grand Lodge of Virginia in its demand that all 
Masons made in the Lodge established in Alexandria by the Grand Lodge of the 
District of Columbia, shall be healed before being recognized ; agrees with ns that 
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a Mason can be tried for acts committed prior to his initiation, if at the time of his 
receiving the degrees those acts were unknown to the Lodge conferring them ; coin- 
cides with the Grand Master of Vermont that a Lodge can not make a man a Mason, 
exacting the fees in full, and then remit a portion, without infringing* in spirit, at 
least, the laws of the Grand Lodge ; and believes, that in consideration of the ill 
feelings and heart-burnings likely to arise from a refusal to acknowledge Masons 
made in military Lodges, it would be better that they should be recognized. He 
compliments the report of Bro. Rhees, presented last year, and of our doings says : 
“ The workings of no other Grand Lodge that have reached our hands seem more 
harmonious, and nowhere do we see the beautiful spirit of Masonic Justice more per- 
fectly developed.” 

The financial reports show the revenue for the year ending thirty-first January, 
1867, to have been from rents, $20,262 73, from dues of Lodges, $5,415 52, from fees 
for charters, etc., $911 65, making a total of $26,589 90. The disbursements during 
the same period amounted to $25,815 52, of which $8,000 was for redemption of mort- 
gage notes on account of the Grand Lodge Hall, and there was a balance remaining 
in the treasury of $4,817 03. The Board of Directors of the Grand Lodge Hall report 
that “ the contributions of the Lodges under the resolution of 1854, requiring a con- 
tribution equal to two dollars annually for five years from each member, and the 
revenues from rents of the building, have paid its original cost, interest, repairs, and 
expenses, less $5,204 41,” that being the balance now due. Its estimated value is 
$200,000, and the assets of the Grand Lodge, over and above its liabilities, are given 
at $224,123 49, including another building, Polar Star Hall, owned by the Grand 
Lodge and valued at $10,000. A resolution was adopted authorizing the Board of 
Directors to sell the Grand Lodge Hall, and purchase other property on which to 
erect a Masonic Temple, and the Grand Master was empowered, in the event of the 
sale, to execute all the necessary papers. The Board of Directors were also instructed 
“ to take into consideration the propriety and feasbility of establishing an Asylum or 
Masonic Home for worthy and distressed members of the Order, their widows and 
orphans, and report thereon at the next Communication, and should a fitting oppor- 
tunity occur during the recess of the Grand Lodge of making a purchase for such 
Asylum or Home, at a reasonable price, which opportunity might be lost by delay,” 
they were authorized to make the purchase, as was the Grand Master to execute the 
necessary papers. 

The report of Relief Lodge shows its receipts during the year to have been 
$3,045 65, its disbursements $2,047 55, and that there remained in its treasury the sum 
of $2,043 57. Among the donations we find the sum of thirteen dollars for the relief 
of Masons of this jurisdiction. The report says : — 

“During the past year, as during all previous ones, much good has been accom- 
plished that can not be figured in dollars and cents, and which makes no appearance 
in our report. Brothers have been assisted by counsel and advice ; free passages have 
been secured, sick beds watched, and funerals attended ; the combination of brethren 
covering so great a number of every profession and occupation, that many comforts 
and necessaries have been procured and many pressing wants administered to * with- 
out money and without price.’ ” 

In consideration of the losses sustained by the subordinates in consequence of the 
overthrow of the Confederate Government, their funds being in its currency and thus 
becoming worthless, all the indebtedness of the Lodges to the Grand Lodge, prior 
to 1865, was remitted, except that portion owed on account of the Grand Lodge Hall 
Fund. 

A massive service of silver, prepared by order of the Grand Lodge, was presented 
to Past Grand Master John Q. A. Fellows, as an “ acknowledgment of his eminent 
services, and of the pure motives which governed his actions during the six continu- 
ous years that he presided over the interests of the Grand Lodge.” The enconiums 
bestowed upon Bro. Fellows for his “ tact and judgment during the most trying 
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times which his Grand Lodge or his country ever experienced,” are not confined to 
his brethren of Louisiana. The memory of his good deeds is recorded in the hearts 
of many to whom he stretched forth the helping hand when relief seemed hopeless, 
and whose pulses quicken with pleasure at the sound of his name. Some of these 
we have met from whom we learned how good a man he is, how good a Mason. 

One hundred and twenty-three Lodges made returns, their membership being six 
thousand one hundred and twenty-eight. The Grand Lodge continued in session five 
days, and the Ms. Ws. Abel J. Norwood was elected Grand Master. Bro. Samuel 
M. Todd having declined a reelection as Grand Secretary, the R.\ Wr. James C. 
Batchelor was chosen to fill that office. 


MAINE. 

The Grand Lodge of Maine held its Annual Communication for the year 1866, in 
the City of Portland, commencing on the seventh day of May. One hundred and 
sixteen Lodges were represented, and the Ms. Ws. Timothy J. Murray, Grand 
Master, presided, the Rs. Ws. Ira Berry, being Grand Secretary. 

A very interesting Address was presented by the Grand Master, which contains a 
minute account of his official acts, and is replete with good and sensible suggestions* 
Five dispensations for the formation of new Lodges were issued, and in each case, 
before granting it, he conditioned, in addition to the requirements of the Grand 
Lodge, that the petitioners should provide themselves with a suitable place in which 
to hold their meetings, and with all the clothing and working apparatus, of good 
quality, necessary for the proper performance of their ceremonies. We give his 
reasons for these exactions, which commend themselves, and are glad to see that a 
resolution in consonance therewith was adopted. 

“ We have sufficiently often seen the sad results of organizing new Lodges with 
tin jewels and corresponding working apparatus, to know that all such Lodges bring 
no honor to the Fraternity, and are of but little benefit to those connected with them. 
If any members of our Order have no better appreciation of the value of Masonry 
than to engage in this important labor in such an imperfect and improper manner, 1 
sincerely hope, for the honor of our Institution, that this Grand Lodge will, in the 
most emphatic manner, mark its disapprobation of all such attempts, by a refusal to 
authorize the formation of another Lodge in our jurisdiction, unless all matters and 
things that pertain to it shall be in harmony with the dignity and importance of the 
work to be performed. To begin right is the surest means to end right, and if a 
Lodge is permitted to commeuce operations in a miserable hall, with inferior sur- 
roundings, I very much doubt, if left to itself, whether it would ever appreciate the 
importance of a better condition.” 

He had granted, in accordance with a provision of the Constitution, three dispen- 
sations for conferring the degrees in less than the usual time, but is opposed to the 
indiscriminate exercise of this prerogative, and recommends its curtailment by the 
Grand Lodge. He thus speaks of a class of men from whom, we are sorry to say, 
our own State is not entiiely exempt : 

“ I have also to notice the advent in our State of a class of men who flaunt their 
banners upon the outer wall— a class of men who make a large exhibition of Masonic 
jewelry, so called, ostentatiously displayed upon their persons or dress. In some 
cases, l have seen the Square and Compass of sufficiently large dimensions to serve 
as a part of the ‘furniture’ of a Lodge. These men are generally in search of cus- 
tom-some of them are engaged in an ‘unwholly traffic,’ and all of them are ready 
to trade with you ‘ upon the Square.’ It may appear to some that this is a matter of 
trifling importance, but I assure you it is one that is likely to be of sad consequence 
to the Institution, and has already become a burning shame and disgrace to the 
Order. It is the prostitution of all that is good and noble to vile and mercenary 
purposes, and will become a lasting stigma upon the Fraternity, unless rebuked and 
discountenanced. I do most earnestly, therefore, call your attention to this grave 
matter, and while the Grand Lodge will, I trust, effectually mark its disapprobation 
of this vile outrage upon the symbols of Masonry, I appeal to every brother now 
present to lend his cordial aid in an earnest effort to banish from our midst all such 
nefarious exhibitions and use of Masonic emblems. Turn the cold shoulder to all 
such mercenary invaders of our sacred portals, and teach them that Masonry cannot 
and shall not be prostituted to such vile uses.” 
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The views of the Grand Master were concurred in by the Grand Lodge, and a 
resolution disapproving the public use of Masonic emblems was adopted. 

Bro. Mubbay condemns the ease with which visitors gain admission to Lodges, 
and thinks that in addition to the due examination, it would not be unreasonable to 
demand that they produce the proper vouchers. He acknowledges in grateful words 
the kindly assistance rendered to the brethren of Portland in the hour of their dis- 
tress, particularly noticing the generous gift of one thousand dollars received from 
the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, and donations from the Grand Lodges of Ohio and 
Michigan, and from the Grand Commandery of New York. The whole Address 
proves that in Bro. Mubbay the Grand Lodge of Maine has a careful and conscientious 
Grand Master. 

The Report on Correspondence is again from the pen of Bro. Josiah H. Drum- 
mond, who has proved himself to be a worthy successor of the lamented Pearl. 
The transactions of thirty-eight Grand Lodges are reviewed, ten of them for two 
years or more. Of California, he says: “ The proceedings of this Grand Lodge, 
with their addresses, reports, oration, etc., fills us with despair at the very thought 
of attempting a review of them.” He commends the expulsion of John H. Burns 
by Process Lodge, and deems the case of so much importance that he gives its en- 
tire history. Induced by a decision of the Grand Master of Maine that “ there is no rea- 
son why a colored man, who has been made a Mason in a Lodge which we recognize 
as a regular and duly constituted Lodge, should not be admitted to the Lodges in this 
jurisdiction, after due examination Bro. Rhees last year propounded the follow- 
ing query: “We would like to ask the Committee on Correspondence, if they will 
tell us what Lodges in the United States, recognized as regular and duly constituted, 
admit negroes to membership, or make them Masons? ” To which Bro. Drummond 
replies :— 

“ We know of none which have done so. But Bro. Preble’s decision was not lim- 
ited to Lodges in the United States. Lodges in Europe, however, * recognized as reg- 
ular and duly constituted,’ do admit negroes. Now, having answered our brother’s 
question, we would ask him one. If a negro hailing from such a Lodge in Europe, 
should desire to visit a Lodge in California, and all the members of the Lodge should 
desire to have him do so, does Bro. Rhees know of any Masonic law to prevent its 
being done? If he says 4 no,” he repeats Bro. Preble’s decision. In fact, is there 
any Masonic law, either in California or Maine, which excludes any man of lawful 
age, free born, of good report, on account of his color ? Doos he not agree with the 
North Carolina Committee, who said, ‘ the committee does not, in the abstract, ques- 
tion the propriety of making Masons of negroes. Our ancient landmarks are, that 
he that be made a Mason must be able in all degrees ; that is, free born, worthy, and 
well qualified. It is not necessary that the candidate be a white man.” 

It is scarcely necessary for us to say that we agree with Bro. Drummond that there 
is no law to prevent the admission of a legal Mason into a Lodge, no matter what 
his color may be, except that one which permits a member to object to the admis- 
sion of any visitor, and in this jurisdiction the Master of the Lodge is made the judge 
of the validity of the objection. That the opinion of the North Carolina Committee 
is a correct one, does not admit of a question. 

Bro. Drummond does not approve the rule of his Grand Lodge which prescribes 
that a majority of the representatives shall cast the entire vote of their Lodge, as, 
in cases of an election, if there are three present, and each one desires to vote for a 
different candidate, unless a majority agree, the vote of the Lodge is lost. Neither 
do we. He believes that in cases of trial the privilege of appeal should be allowed 
to the accuser, as his Grand Lodge and ours have decided. In answer to the state- 
ment of Bro. French, of the District of Columbia. “ that no one can point out one 
single instance in which a Lodge in the District of Columbia has acted on the appli- 
cation of a non-resident, without first addressing a letter to the Lodge nearest his 
residence, and procuring its assent to act,” he says: “We feel sure that here in 
Maine, we could point you to a number of such instances. Your Lodges generally do 
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ask if the candidate is worthy, but rarely, if ever, ask our assent for them to act." 
He agrees with Grand Master Guilbekt that fees for affiliation should be abolished, 
saying “We hold affiliation to be a duty rather than a privilege. If a Mason changes 
his residence, should he be obliged to pay for an opportunity of doing his duty? If 
he will come into the Lodge and pay his dues, should he not be allowed to do so 
without purchasing the privilege?’’ We concur in this opinion, and think it would 
be well if Grand Lodges would favor it, and, by abolishing the dues now exacted on 
account of affiliated members, give a practical evidence of their belief in its wisdom. 
He believes in permitting persons who entertain conscientious scrnples against tak- 
ing an oath, to receive the degrees by solemn affirmation, republishing, in support of 
his belief, a report on that subject submitted to his Grand Lodge in the year 1823, by 
a committee to whom it was referred, which report was concurred in, and has since 
governed in all such cases. We should be glad to publish the report entire as well 
for its convincing reasoning, as for the evidence it gives of the earnest interest felt 
in those early days in Masonic subjects ; but the great length which we fear this re- 
port is attaining, admonishes us that we must not trespass too much upon the good 
nature of our readers. “Since the aloption of the report,” says Bro. Drummond, 
“ many Friends (or Quakers) have become members of our institution — and so far as 
we have observed, not an unworthy one among them all.” There are many other 
subjects treated in the report of Bro. Drummond which we would like to notice, but 
for the reasons given above we must refrain. We can not take leave of it. however, 
without commending the kind spirit which pervad 'ss it, the modest manner in which 
its opinions are expressed, and the Masonic knowledge and ability displayed iu the 
whole production. 

Sundry decisions of the Grand M 'ster, of which we give the most important, were 
approved by the Committee on Jurisprudence and concurred in by the Grand Lodge, 
viz. : — 

“ A brother who commits suicide can be buried with Masonic honors, if the deed 
was donp in a fit of insanity ; otherwise not.” — Our own ruling. 

“ A Senior Warden cannot dimit.” A difference of opinion existed among the 
committee on this decision ; a portion of them believing, as we do in California, that 
an election to office does not deprive the officer of any right to which he would be 
entitled had he not been chosen. 

“ Masonic Halls should not be used for any other purpose, especially if they have 
been dedicated.” This decision should be the law everywhere, except when its 
enforcement would seriously impair the usefulness of a Lodge. In many of the small 
towns in our own State, in which Lodges are located, the rental of a suitable and 
safe room, in which to hold their meetings, would more than absorb their entire 
receipts from membership, and thus, to lessen the burden and enable them to retain 
in their treasuries sufficient to perform those deeds of charity in which they delight, 
and which are neither few nor far between, other benevolent societies are permitted 
to meet in the same room. 

“ A person who has lost an arm or a leg, a hand or a foot, is not eligible for the 
degrees, and although either of the deficiences has been supplied by artificial means 
it does not remove the disability. A person who from palsy or other cause has lost 
the use of a leg, and from that or 'other defect can not walk without the use of canes 
or crutches, should not be made a Mason.” 

We concur in this opinion, and believe with Grand Master Murray, that in con- 
ferring any of the degrees, “it is importint to consider the propriety of binding a 
man to do that which in his case is physically impossible.” What say our brethren 
of Ohio ? 

In consonance with another suggestion of the Grand Master, it was adopted as a 
standing regulation that no petition from a rejected candidate for the degrees should 
be again received until six months after the rejection — the regulation not to affect the 
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By-Laws of any Lodge requiring a longer period. Resolutions expressing the regret 
of the Grand Lodge at the death of Bro. Anthony O'Sullivan, who was its repre- 
sentative at the Grand Lodge of Missouri, were adopted, and copies thereof were 
ordered to be transmitted to the Grand Lodge of which the deceased was for so long 
a period an honored officer. Immediately after the terrible conflagration which deso- 
lated Portland, the Grand Master, deeming prompt action necessary to relieve the 
deep distress and suffering caused thereby, directed the Grand Treasurer to pay to 
the Committee of Relief appointed by the citizens of the town, the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars, which action was approved by the Grand Lodge. Prom the report of 
the Grand Treasurer, we learn that the Grand Lodge is indebted to the strenuous 
exertions of the Grand Master, aided by one or two other brethren, for the preserva- 
tion of its records and documents, more especially those connected with the office of 
the Grand Secretary — (that officer being absent from the city at the time) — a fact 
which the modesty of Bro. Murray would have kept concealed. The Grand Lodge, in 
an appropriate manner, expressed its sense of the service rendered. 

The financial reports show the receipts during the year to have been $5,466 29, the 
disbursements $5,259 18, and that there was a balance in the treasury of $636 82. 
The Charity Fund of the Grand Lodge has reached the sum of $14,000, all safely 
invested. 

One hundred and thirty-seven Lodges are now borne upon the registry, their mem- 
bership being eleven thousand four hundred aud ninety-one. The business was all 
transacted in three days, and the Grand Officers were all reelected. 

MARYLAND. 

The volume of this Grand Lodge for the year 1866, transmitted to us, contains a 
record of the proceedings at sundry meetings of the Grand Stewards’ Lodge, which is 
convened at stated times for the purpose of considering amendments to the by-laws 
of subordinates, of determining upon appeals in cases of trial, and of auditing 
accounts against the Grand Lodge ; at a special meeting assembled on the seven- 
teenth day of September for the purpose of making the necessary preparations for 
laying the corner-stone of the new Masonic Temple ; and at the Annual Communica- 
.tion commenced on the nineteenth day of November, all held in the City of Baltimore. 
At the Special and Annual Communications the M.\ IT.-. John Coates, Grand Master, 
presided, the R.\ TP.-. Jacob H. Medairy being Grand Secretary. 

A very brief Address was presented by the Grand Master, in which he announced 
the issue since the Semi-Annual Communication in May, of three dispensations to 
form new Lodges, all which were prosperously at work. 

The Report on Correspondence was again presented by Bro. William J. Wroth* 
The proceedings of fourteen Grand Lodges are reviewed, and liberal quotations are 
made, but we find nothing that demands especial notice. 

The corner-stone of the new Masonic Temple was laid on the second day of the 
session, and the ceremonies attending it were conducted in a manner reflecting the 
greatest credit upon those to whose management they were entrusted. The Grand 
Lodges of Virginia, New Jersey, and the District of Columbia, participated, as did 
also the Grand Commanderies of Pennsylvania and New Jersey ; the President of 
the United States honored the occasion with his presence, and in the procession was 
escorted by the Governor of Maryland and his Staff ; and brethren were in attendance, 
not only from the surroundiug jurisdictions, but also from some remote — the whole 
line when formed and in motion numbering ten thousand Masons. The Gavel used by 
the Grand Master was the one used by Washington at the laying of the corner-stone 
of the National Capitol in 1793, and the Gold Trowel was that used by the M.\ W.‘. 
Levin Winder, Past Grand Master and Governor of Maryland at the laying of the 
corner-stone of the old Masonic Temple, more than fifty years before, and which was 
also used at the laying of the corner-stone of the Washington Monument. We would 
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fain give a circumstantial account of all the proceedings on this interesting occasion, 
embracing the truly eloquent oration of the Grand Orator, Bro. John H. B. Latrobe, 
but time will not permit. The festivities ended with two grand banquets given 
respectively at the Front Street Theatre and the Concordia Opera House, every thing 
passing off in the mo3t pleasant manner, and leaving remembrances never to be for- 
gotten. 

The financial reports show the receipts for the six months ending November, 1866, 
to have been $3,939 01, and that the resources of the Grand Lodge amounted to 
$33,789 70, of which $32,3 >0 were invested in Masonic Hall stock. The Grand Charity 
Fnnd contains $57,101 42, and of this amount there is also invested in Masonic Hall 
stock the sum of $53,090. Resolutions were adopted prohibiting Lodges in the City 
of Baltimore from acting upon petitions for the degrees until the entire fee for all 
was paid, and requiring a certificate that the brother recommended as Master of a 
Lodge under dispensation is fully qualified to confer the degrees in accordance with 
the requirements of the Grand Lodge. We see no good reason why the first resolu- 
tion should not be made to apply to all the Lodges in the State. 

Fifty -four chartered Lodges, all which were represented at the Annual Communi- 
cation, are now borne upon the roll, the membership being three thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-nine. Three days sufficed for the transaction of business, and the 
Grand Master and Grand Secretary were both reelected. 


Since writing the foreioing we have received the proceedings had at the Semi- 
Annual Communication held in the city of Baltimore, and commenced on the 
thirteenth day of May, 1867, at which the Ms. Ws. John Coates, Grand Master, pre- 
sided, and the R.\ Ws. James H. Medaiuy was Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master in liis Address congratulates his brethren upon the healthful 
and prosperous condition of the Fraternity within their own jurisdiction and through- 
out the Masonic world. He says : — 

“The benign influences of our institution are felt and acknowledged in all parts 
of the civilized world. Amid the wild upheavings of European policies and politics, 
Masonry maintains its conservative character— sublime in the contrast it presents 
with reiigious bigotry and political demagogism. In our own country, it has greened 
in the sun, and strengthened in the storm ; and at no former period of its history on 
the American continent has it occupied a prouder, nobler position of virtuous dignity 
and fraternal usefulness than at the present day. The reunion of fraternal relations 
and exchange of fraternal courtesies in November last, in this city, on the occasion 
of laying the corner-stone of our new Masonic Temple, has borne precious fruits in 
the full revival of oid associations, and in the demonstration to the world, that there 
is something more in Masonry tha i a mere name— that it is a living, holy principle, 
instinct with brotherly love, founded on truth and moral virtue, a social oasis amid 
the arid desert of the world’s selfishness, where life’s wearied pilgrim ever finds cool 
shades and sparkling fountains of living waters.” 

The Report on Correspondence was again presented by Bro. William J. Wroth. 
The transactions of twenty-two Grand Lodges are noticed, those of California for 
1866 being freely quoted from. 

The financial reports show the assets of the Grand Lodge to be $33,642 83, of 
which amount $33,609 is invested in Masonic Hall stock. The Grand Lodge Charity 
Fund amounts to $53,750 00 invested in Masonic Hall stock, and $31 42 in bank. The 
Temple is reported to be progressing rapidly towards completion, and additional 
subscriptions for stock are earnestly solicited. The Grand Master announced that at 
the meeting of the Legislature of the State, the entire stock and property of the 
Grand Lodge was, by an almost unanimous vote, (two only being in the negative,) 
exempted from taxation. But very little business was transacted, beyond the con- 
sideration of sundry proposed amendments to the Constitution and Standing Resolu* 
tions, the Grand Lodge being in session only two evenings. 
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MASSACHUSETTS. 

The proceedings for the year 1866 of this the oldest Grand Lodge on the Western 
Continent, gives an abstract of what was done at quarterly meetings held in the 
months of March, June, and September; at the Annual Communication (the one 
hundred and twenty-third) held on the thirteenth day of December ; and at the stated 
Communication held on the Anniversary of Saint John the Evangelist. On all these 
occasions the Grand Lodge met in the City of Boston, and wa9 presided over by the 
Jf.\ Wr. Charles C. Dame, Grand Master, the W.\ Charles W. Moore being 
Grand Secretary. 

A large portion of the business of the Grand Lodge was transacted at the quar- 
terly meetings. Amendments to the Constitution were proposed and adopted thereat, 
new Lodges were chartered, appropriations for charitable purposes were made, dif- 
ferences between subordinates on account of jurisdiction were adjusted, and resolu- 
tions were adopted congratulating the Grand Lodge of the Netherlands upon the 
remarkable epoch of its history — the fiftieth anniversary of the Grand Mastership 
of Prince Frederick— an event unparalleled in the whole history of the Order. 

At the Annual Communication, four new Lodges were chartered ; the proper 
place to be occupied by each Grand Officer was designated ; and it was ordered that 
on all public occasions the white leather apron should be worn, no substitute for it 
being allowed, and that such a one should be presented at the initiation of every 
candidate, to be kept by him for public use. 

The work was exemplified at the close of the Communication, and at the election 
of officers the Grand Master and Grand Secretary were both reelected. 

At the stated Communication the Grand Officers were installed, and the Grand 
Master delivered his Annual Address In this he demonstrates the antiquity of the 
practice of keeping the fea9t of either Saint John the Evangelist or the Baptist; 
expatiates on the universality of Masonry ; reports that the Order in Massachusetts 
never before occupied so high a ground, and was never in a more sound and healthy 
condition, there being one hundred and sixty Lodges under the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge, with an enrolled membership of more than sixteen thousand; 
announced the issue of eleven dispensations to form new Lodges, one of which is 
located at Arica, Peru; represents the condition of the new Masonic Temple as 
highly encouraging ; presents a communication received from the Count of Paratv, 
Grand Master of the Grand Orient of Lusitania, and his reply thereto ; states that he 
had refused to recognize the new Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia until its legality was 
first acknowledged by the Grand Lodge of Scotland ; and alludes to the large number 
of rejections in the Lodges, o.ie-third of the whole number of propositions meeting 
that fate, which result he believes arises from a too careless recommendation of can- 
didates, as well as from improper motives, several instances having, come to his 
knowledge where members of Lodges resorted to the black ball as a cowardly means 
of gratifying a personal or revengeful spirit. 

The Address was referred to committee to report at the quarterly meeting; the 
Grand Lodge was then closed, and the annual feast was celebrated in the usual man- 
ner. The business transacted at the several meetings, other than that noticed, was 
entirely local in its character ; no allusion whetever was made to other Grand Bodies ; 
and a perusal of the proceedings leaves the impression that our brethren of Massa- 
chusetts are indifferent as to what transpires in other jurisdictions, and care but little 
to have their own doings known. 

MINNESOTA. 

We have before us the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of thi9 State for the years 
1864, 1865, and 1866, those of the first two years not having been printed until quite 
recently. At the Annual Communication in 1864, which was held on the twenty-fifth 
and twenty-sixth days of October, the Azariah T. C. Pierson, Grand Mas- 

ter, presided, the B.\ W.\ George W. Prescott being Grand Secretary. 
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An interesting Address was presented by the Grand Master, in which he reports 
his official acts — among them the issue of five dispensations to form new Lodges ; 
disapproves of the establishment of Military Lodges ; expresses the opinion, on gen- 
eral principles, that an unbeliever in the Bible should not be made a Mason, though 
he knows no law requiring such belief ; and recommends that applicants for the de- 
grees be required to apply to the Lodges nearest their residence, as the want of suoh 
a law in that jurisdiction was the cause of much discontent ; which recommendation 
was concurred in by the Grand Lodge, and a regulation to that effect was enacted. 
He also expressed himself in favor of a convention of all the Grand Masters of all 
the States for the purpose of adopting a uniform system of work, and a resolution 
in consonance with that idea was also adopted, and — the matter has thus ended. Hav- 
ing served the Grand Lodge as Grand Master for ten years, he declined another 
election, and the Mr. Wr. Geo. W. Prescott was elected Grand Master, and the re- 
tiring Grand Master was elected Grand Secretary. 

The Annual Communication for the year 1865, was held on the twenty -fourth and 
twenty-fith days of October, the Grand Master and Grand Secretary being in their 
respective places. 

The Address of the Grand Master opens with a fervent and eloquent expression of 
thanks for the return of peace, and presents a summary of his doings during the 
year. Sundry decisions are submitted, all which were approved, and the Craft is rep- 
resented as being prosperous in the highest degree. Four dispensations for the 
formation of new Lodges were issued, and petitions for dispensations to confer the 
degrees within the time prescribed, which “ came showering down upon him like 
aspen leaves after a frost,” were in every instance refused. We commend the fol- 
lowing extract from the Address of Bro. Prescott to the serious consideration of 
our readers, as the dereliction which he condemns is a cause of much complaint in 
our own midst : — 

“ One other subject demands a notice before closing my address, namely, that 
inattention to Masonic funerals, of which entirely too many are guilty. The privil- 
ege of being buried by his brethren with a solemn observance of the customary 
Masonic services and houors, is one which belongs to every member of our Order 
who dies with that membership unimpaired. And this privilege which belonged to 
the departed is, when preferred by him before decease, or by his family after, a 
sacred obligation upon us who are living, and one, too, which the ordinary demands 
of business can not relieve us from fultiiling. Men can not choose their time to die. 

* Leaves have their time to fall, 

And flowers to wither at the north wind’s breath, 

And stars to set ; but all — 

Thou hast all seasons for thine own, 0 Death ! ’ 

“ The Mason, therefore, who makes prior pleasure engagements, or the pressure 
of secular pursuits, an excu e for not giving his personal presence to a Masonic 
funeral, should be ashamed to assert any affiliation with a society which teaches 
brotherly love, and should in some fitting way be made to see the measure of his 
heartlessness.” 

A resolution was adopted declaring that Lodges under dispensation had the same 
jurisdictional rights as chartered Lodges, and no other. We are at loss to conceive 
what other rights they could claim. The usual amount of local business was trans- 
acted, and the Grand Master was reelected, Bro. C. W. Carpenter being elected 
Grand Secretary. 

At the Annual Communication in 1866, which was held on the twenty-third and 
twenty-fourth days of October, at the City of Saint Paul, where the preceding meet- 
ings were also held, the Grand Master, the Mr. Wr. Geo. W. Prescott, presided, 
the Hr. Wr. C. W. Carpenter being Grand Secretary. 

A brief Address was presented by the Grand Master, in which he reports the issue 
of five dispensations to form new Lodges, and in a few touching remarks, declines, 
owing to the pressing requirements of secular business, further honors at the hands

of his brethren, a ‘declination which was received by the Grand Lodge with expres- 
sions of great regret. i 

Regulations prescribing the manner in which trials are to be conducted, were 
adopted, and the Grand Lodge, in resolutions complimentary to the retiring Grand 
Master, expressed its high appreciation of the able manner in which he had dis- 
charged his duties. 

No Report on Correspondence was presented during the three years just noticed, 
but a committee to prepare one for the next Communication was appointed, of which 
we are pleased to see Bro. Prescott named as Chairman. 

The financial reports show the assets of the Grand Lodge to be $4,196 67. Twenty- 
five Lodges are now borne upon the roll, but the membership is not any where given. 
The M.\ W.\ C. W. Nash was elected Grand Master, and the R.\ W.\ William S. 
Combs was elected Grand Secretary. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The Grand Lodge of Mississippi held its forty-eighth Annual Communication in the 
city of Jackson, commencing on the fifteenth day of January, 1866— the M.\ W.\ 
Williams. Patton, Grand Master, presiding, the I?.\ W.\ D. P. Porter being Grand 
Secretary. 

The following quotation from the Address of the Grand Master will give an idea of 
the condition of the Craft under his care 

“ How different the scene now before us, compared to that witnessed by ns on 
such occasions during the past four years. Then but few Lodges could be represent- 
ed; now, from all sections of the State — from every city, hamlet and town — are 
brethren present to aid and counsel in the good work. The Angel of Peace has at 
last unfolded her spotless wings, and once more returned to our land. Peace, har- 
mony and prosperity prevail ; and nothing has transpired to mar the happiness of 
the Fraternity of this jurisdiction during the past Masonic year, or to impede our 
onward progress in the great and glorious cause which we have espoused. * * * 
Masonry to-day, within this jurisdiction holds as high a position as ever before. * * * 
We enter upon a new Masonic year under the most favorable auspices of prosperity 
for the future.” 

Seven dispensations for the formation of new Lodges were isssued ; one charter 
was surrendered, and one Lodge had suspended labor and forfeited its charter. A 
number of Army Lodges were organized under dispensation during the war, some 
of which were afterwards chartered. With the close of the conflict their powers as 
Lodges ceased. Many of them lost all their records and other papers, and the sur- 
viving members dispersed to different sections of the State, without having or being 
able to procure any written statement showing that they were members of such 
Lodges. In view of this condition of affairs, and in answer to the repeatedly asked 
question — What is the proper course to pursue in such cases ? the Grand Master is- 
sued an edict authorizing the subordinates to receive the petitions of those who had 
belonged to these Array Lodges, and to confer upon them the remaining degree or 
degrees, or allow them to affiliate, with the proviso that if any member of a Lodge 
to which such application was presented was not fully satisfied as to the good stand- 
ing of the applicant, all the regular tests should be administered. 

Two of the District Deputy Grand Masters— those of the first and third districts — 
presented reports, one of which we copy entire, as follows : — 

“ To the M.\ W.\ Grand Master' of the Grand Lodge of the State of Mississippi : — 

“ I, D. B. Low, District Deputy Grand Mnster of the First District, would report 
that I have visited several of the Lodges in my district, and find them in as good con- 
dition as could be expected. After the surrender, there were some brethren who 
had been lying in the woods to keep out of the army— or, speaking in plain terms, 
deserters— the brethren who had bared their breasts to the storm of battle, felt it 
rather degrading to take them by the hand as brothers ; consequently, it created 
gome confusion in most of the Lodges for some time, but I think that most of the 
Lodges have become reconciled, and are, at this time, in a most prosperous condi- 
tion. 

“ Respectfully, your obedient servant, 

“ D. B. Low, D. D. G. M.” 
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A Report on Correspondence was presented by Bro. Richard Cooper, which ac- 
knowledges the receipt of the proceedings of five Grand Lodges only. The report 
is necessarily brief, being composed almost entirely of extracts from the proceedings 
received. 

A committee was appointed, in consonance with a recommendation of the Grand 
Master, to devise means by which the orphans of those Masons who had lost their 
lives in the war might receive a suitable education; and the subordinate Lodges 
were required to prepare lists of all such in their respective jurisdictions, and for- 
ward the same to the committee. 

It was ordered that to manifest the regard and esteem felt for those who had lost 
their lives in the recent struggle, many of whom were buried on the fields where 
they fell, and did not therefore receive those rites usually paid to the dead, that a 
Lodge of Sorrow should be held in each county in the State on the second Saturday 
of April, 1866, under the direction of the oldest Lodge in the county ; that a public 
address should be delivered on the occasion, a copy of which, with the names, ages, 
residences and time and place of the deaths of those who had fallen, Bhould be trans- 
mitted to the Grand Secretary, to be preserved among the archives of the Grand 
Lodge. 

The Committee on Complaints and Appeals expressed the opinion that a Lodge 
which had expelled an Entered Apprentice for desertion to the United States forces 
during the late war, had acted improperly, and this opinion was concurred in by the 
Grand Lodge. 

The financial reports show that there was a balance in the treasury, April 5th, 
1865, in Confederate money, of $10,994 83, which balance was ordered to be placed 
in the archives of the Grand Lodge. The total receipts for the current year are not 
given. One hundred and ninety-three Lodges made returns, their membership being 
nine thousand one hundred and sixty-six. The Grand Lodge remained in session 
four days, and the M.\ W.\ Gsoros W. Perkins was elected Grand Master, the jR.\ 
W.\ D. P. Porter being reflected Grand Secretary. 

NEBRASKA. 

The ninth Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of this State was held in 
Nebraska City, commencing on the twenty-first day of June, 1866. Seven Lodges 
were represented, and the M.\ W.'. R. W. Furnas, Grand Master, presided, the 
R.-. W.’. J. N. Wiss being Grand Secretary. 

A short Address was delivered by the Grand Master, in which he congratulates 
the Grand Lodge upon the progress made during the past year ; reports the issue of 
three dispensations to form new Lodges ; and submits two decisions— that it is not 
lawful for Lodges to meet for work on the Sabbath day, and that the degrees should 
not be conferred upon one who could neither read nor write— both which were con- 
firmed by the Grand Lodge. 

The Report on Correspondence was prepared after the close of the Communica- 
tion, and appears in an appendix to the proceedings. The transactions of twenty-six 
Grand Lodges are reviewed, strong grounds being taken against non-afflliation, and 
against the introduction of political topics in Masonic papers. 

The financial reports show the receipts for the year to have been $840 ; the dis- 
bursements, $476 93 ; and that the assets of the Grand Lodge amounted to $1291 82. 
A committee of one from each subordinate Lodge was appointed to take measures 
to found an institute for the education of orphans of deceased Masons. Of the many 
educational enterprises inaugurated by Grand Lodges, we have yet to learn of one 
that has been in the least degree successful. Our brethren of Missouri, after years 
of trial and a large outlay of money, were glad to donate their institution to the 
State ; and the colleges of North Carolina and Arkansas are a constant source of 
trouble to their projectors. It seems to us that the Grand Lodge of our sister State, 
Oregon, has adopted the most judicious plan. It has created an “Educational 
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Fund,” with the interest accruing from the principal of which it provides for the 
maintenance and education of its proteges in institutes of established reputation ; 
and thus in a quiet, practical manner, accomplishes all the good that could under 
any circumstances be effected. 

A Committee on Uniformity of Work was appointed, to report at the next An- 
nual Communication, and a Committee to collate and revise the Laws and Regula- 
tions of the Grand Lodge was also appointed, with instructions to report at the same 
time. At the installation of officers, an oration was delivered by the R.\ TV.*. 0. H. 
Irish, Grand Orator, and a sermon was preached by the Grand Chaplain on the Sab- 
bath succeeding the close of the Communication. Both are published with the pro- 
ceedings. Twelve Lodges are now borne upon the roll, the membership being four 
hundred and ninety-one. Three days were employed in the transaction of the bus- 
iness, and the Grand Master and Grand Secretary were both reelected. 

NEVADA. 

The second Annual Communication of our daughter of Nevada, was held in the 
city of Virginia, commencing the eighteenth day of September, 1866 — the M.\ TV.*. 
Joseph DeBell, Grand Master, presiding, and the R.\ TV.*. George W. Hopkins 
acting as Grand Secretary. 

The first duty performed after the Grand Lodge was opened was that of following 
to the grave the remains of our lamented brother, William H. Howard, Past Grand 
Master of California. At the conclusion of the ceremonies attending this sad duty, 
the Grand Lodge returned to its hall, and the Grand Master delivered his Annual 
Address. He congratulates his brethren that peace and harmony exist throughout 
the jurisdiction, and reminds them of the acknowledgements due the Supreme Grand 
Master for the mercies shown to them. He states that though, in consequence of the 
general depression of business, and the pecuniary embarrassments resulting there- 
from, the growth of membership during the year was necessarily slow, it yet affords 
him pleasure to report that the Lodges are in as flourishing a condition as could be 
expected. One dispensation to establish a new Lodge, at Great Salt Lake City, Utah 
Territory, had been issued by him. Before granting it, he exacted “ from the peti- 
tioners a pledge that they would carefully exclude all who were of the Mormon faith, 
knowing full well, that should a person, bearing the character that is universally 
given to that sect gain admission within a Lodge, its peace and harmony, and conse- 
quently its usefulness, would be forever gone.” In answer to the following question, 
propounded after the Lodge was organized, “How are Mormons to be treated who, 
claiming to be Masons, present themselves for examination, and ask the privilege of 
visiting,” he says : — 

“Keeping in mind my instructions when the dispensation was issued, and having 
made diligent inquiry and sought earnestly to inform myself upon all points, I could 
not conscientiously change my opinion, and therefore gave the following rule : — 

“ The right to visit is not an inalienable right, but it may be temporarily lost or 
impaired. For instance, a suspended or expelled Mason loses that right until he is 
restored. Again, one thaihas been convicted of crime, although no charges may 
be preferred against him, should not be permitted to sit with the just and true, and 
why? simply because the peace and harmony of the Lodge would be disturbed. So, 
one known to be living in the daily violation of what is known as the proprieties and 
decencies of life, setting at nought the moral law, as laid down in that Great Light 
that is ever open upon our altars, should, by the same rule, be excluded from our 
assemblies. Therefore you will take notice, that Mormons, claiming to be Masons, 
be excluded from the right of visiting ; and also, that petitions for the degrees of 
Masonry shall not be received from any person who is known to be a Mormon.” 

He gives as reasons for thus deciding, that the Mormons, as a people, are polyga- 
mists ; that they live in direct violation of the laws of God and the laws of the land, 
and consequently can not be good Masons. From what knowledge we have of that 
people, we think that Bro. DeBell acted very judiciously, and we are glad to see 
that such was the opinion of his Grand Lodge. The Grand Master alludes to the 
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prompt manner in which the case of John H. Borns, a full report of which appears 
in our proceedings of last year, was dealt with by Grand Master Claiborne and 
Progress Lodge, and closes his Address with an affectionate farewell to the brethren, 
as his intended removal from the State would in all probability prevent his again 
meeting with them. 

The Report on Correspondence was prepared by Bro. Wm. A. M. Van Bokkelen, 
the Grand Secretary. The transactions of nineteen Grand Lodges, ours included, 
are reviewed, and the report exhibits great care in its preparation. 

The Grand Lodge decided that a notice sent by mail to a brother residing outside 
of the jurisdiction was sufficient ; that a brother suspended for non-payment of dues 
was liable for dues while suspended ; and that tape line should govern the jurisdic- 
tion Of Lodges. 

An invitation to lay the corner-stone of the Branch Mint of the United States 
at Carson City, was accepted by the Grand Lodge, and that ceremony was performed 
at a special Communication held in that city on the twenty-fourth day of September. 

The financial reports show the revenue for the current year to have been $2,720 70, 
and the disbursements $2,426 69, leaving a balance in the treasury of $294 01. 

A brief but very eloquent and interesting address was delivered by the Grand 
Orator, the R.\ W,\ Robert H. Taylor, who also delivered the oration at the laying 
of the corner-stone of the Branch Mint. Resolutions complimentary to the retiring 
Grand Master were adopted, and a committee was appointed to procure for present- 
ation to him a suitable testimonial of the high appreciation and regard entertained 
for him by the Grand Lodge. 

Ten chartered Lodges and one under dispensation are now borne upon the roll, 
their membership being six hundred and ten. The Annual Communication continued 
three days, during which the M.\ W.\ John C. Currie was elected Grand Master, 
and the R. m . W.\ Robert H. Taylor was elected Grand Secretary. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

The journal of proceedings received from this Grand Lodge contains the record 
of its transactions at a Semi-Annual Communication held on the anniversary of Saint 
John the Evangelist, 1865, and at the Annual Communication held on the thirteenth 
day of June, 1866. On both occasions the Grand Lodge assembled in the city of 
Concord, and its deliberations were presided over by the Mr. W.\ Jonathan E. 
Sargent, Grand Master, the Rr.Wr. Horace Chase being Grand Secretary. 

No Address was delivered by the Grand Master at the*Semi-Annual Coromunica- 
cation, and the session was occupied principally in considering a complaint made by 
one of the subordinates against a Vermont Lodge, which Lodge it was alleged failed 
to punish certain members who had been guilty of unmasonic conduct ; and of a 
complaint made by the Grand Master of Vermont against one of the New Hampshire 
Lodges for violation of jurisdiction. Both cases were left in the condition in which 
they were presented. 

The Address of the Grand Master, delivered at the Annual Communication, sets 
forth that the growth of the Order in New Hampshire is rapid and extensive, and 
that the broad field of Masonic charity and brotherly love is thereby being expanded, 
enriched, and beautified. He urges upon the Lodges the necessity of requiring can- 
didates to be thoroughly proficient in the degrees they have taken before being 
advanced, and expresses himself strongly against all attempts to correct the phrase- 
ology or grammar of the Lectures, he preferring old-fashioned Masonry. Six dis- 
pensations for the formation of new Lodges were issued by him during the year. 

Each of the ten District Deputy Grand Masters presented reports, all which 
represent the Lodges under their respective charges as being prosperous in the 
highest degree. 

The Report on Correspondence was prepared by Bro. Horace Chase, the Grand 
Secretary, who has heretofore so acceptably performed that duty. The proceedings 
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of thirty-one Grand Lodges are briefly reviewed. Those of California are among 
the number, and Bro. Chass indorses the views of Grand Master Belcher relative to 
processions, and the requiring that applicants for the degrees must be able to read 
and write. 

The financial reports exhibit a balance in the treasury after pa} T ment of all the 
current expenses of the incoming year of $3,313 01, of which amount there is in- 
vested in United States Bonds the sum of $2,500. 

Thirty-two chartered Lodges are now borne upon the roll, with a membership of 
four thousand seven hundred and twelve. One day sufficed for the transaction of 
business, and the Ms. W.\ John H. Rowell was elected Grand Master, and the 
Rs.Ws. Horace Chase was reelected Grand Secretary. 

NEW JERSEY. 

The eighteenth Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey was 
held in the city of Trenton on the sixteenth and seventeenth days of January, 1866 — 
the Ms. W.\ William Silas Whitehead, Grand Master, presiding, and the R.\ W.\ 
Joseph H. Hough being Grand Secretary. 

The Address of the Grand Master is a well written and interesting paper. He 
expresses his gratitude that the brethren are enabled to exchange congratulations 
upon the marvelous harmony and prosperity of the Masonic institution within their 
borders ; reports that rapid progress is being made in the acquirement by the subor- 
dinates of that great desideratum — uniformity of work ; recommends the appoint- 
ment of a brother, to whom, under the immediate direction of the Grand Master and 
Grand Lecturer, shall be assigned the supervision of the Lodges working in the Ger- 
man language ; suggests to the Grand Lodge the propriety of its prescribing some 
uniformity in Masonic clothing ; strongly condemns the incorporation of Lodges, as 
they by such act subject themselves to civil authority ; and announces such decisions 
rendered by him during the year as he deemed of importance ; all which, with one 
exception, are in consonance with the Masonic law of this jurisdiction. 

Reports were also presented by the Deputy Grand Master, and the Senior and 
Junior Grand Wardens, to each of whom is assigned the duty of visiting during the 
year a certain number of Lodges, which confirm the prosperity, harmony, and 
progress made in the acquisition of the work, represented by the Grand Master. 

The Report on Correspondence is from the pen of the Rs. W. m . Joseph H. Hough, 
Grand Secretary, and reviews the proceedings of twenty-eight Grand Lodges, Cali- 
fornia being briefly mentioned. Bro. Hough gives the statement of grievances sub- 
mitted by the Lodges in Nova Scotia as reasons for the formation of a Grand Lodge, 
and welcomes the new body among the great family of Grand Lodges on this conti- 
nent. No comments of any kind are made, the report being a brief synopsis of a por- 
tion of the doings of the Grand Bodies noticed. 

Quite an interesting report was presented by the Committee on Masonic History, 
who, in the discharge of their duties, had succeeded in obtaining the portraits of 
nineteen Post Grand Masters. They state that from reports from Lodges — all but 
six having been heard from— from documentary evidence collected from various 
sources, — consisting principally of minutes and proceedings of ancient Lodges, and 
historical and biographical sketches,— they have the material from which, if not a 
perfect, at least a comprehensive history of Masonry in that jurisdiction can be read- 
ily compiled. They impress the necessity of all brethren taking a deep interest in the 
work, and sensibly suggest that, when they have collected all the materials attainable, 
they be empowered to procure a person fully qualified to properly arrange them, and 
clothe them in appropriate language— a labor requiring much patience and undivided 
attention— which suggestion met the approval of the Grand Lodge, and a sum not to 
exceed five hundred dollars was appropriated to defray the necessary expenses. 

New regulations for trials were adopted, sundry amendments to the Constitution 
and By-Laws were acted upon, and proposed, and a new office was created, that of 
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Poet Laureate, the brother selected to fill it being requested to prepare a hymn to 
be used at the opening of the Grand Lodge at the next Communication. A very 
appropriate one composed by the brother, was sung at the opening of the present one. 

The receipts for the year were $4,604 ; the disbursements, $3,139 22, and the 
assets of the Grand Lodge $7,813 78, of which sum $3,000 was invested in United States 
Bonds. No dispensations for the formation of new Lodges were issued by the Grand 
Master, but four new ones were chartered by the Grand Lodge, which makes a total 
of seventy-eight subordinates now borne upon the roll, their membership being five 
thousand nine hundred and eighty-six. The Grand Master and Grand Secretary 
were both reelected. 

NEW YORK, 

The Grand Lodge of the Empire State held its Annual Communication for the 
year 1S66 in the city of New York, as usual, commencing on the fifth day of June. 
Pour hundred and ten Lodges were represented, and the deliberations were presided 
over by the M.\ W.\ Robert D. Holmes, Grand Master, the R.\ W.\ James M. 
Austin being Grand Secretary. 

The Address of Bro. Holmes is one of those papers which, for many years past, 
have evidenced the wisdom exercised by the brethren of New York in their choice 
of Grand Masters. It lays before the Grand Lodge, ia a terse and business-like man- 
ner, every official act performed during the year, and presents for consideration many 
useful and valuable suggestions. From it we learn that Masonry in that jurisdiction 
was never in a more prosperous and peaceful condition ; and the gratifying intelli- 
gence is conveyed that the Grand Lodges of Virginia and New York are once more 
in perfect accord, the differences heretofore existing between them having been sat- 
isfactorily adjusted. Bro. Holmes recommends that, in cases where it is clearly ap- 
parent that a brother charged with a Masonic offense can not have a fair trial before 
a commission of his own Lodge, he be permitted to ask that the commissioners be 
appointed by the Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master, or the District Deputy 
Grand Master of the district in which the Lodge is located. A recommendation 
which we heartily approve, and which we would like to see adopted in this jurisdic- 
tion, with the addition, that the accuser should also be entitled to the same privilege, 
if it was palpable that either the sympathies or prejudices of the Lodge in favor of 
the accused would prevent the selection of an impartial tribunal. He also recom- 
mends an increase in the fee for dispensations to form new Lodges, as such increase 
would benefit the treasury and tend to check applications therefor ; and an amend- 
ment to the Constitution embodying the recommendation by increasing the fee to 
eighty dollars was proposed. He announces the passage of a law by the Legislature 
of the State, enabling the subordinate Lodges to hold real estate through Trustees, 
without requiring them to be incorporated, and recommends, for the following reasons, 
that those Lodges already incorporated take advantage of the law : — 

“All Lodges in any given jurisdiction should stand on the perfect level of equality, 
and no Lodge should have any existence save that which is derived from its warrant. 
If an incorporated Lodge should offend against the laws of the Fraternity, the Grand 
Lodge might reclaim its warrant and such a Lodge still exist as a Lodge under its act 
of incorporation, and the general laws of the State would sustain it, no matter how 
indefensible its action towards the Grand Lodge, so long as it would refrain from any 
act violative of its corporate existence.” 

This recommendation was also approved by the Grand Lodge, and the act of the 
Legislature, with directions for the manner of procedure to enable Lodges to avail 
themselves of its privileges, is appended to the proceedings. 

Bro. Holmes thus quietly disposes of the matter of establishing negro Lodges in 
North Carolina, which so raised the ire of our brethren in that State, as set forth by 
Bro. Rhees in his report last year. The italics are our own : — 

“ We learn with pain, th*t a man of color, who claims to hail from this jurisdic- 
tion, has been permitted to establish negro Lodges in North Carolina. If this thing 
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should continue, it will surely lead to a declaration of non-intercourse with that 
State. We can not in any way recognize clandestine Masons, no matter on what soil, 
or under what pretences they may be made.” 

There are many other things contained in the Address of Grand Master Holmes 
to which we Tjrouhl refer did time permit, but the late hour at which the preparation 
of this report was commenced, and the numerous other duties devolving upon the 
writer, compels him reluctantly to forego the pleasure. We will therefore close our 
notice of it with the following extract, which can not fail to interest our readers : — 

“ Some months ago, I received a letter from a friend, in which it was stated that 
an original Masonic letter, written in 1782, by our illustrious Bro. George Washing- 
ton, and a lock of his hair, were in the possession of a lady who resided in this 
State. I subsequently went to the residence of Gen. Ward, at Sing Sing, where I 
saw these very interesting relics. Two brethren from the Grand East of Nantes had 
written a very flattering letter to Washington, and presented to him a highly orna- 
mented sash and Masonic apron. Washington replied from his headquarters at New- 
burg, as follows: — 

“ State of New York, August 10, 1782. 

“Gentlemen: — The Masonic ornaments which accompanied your brotherly address of 
the twenty-third of January last, though elegant in themselves, were rendered more valua- 
ble by the flattering sentiments and affectionate manner in which they were presented. If 
my endeavors to avert the evil with which the country was threatened by a deliberate plan of 
tyranny, should be crowned with the success that is wished, the praise is due to the Grand 
Architect of the Universe, who did not see fit to suffer His superstructure of justice to be 
subjected to the ambition of the princes of this world, or to the rod of oppression of any 
power upon earth. For your affectionate vows permit me to be grateful, and offer mine for 
true brothers in all parts of the world, and to assure you of the sincerity with which I am 
“ Yours, Geo. Washington. 

“Messrs. Watson and Cassoul, East of Nantes.” 

From the report of the Grand Secretary, we learn that thirty-six dispensations for 
the formation of new Lodges were granted during the year, being a larger number 
than was ever issued before during the same period, and that the total number of 
chartered Lodges on the first day of June, 1865, was five hundred and twenty-three, 
with a membership of fifty thousand two hundred. The returns from all the Lodges 
except those in districts Nos. four and eight, show an increase of membership to the 
first day of June, 1866, of seven thousand three hundred and eighty-nine, and the 
number of chartered Lodges now borne upon the roll is five hundred and fifty-nine. 
At the date last named, the Lodges making reports had in their respective treasuries 
a total of $226,537 75. 

Bro. Austin reports that he is able to furnish the transactions of the Grand Lodge 
to those who desire them, from 1853, when he assumed the duties of the Grand Sec- 
retaryship, to date ; and that, if sufficient encouragement were given, and the con- 
sent of the Grand Lodge was obtained, the whole transactions, as far back as the 
formation of the Provincial Grand Lodge in 1782 might be published and sold at such 
reasonable price that all who desired might obtain a full set of the proceedings from 
the formation of the Grand Lodge to the present time. The subject was referred to 
a committee of which Bro. Austin is a member, and we doubt not that his suggestion 
will be carried into effect, and that another and valuable work will be added to our 
archives. 

The Report on Correspondence was presented by the M.\ W.\ John L. Lewis, 
Past Grand Master. The fact that Masonry retains, year after year, the services of 
such men as Bro. Lewis, men distinguished for their learning and for the possession 
of those qualities which adorn human nature and command the respect and love of 
the gool and true, is the best evidence of its worth, and that it deserves the preemi- 
inence accorded to it among societies of human origin. To praise the report now 
before us would be a work of supererogation, and could add nothing to the well es- 
tablished reputation of its author. We can only say that it is equal to those papers 
which hitherto have graced the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of New York, and 
express regret that the preparation of our own report was not confided to like capa- 
ble hands. 
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Bro. Lewis reviews the proceedings of thirty-four North American, and seventeen 
European Grand Lodges. Of the report presented by Bro. Rhees, in 1865, he 
says: — “It is quite up to the mark of those previous reports, which have done so 
much toward placing California in the front rank for literary and Masonic ability,” 
and he commends the oration of Bro. Niles as “ A chaste and polished address, 
which we would gladly copy entire, so touchingly true are its words, so harmoni- 
ously cadenced its periods.” He approves of the conclusions arrived at by our 
Committee on Jurisprudence, relative to the time in which applicants elected to 
receive degrees, and to whom objections are afterwards made, can again apply; and 
to the effect of a reversal by the Grand Lodge of the judgment of a subordinate. He 
condemns non-affiliation in strong terms, and thus expresses his opinion of our law 
upon the subject: — 

“ The California rule seems to be the true remedy for non-affiliation, and that is, to 
refuse meat to those who will not work, or to forbid the exercise of Masonic priv- 
ileges to those who will not take upon themselves corresponding duties by keeping 
up their affiliation. We all know that it is the duty ot every Mason to belong to 
some Lodge and contribute to its funds; and we all know, too, that great numbers 
refuse to discharge this plain duty, and it logically follows that what one may do 
with impunity, others may imitate with like freedom, and thns the Fraternity might 
be extinguished by the remissness of its own members. This knowledge has led to 
a great deal of brain-badgering during the past ten years, and has given birth to 
many plans intended to provide against the dreaded effects of the evil. Of them 
all, it appears to us that California, in the language of the Western rifleman, has 
struck the target * plumb centre,’ by enacting that those who would not work should 
not eat; or. in other words, that unaffiliated Masons should be rigidly debarred from 
all the priviliges of the Craft.” 

Bro. Lewis takes it for granted that the now celebrated Address of Grand Master 
Guilbert, of Iowa, is all right, because it is full of poetry, which he could never 
understand. He is opposed to the granting of dispensations to confer degrees, which 
he calls the “ besetting sin of our day,” in any case or under any circumstances; does 
not seem to be favorably impressed with the system of life membership in Lodges; 
and in regard to the hasty action had by the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, relative 
to the formation of negro Lodges in that State, says: — 

“ We submit that, before adopting the report of its committee, the Grand Lodge 
owed it to the dignity of the Craft and the rights of a peer to have at least inquired 
of us whether the alleged facts were facts or fancy; and will only further add, that 
when we are about to commence invading the jurisdictions of our neighbors we will 
send a pursuivant in advance to announce our purpose.” 

Regulations were adopted prohibiting Lodges from striking officers from the roll 
for non-payment of dues; directing that no member of a Lodge should be installed 
as an officer, if at the time in arrears; and forbidding the use by Masons of any of 
the emblems of Masonry in connection with business advertisements, unless such 
business was of a strictly Masonic character. 

The Grand Lodge concurred in the opinion of the Committee on Jurisprudence, 
that a non-resident, made a Mason in a legally constituted Lodge, if his conduct is 
blameless, must be recognized as regular throughout the world; but that the Lodge 
conferring the degrees should be disciplined by the proper Grand Lodge; which 
opinion is undoubtedly correct. 

A committee was appointed to inquire “as to the propriety of making such 
modifications in the laws as would relieve the Grand Lodge, with its overgrown and 
increasing representation, from the burdens of local legislation, and executive and 
judicial action, by distributing those powers among local bodies, without detracting 
from the authority or powers of the Grand Master, or lessening the dignity or im- 
pairing the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, as now constituted.” 

The financial reports show the receipts, for the year ending thirty-first of May, 
1866, to have been $36,584 29; the expenditures, $37,326 98; of which sum, $5,000 
was placed in the Permanent Fund; and that there was a balance in the treasury of 
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$3,073 46. The Trustees of the Hall and Orphan Asylum Fund report their net re- 
ceipts at $116,735 90; of which amount tiere was expended for a lot, $100,000; in- 
vested in United States bonds, $13,600; and the remainder deposited in bank. The 
salary of the Grand Secretary was fixed at $5,000; the sum of $5,000 was voted to 
the several Boards of Relief in the cities of New York, Brooklyn, and elsewhere; 
$1,600 was placed subject to the order of the Grand Master for charitable purposes; 
and $655 was appropriated for the relief of sundry Masons and Masons’ wives or 
widows, making a total of $7,255— twenty per cent, of the entire revenue, for char- 
ities — a showing of which our New York brethren may well be proud. 

The Grand Lodge remained in session four days, and the Grand Master and Grand 
Secretary were both reelected. 

NORTH CAROLINA. 

The Grand Lodge of North Carolina held its Annual Communication for the year 
1866, in the city of Raleigh, commencing on the third day of December. The M:. W.\ 
Edwin G. Reade, Grand Master, presided, and the R.\ Wr. William T. Bain was 
Grand Secretary. 

The Address of the Grand Master represents the progress made during the year 
as very gratifying, but he jumps at conclusi ms in stating the number of Lodges on 
the roll and their membership. No apology is offered to the Grand Lodge of New 
York for the hasty action had the year preceding in regard to the alleged establish- 
ment of negro Lodges; on the contrary, Bro. Reade still thinks his Grand Lodge has 
been treated badly. He says: “It seems there is a Negro Grand Lodge in the State 
of New York, and that it was the negro Grand Lodge which had sent out the emissa- 
ry. The only ground of complaint which we can have against the Grand Lodge of 
New York is, that she did not warn us of the existence in her midst of a negro Grand 
Lodge.” Except in the Address of Bro. Reade, no reference whatever is made to 
the subject in the proceedings. 

The Report on Correspondence, a review of the proceedings of fourteen Grand 
Lodges only, was prepared by Bro. William B. Smith. The transactions re- 
viewed were not the latest which had come to hand, as will be seen from a state- 
ment made by the committe : — 

“ The proceedings received from other jurisdictions during the current year, re- 
main in charge of our Grand Secretary until the expiration of our Masonic year, 
when, some of them being already old, they are transferred to the Commit f ee on 
Correspondence. Your committee have had no official access to, and, according to 
the existing system, can have nothing to do with the proceedings which reach the 
Grand Secretary inside of the year in which they are received. In this matter we 
are greatly behind all our brethren at a distance. In short, your Committee on Cor- 
respondence and their reports are now, and must continue to be exactly one year 
behind time, unless the present system of withholding the current year’s proceedings 
from them be changed. We would, therefore, respectfully suggest that some reso- 
lution be adopted at this Communication, which will place all proceedings of Grand 
Lodges in immediate possession of the Committee on Correspondence, as promptly 
as they are received.” 

A resolution in consonance with the suggestion was adopted, and hereafter our 
brethren of North Carolina will be enabled to keep up with the times. 

We are at a loss to conceive the use of referring the records of Lodges under 
dispensation to committees for examination, when such committees recommend the 
granting of charters in cases like the following : — 

‘•The proceedings of Roundtree Lodge, we are sorry to say, are kept in a very 
discreditable manner. We find no record of their minutes, or any one of them, being 
ever approved, and we think this an error too great to be passed over by your Grand 
Body in silence. The minutes are but a scanty synopsis of their proceedings, and 
we find the Master’s name in every instance absent from them. We must protest 
against the orthography of the transcriber of the by-laws, and hope they will not be 
printed as written. We recommend a charter be granted them, and hope that they 
will in the future correct their errors.” 
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In another case, after stating that the minutes were inaccurate, and contained 
some ungrammatical expressions, they say : u But owing to the fact that it appears 
they use the black ball very freely, and seem to be thoroughly imbued with the spirit 
of Masonry, we recommend a charter.” 

The glossing over of the want of knowledge of the proper manner in which the 
business of a Lodge should be conducted, and of the ignorance of those require- 
ments of the Grand Lodge which should be familiar to every Mason — particularly to 
those who have been entrusted with the conduct of a Lodge— so often to be. found in 
the records of Lodges under dispensation, has been, and so long as it is continued, 
will be, productive of much evil. If committees would resolutely refuse to recom- 
mend the granting of charters, except to such Lodges as in every respect complied 
with the established regulations, fewer dispensations would be applied for, and those 
applications would be more likely to be made by brethren who had endeavored prop- 
erly to qualify themselves for the duties they were about to assume. As it is, the 
fact that their irregularities are dealt gently with, produces a carelessness, which we 
doubt not an examination of the records of the Lodge, after receiving its charter, 
would show was continued. If the necessity for doing well before a Lodge is char- 
tered is not made obligatory, we have little faith that the hope, &c., usually expressed, 
as in the case of Roundtree Lodge, will afterwards have any effect. 

The committee appointed at the preceding meeting to dispose of Saint John’s 
College, had not made much progress, and it was continued, with instruction to sell 
or rent it, on such t3rms as might be most advantageous to the Grand Lodge. The 
Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer were appointed a committee to procure the 
portraits of the present Grand Master and all the living Past Grand Masters. We 
should like to see a simitar order passed in our own Grand Lodge. We have those 
of two of our Past Grand Masters, and can procure all the others. Delay now may 
put the obtaining of some of them out of our power. 

A very pungent report was presented by the Committee on Jurisprudence, con- 
demnatory of the action of two Lodges in Halifax, Nova Scotia, which made Masons 
of thirteen citizens of North Carolina, residents of Wilmington, and of others, whose 
names were unknown, who left that port on a vessel which run the blockade, and in 
its voyage stopped at Halifax for three days. A majority of them had been rejected 
for the degrees at home, but they were hurried through all in the three days, one of 
them being so drunk that he had to be helped through the ceremonies. In reply to 
the protestations of a member of the Wilmington Lodge, that the proceedings were 
a gross violation of Masonic law, those having the matter in charge said “ that they 
worked in the Scotch Rite, and could do as they pleased.” This declaration the com- 
mittee pronounce untrue, as the offending Lodges are borne upon the registry of the 
Grand Lodge of England, and can not work any Rite not acknowledged by the 
parent body. Resolutions denouncing the action of the Halifax Lodges were 
adopted, and a copy of them was ordered to be transmitted to the Grand Lodge of 
England, where, unless a great change has taken place in the custom there prevail- 
ing, of “ how not to do it,” they will sleep the sleep that knows no waking. 

The expenditures during the year amounted to $1,693 45, and there was in the 
treasury to meet the expenses of the new year, the sum of $2,947 05. . 

One hundred and forty-seven Lodges made returns, their membership being nine 
thousand four hundred and twenty-eight. Eleven chartered Lodges failed to make 
reports, and the membership of these, with that of the twenty Lodges chartered 
during the session, is estimated at thirteen hundred and twenty-five. Four days 
were occupied in the transaction of the business, and the Grand Master and Grand 
Secretary were both reelected. Within a brief period after the close of the commu- 
nication, the beloved and venerable Grand Secretary departed this life. For more 
than a quarter of a century he had served his Grand Lodge zealously and with a 
fidelity never surpassed. His loss is sincerely mourned by all who knew him, and to 
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us it is a subject of sorrowful reflection that another of the names, so long to us 
familiar, is no more to appear on our pages. His son, Bro.. D. W. Bain, has been 
appointed to fill the vacant place. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

We have before us the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia, which 
contain a history of its formation, and a record of the transactions at its first Annual 
Communication, held at Halifax on the twenty-first day of June, 1866. The reasons 
assigned warrant the organization, and if it could be shown thit.a majority of the 
Lodges in Nova Scotia participated in its formation, we would not feel at liberty to 
question its legality, for we believe in the right of the majority to determine. But 
there is no evidence that a majority took part in the proceedings; all those Lodges 
holding under the Grand Lodge of England refusing to countenance them; and since 
the formation of this body, the Provincial Grand Lodge, Under the jurisdiction of 
which the Lodges forming it were held, at a special meeting declared the new Grand 
Lodge illegal, the Lodges clandestine, and their members suspended. How many 
Lodges adhere to the Provincial Grand Lodge we have no means of ascertaining, nor 
can we learn how many there are in the Province. It is very unpleasant not to be 
able to act in accordance with our sympathies, and that ours are with the new 
organization we will not pretend to deny; but a sense of justice requires that no 
decision should be rendered until all the parties are heard from. The circumstances 
which caused the formation of the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia resemble, in a re- 
markable degree, those which occasioned the creation of the Grand Lodge of Can- 
ada, though the disaffection which resulte 1 in the organization of the first named 
seems to have been exclusively confined to the Scottish Lodges, while the Grand 
Lodge of Canada was established by a union of Lodges holding under the jurisdic- 
tion of all the British Grand Lodges. The reasons which induced the Grand Lodge 
of California to hesitate in acknowledging the Grand Lodge of Canada, when the 
request to do so was originally made, apply with equal force in the present instance, 
and the conclusions arrived at by the distinguished committee, to whom the matter 
was at that time referred, are so pertinent now that we reproduce them in preference 
to anything we could say: — 

“ The statements before us being purely ex parte, are not regarded by your com- 
mittee as a sufficient ground for definite action, at the present time, on the part of 
this Grand Lodge. Thus, while we extend to our aggrieved brethren in Canada all 
the sympathy which taxation without representation, inconvenience without recom- 
pense, and petitions treated with coldness and neglect, are calculated to excite — 
while we would extend to them the hand of fraternal affection, and desire to be re- 
garded as their true Masonic brethren and co-workers — while we will be ever ready 
to come to their assistance in the great struggle of mind with mind in the discussion 
of those important questions which can only be settled by such a course — and while 
we would fondly hope for the time speedily to arrive when their brightest hopes and 
anticipations will be realized, we are compelled to defer a formal recognition of the 
body thus created until future developments shall make that duty more plain and 
imperative.” 

Since the formation of the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia, an event Jias transpired, 
which, it seems to us, may be the means of adjusting the present difficulties in a 
manner satisfactory to all parties. We allude to the creation of the Dominion of 
Canada, by the union of all the British Provinces in one common government, and as 
the principle is conceded that there can be but one Grand Lodge in a jurisdiction, 
we presume that the authority of the Grand Lodge of Canada will extend over all 
parts of the Dominion. That it will be gracefully acknowledged by the Grand Lodges 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and joyfully accepted by the Lodges interested, 
we can not permit ourselves to doubt. Believing with the Grand Master of Canada 
that this is a consummation earnestly to be desired, we look forward with hope for 
its early accomplishment, and with it the restoration of harmony and good fellow- 
ship among our brethren of Nova Scotia. 
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Eleven Lodges are borne upon the registry of the new Grand Lodge. The M.\ TF/. 
William H. Davis is Grand Master, and the R.\ W.\ Charles J. Macdonald is 
Grand Secretary. 

OHIO. 

The fifty-seventh Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ohio was held in 
the city of Toledo, commencing on the fifteenth day of October, 1866. Two hundred 
and thirty-five chartered Lodges were represented The M.\ W.\ Thomas Sparrow, 
Grand Master, presided, and the R.\ W.\ John D. Caldwell was Grand Secretary. 

The Address of the Grand Master opens with a disquisition npon Freemasonry, 
the principles it inculcates, and its beneficial influences upon mankind. The deaths 
of three illustrious Past Grand Masters are announced — Lewis Cass. Thomas Cor- 
win, and William Blackstone Hubbard, and appropriate tributes are paid to their 
memories as Masons, and as distinguished citizens. Twelve dispensationsfor the form- 
ation of new Lodges were issued by Bro. Sparrow since the close of the preceding 
Communication, and he denied four applications for a like purpose, the petitions in 
those cases being defective. Complaint having been preferred against one of the 
subordinates, Miami , No. 46, he directed an investigation thereof by the Deputy 
Grand Master, and that officer found, among many other derelictions, that the 
Lodge had failed to return to applicants who had been rejected, the sum of two 
hundred dollars which had accompanied their petitions, that the money had been 
spent, and that the treasury was empty. The Grand Master very properly arrested its 
charter, and the Grand Lodge directed that its Master should be deposed from his 
office ; that all work in the Lodge should be prohibited until after the annual election 
of officers ; and, in case these measures failed to produce the proper effect, the 
Grand Master should again arrest the charter. 

The Deputy Grand Master, the R.\ W.\ Howard Matthews, submitted a report 
of his official acts, in which he stated that he had been engaged in holding grand 
visitations in various portions of the State, so arranged in regard to locality, as to 
enable the brethren in every section to attend and participate. At these gatherings 
it was his custom to exemplify the work of the Grand Lodge, examine the records of 
the various Lodges represented, answer questions of Masonic law, and require 
the brethren to exhibit the proficiency they had attained in the work, which exhibi- 
tions satisfied him that the working of the ritual in Ohio was becoming more and 
more uniform, and that in a few years it would be as much so as it could be made or 
desired. He had issued five dispensations for the formation of new Lodges, which, 
with the twelve granted by the Grand Master, made seventeen in all. 

Bro. William M. Cunningham again presented the Report on Correspondence — 
a review of the proceedings of twenty-nine Grand Lodges. The transactions of the 
General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, of the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar, and of the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Rite for the 
Northern Jurisdiction, are also noticed. In answer to the remarks in which Bro. 
Rhees expressed his dissent from the opinion given by the Ohio Committee on Juris- 
prudence, “ that the remaining degrees can be conferred upon an Entered Apprentice 
who is maimed for life, by the loss of a leg or an arm,” Bro. Cunningham says : 
“ Bros. Rex and Sparrow are so well known throughout the Uuited States as pro- 
found Masonic jurists, having but few equals in that respect, that it would seem un- 
necessary to say anything further upon that subject but, lest Bro. Rhees should 
deem .him inconsiderate in approving a decision without giving his reasons therefor 
he quotes from the old regulations— those particularly relating to the subject in 
question— and which, in our opinion, are unanswerable arguments against the decis- 
ion he defends. We know that a great diversity of opinion has been expressed in re- 
gard to the propriety of conferring the remaining degrees upon Entered Apprentices 
or Fellow Crafts who may, unfortunately, lose an arm or a leg, but we think that 
that diversity is primarily, if not entirely, due to sympathy for the misfortune. The 
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regulation published in Anderson’s Constitutions, says a candidate must have “ no 
maim or defect in his body that may render him incapable of being made a Brother, 
and then a Fellow Craft in due time .” Certainly, if the maim or defect occurs after 
being made an Entered Apprentice, it effectually prevents the advancement of the 
candidate, as it will be impossible for him to do those things, the positive perform- 
ance of which is solemnly imposed upon us, both as Fellow Crafts and Master Ma- 
sons. We know of no Grand Chapter in the world, not even that of Ohio, of which 
Bros. Rex and Sparrow are distinguished members, which permits the conferring of 
the Royal Arch degrees upon a Master Mason who has lost an arm or a leg, and yet 
we can conceive no argument in support of the opinion rendered by the Ohio com- 
mittee, which would not apply with equal force in favor of the Master Mason’s re- 
ceiving those degrees. Until a new regulation is adopted to meet the requirements 
of such cases, we are of opinion that the conferring of the remaining degrees upon 
maimed brethren is illegal, and aside from our desire that such provision should be 
made, we favor the adoption of a new regulation because it will prevent the contin- 
ual violations of the law as it at present exists. 

Bro. Cunninoham, in noticing the Board of Relief of the city of San Francisco, 
recommended the refunding of the amount expended by it for the relief of Ohio 
Masons, which the Grand Lodge declined to do, “ in view of the abuses to which this 
dispensation of charity may be subjected.” Were the members composing the 
Board of Relief, of this city, influenced by the same uncharitable suspicions as those 
which seem to govern the Grand Lodge of Ohio, we doubt whether Masons hailing 
from that jurisdiction would ever have been benefited by their brotherly offices. We 
agree with Bro. Cunningham in his opinion respecting the burial of deceased Masons 
by Chapters or Commanderies. He says : 

“ A Lodge of Master Masons is the body which should take charge of the funeral 
ceremonies of deceased Masons. But, in cases where a worthy brother has re- 
quested to be buried by any other Masonic body, the Lodge should request that body 
to act in its stead, so far as external ceremonies are concerned. The symbol of the 
Master’s degree makes it the appropriate body to have charge of, and conduct, all 
the ceremouies pertaining to funeral occasions. Yet a request of this nature from a 
worthy deceased brother, when not infringing any known landmark of our Ancient 
Craft, should be deemed sacred in its fulfillment.” 

The decisions of the Grand Master were, on the recommendation of the Committee 
on Jurisprudence, approved and adopted by the Grand Lodge. Most of them are in 
consonance with the peculiar regulations of the Grand Lodge of Ohio, those of gen- 
eral import, and with which we entirely agree, being : — 

“ Officers of a Lodge can not be installed by proxy. 

“ A diuiit will not entitle the person presenting it to enter a Lodge without ex- 
amination. 

“ A person who is engaged in any business or occupation which is forbidden, and 
against ~he exercise of which penalties are denounced by any law of the State, or of 
the United States, can [should] not be made a Mason.” 

The Committee on Jurisprudence condemns the claim of the Grand Lodge of the 
District of Columbia, that it had the right to make Masons of non-residents, and sub- 
mitted a resolution, which was adopted, forbidding Masonic intercourse with any 
person made under its exercise. 

A committee of five, the Grand Master being designated as one, was appointed to 
codify, arrange, and index the laws and resolutions of the Grand Lodge, and report 
at the next Annual Communication. 

The financial reports exhibit a balance in the treasury, on the sixteenth day of 
October, 1866, of $3,813 80, to which there was to be added the receipts of the cur- 
rent year, $12,249, making a total of $21,062 80. 

Three hundred and twenty-three chartered Lodges are borne upon the roll, their 
membership being nineteen thousand seven hundred and fifty. Three hundred and 
thirteen were represented at the Communication, which continued three days. The 
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.Grand Officers were all reflected; Cincinnati was selected as the place at which to 
hold the Annual Communication of 1867; and the Grand Lodge was closed with the 
singing of “ Burns’ Adieu” by all the brethren. 

OREGON. 

The Grand Lodge of the State of Oregon held its Sixteenth Annual Communica- 
tion in the city of Portland, commencing on the eighteenth day of June, 1866. Rep- 
resentatives from twenty-five Lodges were in attendance — the M.\ W.\ S. P. 
Chadwick, Grand Master, presiding, and the R.\W.\ J. E. Hdrpord being Grand 
Secretary. 

The Grand Master in his Address states that Masonry is advancing, and that the 
Grand Lodge has occasion to feel grateful for the good order and harmony prevail- 
ing in the jurisdiction. He refers to the circular issued by the Grand Master of 
Illinois, relative to Masons made in Military Lodges, and invites the careful consider- 
ation of the Grand Lodge, as to “ what is to be the status of Masons who were made 
in those Lodges.” He recommends the creation of a Grand Lodge Relief or Charity 
Fund, as “the duty of relieving the distresses of worthy brethren from abroad bears 
unequally upon the Lodges, and some plan should be devised by which help can al- 
ways be given, without unduly exhausting the resources of those who are constantly 
or frequently applied to for assistance which must be granted.” This we believe to 
be a very sensible recommendation, and we commend it to the consideration of our 
own Grand Lodge. He decided that a dimit could not be granted to an Entered Ap- 
prentice Mason, but that if one obtained permission to receive the remaining degrees 
elsewhere, and was rejected upon his application, the right of conferring them upon 
him reverted to the original Lodge. This decision we concur in. He calls the at- 
tention of the Grand Lodge to the want of knowledge of any system of work by the 
Lodges, and recommends that no brother shall be installed as Master, unless he is 
fully qualified to confer the three degrees in a proper manner. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence, to whom the recommendations contained in the 
Address were referred, reported thereon the following resolutions: — 

“ That persons claiming to be Masons, made so in Army Lodges, will be recog- 
nized as such in this jurisdiction, only when they produce satisfactory evidence that 
they were residents of the State, from the Grand Lodge of which the Military Lodge 
in which they were made, derived its Masonic authority. 

“ That the Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master and Grand Wardens be authorized 
to decide what work shall be used, and to require the Lodges to work in conformity 
therewith. 

“ That this Grand Lodge recommends the holding of a Grand Lodge Masonic Fair 
at Portland, during the next Annual Communication, for the purpose of creating a 
Grand Lodge Relief Fund, and that the members of all Lodges be invited to contrib- 
ute articles for the same.” 

These resolutions were adopted, and a committee was appointed to make all the 
arrangements necessary to insure the success of the proposed fair. 

The Report on Correspondence was prepared by Past Grand Master Avery Hol- 
brook, who at the eleventh hour was called upon to perform that duty, and for the 
ninth time ; ill health preventing the brother to whom its preparation was assigned 
from undertaking the task. The proceedings of thirty-one Grand Lodges are noticed, 
most of them briefly, for want of time— our Grand Lodge receiving kindly mention. 

The special committee appointed at the preceding meeting, to .confer with a like 
committee from the Grand Lodge of Washington Territory upon the question of ju- 
risdiction at issue between the two Grand Lodges, reported that they had notified the 
other committee that they were ready to meet them at such time and place as might 
suit their convenience ; that no time was fixed ; that they found published in the pro- 
ceedings of Washington, a correspondence between the Washington committee and 
Bro. Albert G. Mackey, relative to the subject in dispute ; and that Bro. Mackey, 
had in the most positive manner decided that the Grand Lodge of Oregon was right. 
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This correspondence was followed by a proposition from the Grand Lodge of Wash- 
ington to submit the whole subject (again) to Bro. Mickey, as sole arbiter, his decis- 
ion to be final ; but inasmuch as that brother had already decided the matter, and 
upon the statement of facts as presented by the brethren of Washington themselves, 
the Oregon committee seemed to think that the result desired had already been at. 
tained, and recommended that the further consideration of the subject be dispensed 
with, which recommendation was concurred in by the Grand Lodge. 

The dues for the year were $2,640 00, and there was in the Grand Treasurer’s 
hands notes of various parties, amounting, with the interest due thereon, to $5,b61 40. 
The Grand Secretary in his report states that he had written, as directed, to the “Ma- 
sonic Board of Relief in San Francisco,” in regard to the brethren hailing from Ore- 
gon who had been assisted by it, but that thus far no response to his communication 
had been received. 

Twenty-seven chartered Lodges are borne upon the roll of the Grand Lodge, their 
membership being eleven hundred and twenty. Three days were employed in the 
transaction of the business, and the Mr. Wr. A. W. Ferguson was elected Grand 
Master, the Rr.Wr. J. E. Hurford being reelected Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Lodge officers were, as usual, installed in public, and on the occasion 
an Address was delivered by the Grand Orator, the Rev. Bro. P. E. Hyland. 

PENNS YIiVANI A. 

The journal of proceedings of the Grand Lodge of the Keystone State, for the 
year 1866, contains an abstract of its doings at a Quarterly Communication held on 
the third day of December ; at an extra Communication held on the seventeenth 
day of the same month ; and at the Annual Communication held on Saint John the 
Evangelist’s Day ; at all which the R.\ Wr. Lucius H. Scott, Grand Master, presided, 
and the R.\ W.\ John Thompson, acted as Grand Secretary. 

At the quarterly meeting Grand Officers were chosen, the R.-.Wr. John L. 
Goddard being elected Grand Master, and the Rr.Wr. John Thompson being re- 
elected Grand Secretary. Majority and minority reports on certain proposed amend- 
ments to the Ahiman Rezon were submitted by a committee, to whom they had been 
referred at a preceding meeting, copies of which were ordered to be sent to each 
Lodge in the jurisdiction, with notice that they would be considered at the quarterly 
meeting in March ensuing. At the extra meeting, a memorial of the late Past Grand 
Master, Josiah Randall, was presented, and resolutions were adopted expressing 
the regret of the Grand Lodge at his demise. The Finance Committee presented 
their report for the year ending fifteenth day of November, 1866, which shows the 
receipts of the Grand Lodge during that period to have been $50,384 45, and the 
disbursements $50,448 87, of which last named sum, $30,043 42 was employed in 
cancelling the debt incurred by the Grand Lodge in the erection of its Temple. The 
disbursements, also, included two donations of $1,000 each, for the relief of-tlie 
Masons of South Carolina and Portland, and there remained a balance in the treas- 
ury of $2,238 84. The receipts of the current year were estimated at $50,000, and 
the expenditures at $15,000, which would leave a surplus of $35,000. The Trustees 
of the Stephen Girard Charity Fund report their receipts during the year ending as 
above, to have been $3,613 88, and their disbursements for charitable purposes, 
$2,950. The sum of $1,000 was invested in city bonds, and the Bequest now amounts 
to $50,160 49, all safely invested in bonds, less a balance of cash in the treasury 
amounting to $990 49. The receipts of the Grand Lodge Charity Fund during the 
same period were, from bonds redeemed by the Grand Lodge and from interest on 
investments, $31,408 55. Of this amount, $2,800 were paid to the Board of Almoners 
for charitable purposes ; $23,013 98 were invested in United States bonds ; and there 
was left a balance in the treasury of $5,880 56. The total assets of that fund now 
amount to $50,880 50, of which sum $45,000 is well invested. A committee appoint- 
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ed at a previous meeting, to select a site for the erection of a new edifice, the pres- 
ent Temple being too circumscribed in its dimensions for the use of the Fraternity in 
Philadelphia, reported that they had selected a lot 150 by 245 feet, being a whole 
block, which could be bought for the sum of $150,000, and a resolution was adopted, 
authorizing the committee to make the purchase. 

At the Annual Communication the Grand Master delivered his Annual Address* 
Fraternal tributes are paid to the memories of those members of the Grand Lodge 
who had departed this life during the year, and the brethren are admonished so to 
order their walk and conversation, that when they, too, pass away, their memories 
may be precious. He expresses obligations for the assistance rendered to him by 
the District Deputy Grand Masters in the discharge of the duties of his office, and 
states that during a large portion of the year, his time has almost constantly been 
occupied in answering letters aud giving instructions upon almost every conceivar 
ble subject that could arise in the workings of Masonry. He had visited the Lodges 
in the city and county as extensively as his other duties would permit ; bears testi- 
mony to their general prosperity ; and declares that the harmony existing between 
the different members of the Grand Lodge animates — with few exceptions— the entire 
body of the subordinates. From the address we learn that in the year 1856 there 
were one hundred and thirty-three Lodges borne upon the roll of the Grand Lodge, 
with a membership of eleven thousand one hundred and ninety-five ; that the num 
ber of brethren entitled to seats in the Grand Lodge was one thousand and forty-six ; 
that the Charity Funds contained $33,125 ; and that the Grand Lodge was in debt to 
the amount of $151,000. In the year 1865, the number of Lodges had increased to 
one hundred and ninety ; their membership to twenty thousand two hundred and 
fifty-six ; the Charity Funds to $98,470 ; and the indebtedness was reduced to $11,000. 
During the year 1866 twenty new Lodges were established ; the balance of the debt 
was paid off, and, as the financial reports show, there was a surplus in the treasury 
of $2,839 84. This extraordinary prosperity, the Grand Master fears, may cause the 
brethren to lose sight of those pure and simple principles and practices taught by 
the early fathers, and to become careless in the exercise of that caution so necessary 
to prevent the admission of unworthy candidates, the want of which is so often 
evidenced in the too rapid accumulation of Lodge membership. Quite a revenue is 
derived from the granting of special dispensations, three hundred and sixty-nine of 
which were issued by the Grand Master during the year. 

A brief Report on Correspondence was presented by Bro. Samuel C. Perkins, in 
which the receipt of the proceedings of thirty Grand Lodges, California among the 
number ; of a quarterly communication of the Grand Lodge of England, of the 
“ Bulletin ” and “ Caiendrier Ma^ernnique ” of the Grand Orient of France, and of 
sundry circulars, is acknowledged. The greater portion of the report is given to the 
consideration of the legality of the establishment of the Grand Lodge of Nova 
Scotia, the conclusion arrived at being “ that until the position of the Grand Lodge of 
Nova Scotia with regard to the Lodges in that Province which took no part in the 
formation of the new Grand Lodge, and still hold warrants from Grand Lodges exte- 
rior to the territorial limits of the Province, is definitely settled, it would be prema- 
ture in the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania to recognize the Grand Lodge of Nova 
8cotia.” Bro. Perkins alludes to the fact that the subject of the position of the 
newly formed Grand Lodge of Western Virginia was referred in their Grand Lodge, 
more than a year previous, to the Committee on Landmarks, where it still sleeps. 
The proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Montana at its organization, not having keen 
received, no action in reference to its recognition was had, the committee having no 
information upon which to base a recommendation. 

Of over two hundred Lodges now borne upon the roll of the Grand Lodge, but 
forty-nine were represented at the Annual Communication. The present member- 
ship is nowhere given, nor are there any statistical tables of any kind published. 
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BHODE ISLAND. 

The volame of proceedings before us contains a record of the transactions of the 
41 3f.\ W.\ the Grand Lodge of the Most Ancient and Honorable Society of Free 
and Accepted Masons of the State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations/’ at 
a Festival Communication, held in East Greenwich, on the twenty-sixth day of June, 
1865, at the Semi-Annual Communication held in Providence on the twenty-seventh 
day of November of the same year, and at the Annual Communication, held, also, in 
the Capital of the State, on the twenty-first day of May, 1866. At the first two the 
Ms.Ws. Thomas A. Doyle, Grand Master, presided ; at the last, illness preventing 
his attendance, his duties devolved upon the R.\ W.\ Lloyd Morton, Deputy 
Grand Master. At all the meetings the Rs.Ws. Charles D. Greene was Grand 
Secretary. 

At the Festival Communication the Grand Lodge proceeded to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, escorted by the Knights Templar, where an oration was delivered 
by the Grand Chaplain, and “ the services at the church being concluded, the proces- 
sion is again formed and moves through the village to a delightful spot on the margin 
of the bay, where extensive tables are spread, loaded with the luxuries of the sea- 
son, of which the brethren, and their ladies, in number about two hundred, partake/’ 

At the Semi-Annual Communication sundry amendments to the Constitution were 
adopted, but their nature is not stated, and a committee was appointed to arrange 
the instrument as amended, and cause it to be printed for the use of the Grand Lodge. 
The committee to whom, at the previous Annual Communication, the address of the 
Grand Master had been referred, presented a report, in which they disapprove of 
two decisions rendered by him, viz : 

“ That the application of a brother for advancement, if negatived, can not be 
renewed under six months, and must then lie over four weeks (the same as petitions 
for initiation).” 

“ That a brother who has cast a negative ballot, can not voluntarily make known 
the fact and give his reasons for so doing, either to the Master privately, or to the 
Lodge.” 

The committee give such cogent reasons for their disapproval, that we cannot 
refrain from presenting them. In regard to the first, they say : 

44 Your committee do not approve it, for the reason that it places a brother on the 
same level with the profane. Tne Entered Apprentice, or Fellow Craft, has a right to 
demand more light in Masonry ; he has commenced the search after truth, and as 
soon as he has acquired sufficient knowledge of the degrees already received, the 
path should be open before him. If an unworthy man has, by the neglect of a com- 
mittee, or by the absence, at the time .of balloting, of those acquainted with him, 
been suffered to gain one or two degrees, he should be ejected from the Fraternity. 
If he is unworthy to advance, he is unworthy to remain where he is. Your commit- 
tee are also of opinion that the edict of the Grand Lodge, requiring six months to 
elapse before the application of a profane can be renewed, was not intended to apply 
to any but profanes.” 

This opinion of the committee accords with the spirit of our Constitution, and 
prevails in this jurisdiction. Their reasons for dissenting from the other decision 
apply with equal force, and are as follows : 

41 Upon the inviolable secrecy of the ballot, no argument is necessary ; nor is it a 
question of dispute that a brother voting in favor of a petitioner can not, under any 
circumstances, disclose the fact ; because, if that were permitted, in case of 
rejection, the rejecting brother could easily be detected, and his secret disclosed. 
Upon a clear ballot every brother’s vote is apparent, and how each one 
voted is no secret; but when the box is foul, then there is a secret which 
is the property of him who cast the negative vote, and he can not be com- 
pelled to divulge the fact His secret, he can, of his own free will and 
accord, commit it to the keeping of the Lodge, or to the Master, at his discre- 
tion ; but it must be done without fear or compulsion, and from his own sense of 
duty. A brother, from wrong information, or from a mistake in the identity of the 
petitioner (and how liable this latter cause is to occur in cities), may have cast a 
black ballot against a worthy and exemplary man. Satisfied afterward that he has 
made a mistake, that he has kept from the Lodge one whom he would be glad to

welcome there* is he to be denied the privilege of confessing his error* and making 
known the reasons which influenced nira ? Certainly not. To forbid him would be 
to deny 1 that standard or boundary of right which enables ns to render unto every 
man his just due* without distinction.’ ” 

At the Annual Communication a very sensible address was transmitted by the 
Grand Master, illness, as was said before, preventing his attendance. He congratu- 
lates the brethren of the Grand Lodge upon the pleasant circumstances under which 
they met ; that fraternal intercourse was resumed with those Grand Lodges from 
which they had been so long separated ; and that the domestic troubles which ex- 
isted at the preceding Annual Communication were happily settled. He had inva- 
riably refused to grant dispensations to confer the degrees in less than the constitutional 
time, except in cases which were of strict emergency, believing that" ‘where the can- 
didates were about to go upon a journey,’ or, ‘ were about to remove from the juris- 
diction,’ or, ‘when the Master was desirous of finishing up the work before his time 
expired,’ were not such reasons as required the interposition of a power which 
should be exercised with the greatest caution.” He condemns the spirit so often 
manifested in the annual choice of officers of Lodges, saying : 

“ One point in relation to the election of officers we deem it our duty to call at- 
tention to. It is the cause of more troubles, dissensions, heart-burnings, back-bitings, 
and slanderings in the Lodges, than any other matter. We allude to the feeling that 
a brother is entitled to an office, that he has a right to a particular position, and that, 
whether worthy or not, he must be elected to the place he or his friends desire for 
him. In the language of the old charges : ‘AH preferment among Masons is ground- 
ed upon real worth and personal merit only ; that so the Lords may be well served, 
the brethren not put to shame, nor the Royal Craft despised. Therefore no Master 
or Warden is chosen by seniority, but for his merit.’ It would be well if these 
words could be impressed upon the memory of every Mason, for instead of adhering 
to the principles of the fathers, we have in too many cases reversed it, and it seems 
to be the rule in some Lodges that preferment is founded not upon worth, but upon 
seniority, so that a brother once obtaining an office, must be continued from year to 
year, and be elevated from one position to another, until his ambition or that of his 
friends is satisfied, and the Lodge, which, to avoid the difficulties we have referred to, 
has kept him in office, at last, with a feeling of relief, gets rid of him. The only 
questions to be asked at an election, should be — Is the brother worthy? Is he well 
qualified? Is he duly and truly prepared ? If he is all these, vote for him. If he is 
not, vote for some one that is, no matter how persistently he or his friends may plead 
his right to the office. No one has a right to any office in Masonry. The only quali- 
fication is worth.” 

An interesting ceremony was related by the Grand Master— the presentation of 
an emblematic jewel by all the members of the various Masonic bodies in Provi- 
dence, to the W,\ Christian M. Nestell, who, more than forty years before, presi- 
ded over Mount Vernon Lodge, No. 4, of that city, and who, by his fidelity to the 
principles of Masonry, had endeared himself to the entire fraternity. 

Bro. Doyle suggests a modification of their regulations relative to the withdrawal 
of brethren from membership in the Lodges. At present no certificate of dismissal 
Is allowed to be issued by a Lodge, until the brother desiring to sever the connection 
has actually affiliated with another Lodge, and the one from which he wishes to with- 
draw has been furnished with evidence of his affiliation. Though the Grand Master 
is of opinion that this regulation, if generally adopted, would prevent much of the 
trouble arising from non-affiliation, yet inasmuch as it is not universal, he recom- 
mends that its application be confined to their own jurisdiction. Three dispensa- 
tions for the formation of new Lodges were issued by him during the year ; numer- 
ous visitations were made to the subordinates ; and the condition of the Craft is 
represented as being exceedingly satisfactory. 

No Report on Correspondence was presented, and the business transacted at the 
several Communications related entirely to domestic matters. 

The receipts for the current year were $1,415, the disbursements $1,908 98, and 
there was a balance due the Grand Treasurer of $493 08. Eighteen chartered Lodges 
and two under dispensation are now borne upon the roll, their membership being 
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tiro thousand three hundred and fifty. The Grand Officers were chosen at the Annual 
Communication, the Grand Master and Grand Secretary being both reelected. 

SOUTH CABO LINA. 

For the first time since the commencement of the unhappy troubles which con- 
vulsed our country, we are enabled to acknowledge the receipt of the proceedings 
of this Grand Lodge. Two pamphlets have been placed in our hands, the first con- 
taining a record of its transactions for the five years from 1861 to 1865, inclusive ; 
the second, the record of 1866. The Annual Communications of 1861, 1863, 1864, 
and 1865, were held in the city of Columbia ; that of 1862 was held in the city of 
Yorkville ; and that of 1866 in the city of Charleston. 

At the Commun’cation which was held on the nineteenth and twentieth days of 
November, 1861, the if.*. W.\ B. Rush Campbell, Grand Master, presided; and at 
that, as at all the subsequent meetings, the R.\ Albert G. Mackey was Grand 
Secretary. No address was delivered by the Grand Master, and but very little busi- 
ness was transacted. The Grand Secretary read his Report on Correspondence, 
which was ordered to be printed ; but, much to our regret, the order was not com- 
plied with. The Grand Master elect, the if.*. W.\ David Ramsay, was requested to 
address an Encyclical Letter of advice and admonition to the Freemasons of the 
jurisdiction, which request was complied with, and we are surprised that a paper so 
creditable to its author and to Masonry is nowhere to be found in the proceedings of 
the Grand Lodge. At the Communication held in 1862, on the eighteenth aud nine- 
teenth days of November, the R.\ W:. T. P. Slider, Deputy Grand Master, presided. 
No address or reports of any kind, except financial ones, were presented, and, as at 
the preceding meeting, the business transacted appertained entirely to domestic mat- 
ters. The Grand Master and Grand Secretary were both reelected. 

At the Communication held on the seventeenth day of November, 1863, the 
R.\ W.\ D. J. Barnett, Deputy Grand Master, presided. In a brief address pre- 
sented by that officer, the sad announcement was made of the death of the Grand 
Master, the M.\ W.\ David Ramsay, to whose memory a glowing tribute was paid 
by the Grand Secretary. The Deputy Grand Master stated, as one of the effects of 
the war, that but few of the Lodges in the State continued to work. Dispensations 
had been issued for the formation of five Military Lodges, but of their condition 
nothing was known, no returns or reports from them having been received. The 
usual local business was transacted, and the John H. Boatwright was 

elected Grand Master, and the Grand Secretary was reelected. 

At the Communication which was held on the fifteenth day of November, 1864, 
an address was presented by the Grand Master, the first paragraph of which we 
quote, to show the spirit which seems to have animated some of our brethren of 
South Carolina during the war 

“ Brethren : I congratulate you on the opportunity that is once more afforded to 
us of communing together under the consecrated roof of our beloved institution. 
While without, the startled ear is struck on every side with the crash of conflicting 
arms, and the skv is overcast with the lurid clouds of war, here, at least, for a brief 
period, around this sacred altar, and within this holy temple, all is serenity and 
.peace. While we mourn the loss of many of our brethren who have fallen on the 
field of battle, or sunk under the exposures incident to a so dier’s life, we can not be 
too thankful to the Supreme Architect of the Universe, that we have been spared to 
rekindle the fires of our altars, and to preserve for better and for happier times the 
blessings of our philanthropic Order. Impressed with those sentiments which such 
a condition of things is well calculated to excite, I come, as I trust you all do, to the 
performance of the duties which lie before us, with an humble reverence for, and an 
abiding trust in Him whose shield has been over us, and with a solemn determina- 
tion to do all that our Masonic duties will demand, in that spirit of brotherly love 
which alone can make us deserving of the continued protection of Him whose name 
we are taught to invoke, or entitle us to the appellation of Masons and Sons ot 
Light.” 

We desire, also, to contrast the entire absence of bitter feeling shown in the fob 
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lowing statement, with the violent tirades which characterize so many of the ad- 
dresses and reports of onr brethren of other Southern States, as well, we regret to 
■ay, as some of those nearer home : — 

“ During the past summer, our Masonic Hall in the city of Charleston was struck 
by shells from the batteries on Morris Island. Although I am happy to say that the 
building has not been materially injured, still the evident danger of a continuance in 
it was so great, that the Hall Committee felt compelled to remove, and accordingly 
they engaged an appropriate building higher up in the city, at a rent of six hundred 
dollars per annum. This involved an increase in the rent demanded of the Lodges, 
so as to meet this extra expense without imposing a burden on the Grand Lodge. 
These acts have met with my approval. I am, however, sorry to say that the in- 
creased range of shelling has involved the new hall in danger. It has already been 
struck twice, and although the Lodges are still meeting there, it is with so much risk 
as to make it necessary to seek a second time a resting place for their tabernacle. 
This object the Hall Committee is now endeavoring to accomplish, although from the 
paucity of empty houses in the safer parts of Charleston, they have not yet been en- 
abled to succeed.” 

A resolution was adopted, directing the Grand Secretary not to report such 
Lodges as by the exigencies of the war had been compelled to suspend labor, and 
declaring that the warrants of those Lodges should not be forfeited. Some other 
local business was transacted, and the Grand Master and Grand Secretary were both 
reflected. 

At the Communication held on the twenty-first and twenty-second days of Novem- 
ber, 1865, the melancholy duty devolved upon the Acting Grand Master, the 
W. T. Walter, Senior Grand Warden, of announcing the deaths of both the Grand 
Master and the Deputy Grand Master. Although the war was ended, the Lodges had 
not yet begun to recover from the effects of its disasters. A petition from the 
Lodges of Columbia, to which an appropriation was made last year by this Grand 
Lodge, for the remission of their dues, was refused, which refusal strikes us as rather 
strange, if the representations sent forth to other jurisdictions were correct. Sundry 
amendments to the Constitution were proposed, and laid over for consideration, and 
the usual routine business was transacted. The M.\ W.\ James L. Okr, Governor of 
the State, was elected Grand Master, and the Grand Secretary was reelected. 

The Annual Communication for the year 1866 was held in the city of Charleston, 
commencing on the twentieth day of November. Fifty- nine Lodges were repre- 
sented, and the M.\ W.\ James L. Orr, Grand Master, presided. 

The Address of the Grand Master is an exceedingly interesting paper. He says : 

** I congratulate you upon assembling in your Annual Communication under aus- 

E lces so favorable. Whilst the husbandman has gathered but a scanty harvest from 
is toil during the year, and whilst tumult and confusion pervade the political world, 
peace has brought to the Masonic craft, in this State, renewed prosperity and the 
means of a more extended benevolence for the alleviation of human suffering. Let us, 
then, not forget to make our profound acknowledgments to the Grand Architect of the 
Universe for His great and manifold blessings, and so govern ourselves that the 
cynical will find no good cause of reproach against our ancient and venerated insti- 
tution. Let us mark the history of Freemasonry with good works, and show how 
beautiful it is for brethren * to dwell in peace and amity together.’ Let us minister 
with a generous charity to the wants of our suffering and afflicted brethren — pour 
the balm of consolation into the wounded heart, and relieve the poverty which now 
crushes the widow and the orphan. The field in which we are called to labor in thia 
State, in ministering to the wants of those who have a moral and Masonic right to 
call upon us for aid, is broad and expansive. Let it not become choked and blighted) 
by our neglect of its proper culture, or by the parsimony and callous heartlessness 
which withholds that Charity, the beauties of which it is for Masonry especially to 
display, and which it is more than ever its duty now to exhibit.” 

Bro. Orr gracefully acknowledges sundry acts of kindness, of which the brethren 
in South Carolina were the recipients ; among them the donation of a thousand dol- 
lars by the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, the presentation of a set of jewels by 
brethren of Boston to Orange Lodge No. 14, of Charleston ; the restoration of a 
portion of the jewels of Claremont Lodge, by a brother in Syracuse, who, also, sup- 
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plied such pieces of the S8t as could not be recovered ; and others, which would not 
be of special interest to detail. He announces, with regret, the resignation of Bro. 
Albert G. Mackey as Grand Lecturer, and bears testimony to the services of that dis- 
tinguished brother in the following language : — 

“ His contributions to the Lodges in oral instruction — to the literature of Masonry 
— in expounding the rites, ceremonies, ordinances, usages and traditions — in the nu- 
merous volumes he has published, places the fraternity under the deepest obligations 
to him, who has, for nearly a quarter of a century, labored to disseminate and ele- 
vate the science of Freemasonry.” 

Seventeen dispensations for the formation of new Lodges were issued by him during 
the year, and referring to the progress of the Order, he says : — 

“ The institution was never in a more flourishing moral and social condition in 
South Carolina than at the present time. Harmony and good feeling reign supreme 
in most of the subordinate Lodges within the jurisdiction — the officers and members 
are earnest and zealous in their work, and exemplary in their conduct and deport- 
ment — the Lodges are growing more circumspect in scrutinizing all applications for 
Masonic honors, and they are applying the pruning knife with a firm and just hand 
to unworthy members.” 

The Report on Correspondence, or, as it is called in these proceedings, the “Grand 
Secretary’s Report,” is one of those characteristic papers with which Bro. Mackey 
has for so many years enlightened and interested the Masonic world. He gives a 
history of Military Lodges, the first of which was established by the Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts, in the year 1733, to accompany the expedition then formed against 
Canada. He says the Grand Lodge of England has established particular rules for 
the government of Military Lodges ; the principal of which are, that no warrant shall 
be granted without the consent of the commanding officer of the regiment, bf^talion 
or company to which it is to be attached ; that no Military Lodge shall initiate an in- 
habitant of any place at which it shall be stationed, nor any person whatsoever unless 
he belong to the military profession ; and that when the regiment or military body 
to which the Lodge is attached, shall be disbanded, the warrant shall be returned to 
the Grand Lodge. He does not think that, when confined to regiments in the regular 
army, whose organization is permanent, the granting of warrants is theoretically 
wrong or practically disadvantageous, but his experience of the working of the sys- 
tem for the last four years renders him exceedingly averse to their establishment in 
volunteer organizations which have but a temporary existence, as, when the regi- 
ments are in activity, but little time or opportunity is afforded to the soldier to ac- 
quire any useful knowledge of the degrees which he has received ; and when they 
are disbanded, the members are dispersed with little or no means of proving their 
Masonic character or standing, and every jurisdiction is thus likely to be incommoded 
with a large class of unaffiliated and unaffiliable Masons. Saying nothing of the 
chances that in a Military Lodge a rigid scrutiny of the character of applicants is 
not so likely to be realized as in a Lodge of civilians, he bases his objections solely 
on the ground that a volunteer regiment, organized for a particular purpose and for 
a definite period, is of too temporary a nature to admit within it of the establishment 
of a Lodge, which should always be a permanent institution. In response to numerous 
questions propounded to him as to what is the proper course to be pursued toward 
those who have received a portion or all the degrees in those Lodges, he answers : — 

“ I have received many communications asking for my opinion as to the proper 
course to be pursued in these cases. My answers have uniformly been to this effect : 
1 have looked upon these Millitary Lodges as extinct Lodges, whose records have 
been lost or destroyed, and of whose membership there is no documentary evidence 
in the archives of the Grand Lodge. In such cases it is impossible to obtain dimits, 
and as the law does not and can not require impossibilities, I have advised that the 
Lodge to which application is made for affiliation or advancement, may lawfully 
dispense with the production of the dimit, and, on the person applying proving his 
status by ‘ due trial and strict examination,’ the Lodge might proceed to ballot 
for his affiliation or advancement. But in cases where the lessons of Masonry had 
been so badly taught, or so carelessly received, that they had made no impression, 
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then I conceived (there being no evidence, external or internal, of Masonic charac- 
ter and standing) that the petitioner should be treated as a profane, making appli- 
cation for initiation.” 

He alludes to the evils of non-affiliation, which of late have been vastly increased, 
and says:— 

“ I know of no remedy for the evil that has not already been provided by the 
common law of the Institution. Masonry is a voluntary association, and any attempt 
by legislation to enforce membership, or to punish non-affiliates other than by a 
suspension of their Masonic rights, would, I believe, be a subversion of the funda- 
mental principles of our Order.” 

He doubts the power of a Grand Master to grant a dispensation to make a 
maimed person a Mason, or to grant a dispensation for any purpose not provided for 
by the Constitution of the Grand Lodge ; an opinion in which we of California 
heartily concur. He approves the decision of Grand Master Bblcher that an appli- 
cant for degrees must be able to read and write, and says that such is the law of the 
Grand Lodges of South Carolina and England. He declares, in alluding to the pro- 
ceedings of Colorado, that the regulation permitting a rejected applicant for the 
degrees to apply again after a year’s probation, to any other Lodge than that in 
which he was rejected, a violation of all the usages and customs of the craft, and ex- 
presses his surprise at its adoption. He says that “ the candidate who has applied to 
a Lodge becomes forever the property of that Lodge. He is the material presented to 
it for its living temple ; if fitting for the tools of the craftsmen, used ; if not, to be re- 
served until time and opportunity shall render it worthy of acceptance.” Is not Bro. 
Mackey mistaken when he says that the regulation is a violation of all the usages 
and customs of the craft? It has certainly been in force in California since the form- 
tion of this Grand Lodge, and, if we are not very much mistaken, it is in substance 
the law in many of the Grand Lodges in the United 8tates. If Bro. Mackey means 
that the presentation and rejection of a petition prevents the applicant from ever 
applying again to any other Lodge than that one in which he was rejected, we do 
not agree with him that it is either good law or good Masonry. A person rejected in 
Charleston may afterward remove to Columbia, or San Francisco, and after residing in 
one or other of these places one, two, three, or more years, may again desire to apply 
for the degrees, and if he should we can not either see the justice or the policy of 
compelling him to return to Charleston to receive them. We are aware that in some 
jurisdictions the consent of the rejecting Lodge is necessary before the applicant can 
apply to another Lodge in the same place, but we consider our law a better one. 
With us an applicant is required to reside one year in the State, and six months 
within the jurisdiction of the Lodge to which he applies. Lodges (in cities or towns) 
having concurrent jurisdiction, are required to notify each other of all applications 
received, and thus if there are any good reasons why a person should not be made a 
Mason, those knowing them always have an opportunity to prevent the election of 
an unworthy applicant ; and if, a year afterward, he should again apply, the usual 
notice is again sent to the Lodges, and if the good reasons still exist, there is not the 
least danger of his admission. 

The financial reports show the receipts to have been, from dues of Lodges, 
$1,357 50; from rents, $4,164 ; total, $5,521 50; and the expenditures, $5,703 85. It 
was ordered that life-sized photographs of the Grand Master, and all the Past Grand 
Masters now living, be framed, and also one of Bro. Mackey. The office of Grand Lec- 
turer was continued, and the salary of that officer was fixed at twelve hundred dol- 
lars. The number of Lodges in the jurisdiction is nowhere given, nor are there any 
statistical statements published. The Grand Lodge remained in session two days, 

during which the James L. Orr was reelected Grand Master, and the R.\ 

W.\ K. S. Bruns was elected Grand Secretary. 
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TEN NE 8 SEE. 

The Grand Lodge of this State assembled in the city of Nashville on the first day 
of October, 1866, the day designated for the commencement of its fifty-third Annual 
Communication. Neither of the first four Grand Officers being in attendance, the 
Grand Lodge was opened by the M.\ W.’. Charles A. Fuller, Past Grand Master 
and Grand Secretary. But nine Lodges were represented, and the only business 
transacted was the confirmation of an order of the Grand Master, postponing the An- 
nual Communication until the third day of December following, made in accordance 
with the expressed wish of many brethren and representatives, in consequence of 
the prevalence of the cholera in the city of Nashville and the other principal cities 
of the State. On the day named the Grand Lodge again assembled in the city of 
Nashville, the M.\ W,\ Thomas A. Hamilton, Grand Master, presiding, and the R.\ 
Charles A. Fuller being Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master in his Address expressed his sense of the obligations due to Him 
“who doeth all things well,” for the peace and harmony which prevailed throughout 
the jurisdiction, and for the prosperity with which during the year the Order had 
been blessed. He had issued nine dispensations for the formation of new Lodges ; 
sundry others had been refused on account of the total want of observance of the 
requirements of the Grand Lodge ; aud others still because of the near approach of 
the annual meeting. Sundry decisions are reported, the most important one of them 
relating to making Masons of maimed persons, Bro. Hamilton concurring in the gen- 
erally received law. He reports a violation of the jurisdictional rights of Tennessee 
by one of the New York Lodges, and states that he had represented the facts to the 
Grand Master of that State, who informed him that he had placed the matter in the 
hands of one of the District Deputy Grand Masters for investigation, and that thus 
the matter seems to have been disposed of — nothing further having been heard in re- 
lation to it. Such complaints are becoming too frequent, aud it must cause both sur- 
prise and regret that a Grand Lodge composed of so much talent, and of those who 
so well know what is due to other Grand Bodies, should fail to deal with such of its 
subordinates as are guilty of the acts complained of. Grand Master Hamilton rec- 
ommends the adoption by the Grand Lodge of a uniform code of by-laws for the 
government of the subordinate Lodges, and suggests that the Grand Lodge shall 
take into consideration the propriety of founding an asylum for the care of the aged 
and infirm members of the Order, as well as for the widows and orphans of deceased 
brethren. He also recommends the appointment of District Deputy Grand Masters 
and Lecturers, that the same uniformity which harmonizes the work of other juris- 
dictions may be by them attained. A code of by-laws for the subordinates was sub- 
mitted, to be acted upon at the next Annual Communication, and a committee was 
appointed, with instructions to report at the same time, upon the practicability of 
founding an asylum as suggested by the Grand Master. 

The Report on Correspondence is from the pen of the Grand Secretary, prepared, 
as he tells us, “ under circumstances of much embarrassment, in consequence of the 
writer’s continued impaired health— a large portion having been put in shape while 
confined within the limits of a sick roo’m, and during intervals of relaxation from a 
painful disease.” The proceedings of thirty-four Grand Lodges are reviewed, those 
of California for 1865 being among the number. Bro. Fuller is strongly opposed to 
the conferring of special dispensations authorizing candidates to be balloted for in 
less than the usual time ; is in favor of cutting off all Masons who are able to pay 
their dues and refuse to do so ; is emphatic in his condemnation of the assumption 
by the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia of the right to confer the degrees 
upon non-residents ; and does not believe that maimed Masons can legally receive 
the remaining degrees. In regard to that clause of our Constitution which relates to 
the advancement of Entered Apprentices or Fellow Crafts against whom objections 
are made, he says : “ We must express our ignorance— or, perhaps, it is our want of 
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appreciation— of the idea as expressed in the words ‘ declared by the Lodge to be a 
valid and Masonic objection.' ” We have always understood and taught that any mem- 
ber of a Lodge has the privilege to object to the advancement of a brother at any 
time before the succeeding degree is conferred, and that neither the Lodge, nor any 
member thereof, had any more right to question his motives or demand his reasons 
for so doing than in his casting a negative ballot. Do our brethren of California re- 
quire objections to advancement to be stated in open Lodge, to be then judged wheth- 
er they are 4 valid and Masonic ?’ Jf so, and such would seem to be the case, and the 
Lodge decides the objections not 4 valid and Masonic/ what remedy has the objecting 
brother to prevent an unworthy person, or one he believes to be so, from being foist- 
ed upon him?” We might answer the last query, Yankee fashion, and ask, what 
remedy has an Entered Appprentice or Fellow Craft when an unworthy brother, 
(Masons are not infallible) from motives believed to be improper, objects to his ad- 
vancement ? The Grand Lodge of California, in consonance with the charge given 
to every Mason on his initiation, 44 that he should do unto others as he would that 
others should do unto him/’ has incorporated a provision in its Constitution which 
compels its observance and prevents injustice to any one. It reads : — 

44 If, after the initiation of a candidate, but before being passed, or after pass- 
ing, before being raised, objection to his advancement be made by any member, 
such objection shall be referred to a committee, with power to inquire into the cause 
thereof, who shall, at the next stated meeting (unless further time be given), report 
thereon ; and upon the reception of such report, if no cause for the objection has 
been assigned, or if the cause assigned be, in the opinion of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present, not a valid and Masonic one, the Lodge may confer the degree in the 
same manner as if no objection had been made.” 

This provision has been in force in this jurisdiction over eight years ; many 
cases have been adjusted in accordance with it, and we have yet to hear the first ex- 
pression of dissatisfaction with its workings. It protects the novitiate who, after ini- 
tiation, may unwittingly offend some irritable brother ; prevents the advancement of 
candidates against whom there is any evidence of unworthiness, and can not, we 
think, but commend itself to the judgment of all who will thoughtfully consider it. 

The committee appointed at the previous Communication, to revise the Manual 
used in that jurisdiction, presented, as the result of their labor, a book of three hundred 
and sixty printed pages, containing a large amount of useful knowledge, in addition to 
the matter usually to be found in Monitors. The Committee on Jurisprudence pre- 
sented a report, deciding sundry principles of Masonic law, which was concurred in 
by the Grand Lodge, among them : That a Master of a Lodge can exclude a visiting 
brother from his Lodge, without giving any reasons therefor, being amenable only to 
the Grand Lodge for his exercise of that power ; that the disability under which a 
non-affiliated Mason labors, should not extend to his widow and orphans, if they were 
worthy members of society ; that a worthy brother, so unfortunate as to be bereft of 
reason, committing suicide, is entitled to the honors of Masonic burial. 

An eloquent oration was delivered on the first evening of the session, by the 
Grand Orator, Past Grand Master Bro. Stivers Perkins, which, if time allowed, we 
should be glad to notice. 

A resolution was adopted, authorizing the Grand Master to appoint three Grand 
Lecturers, one for each division of the State, and a committee was appointed to re- 
vise the Constitution, with instructions to report at the ensuing meeting. The finan- 
cial reports show the receipts during the year to have been $8,594 05, the disburse- 
ments, $6,457 42 ; and that there was a balance in the treasury of $5,299 27. Two 
hundred and forty-eight Lodges are borne upon the registry, their aggregate mem- 
bership being thirteen thousand seven hundred and twenty-four. A large amount 
of business was transacted during the Communication, which continued four days. 
The M.\ W.\ Joseph M. Anderson was elected Grand Master, and the B.\ W.\ 
Charles A. Fuller was reelected Grand Secretary. 
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TEXAS. 

The thirtieth Animal Communication of the Grand Lodge of Texas was held in 
the city of Houston, commencing on the eleventh day of June, 1866, the M.\ TP.*. 
Robert M. Elgin, Grand Master, presiding, and the R.\ W.\ George H. Bringhurst 
being Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master’s Address opens sadly. The death of the if.*. W.\ Archibald 
S. Ruthven, Past Grand Master, and for so many years Grand Secretary, at the home 
of his childhood, in Scotland, is announced, and of his own bereavements he says : 

“ Almost in sight of where we now are, lie the remains of what a few months ago 
were the dearest objects of our affections. The heart that beat in unison with our 
own, and the hand that delighted to administer to our wants, are forever stilled, as 
well as the little feet that ran to meet, and the arms that were stretched forth to 
greet us when returning to refreshment from the toils of the day. A common grave 
holds them both, and nought is left but the momery of the faithful love of the one, 
and the innocence and affection of the other.” 

Five dispensations for the formation of new Lodges were issued by him during 
the year, as were sundry special ones to Lodges which had lost their charters by fire. 
Every encouragement for the resuscitation of dormant Lodges had been given, the 
discretionary power vested in the Grand Master to afford them ample time to pay 
their indebtedness to the Grand Lodge having been exercised in every case where 
reasonable efforts to do so had been made ; and he suggests that the sooner those 
Lodges that do not endeavor to pay be declared extinct, the better it will be for the 
Craft at large. The Constitution and Edicts of the Grand Lodge not having been 
published for nine or ten years, and many amendments having, in the meantime, 
been made thereto, he suggested that a committee be appointed to revise and publish 
the same, which suggestion was concurred in by the Grand Lodge. 

The report of the Deputy Grand Master, the R.\ W.\ Richard Duglass, announces 
the issue of three dispensations to form new Lodges, making, with those granted by 
the Grand Master, eight in all. Sundry applications for new Lodges were refused 
by both those officers, the requirements of the Grand Lodge not being complied 
with. Bro. Duglass had refused, in every instance, to grant permission to confer 
degrees in less than the usual time, his observation and experience having taught 
him that few Masons thus hurriedly made ever become working members, or are of 
any value to the Fraternity. His request to be permitted to retire from office did 
not accord with the wishes of the Grand Lodge, which showed its appreciation of 
his services by electing him Grand Master. 

The Report on Correspondence was presented by Bro. William B. Potts, and 
reviews the proceedings of twenty-eight Grand Lodges, including ours for 1866. 
Quite lengthy extracts from the address of Grand Master Belcher are given, and 
the manner in which we transact our business is specially commended. A history of 
the Conservators is given, and the attempt of Bro. Morris is strongly condemned. 
Bro. Botts expresses his commendation of those Grand Lodges which refused to 
establish Military Lodges, and in well-chosen words deprecates all allusions to 
political matters in Masonic papers. 

The financial reports show the receipts during the year ending June, 1866, to 
have been $3,868 50, and the disbursements $2,118 76, and that the dues for the cur- 
rent year amounted to $9,431 70. Two hundred and fifty-one chartered Lodges, and 
fifteen under dispensation, appear to be borne upon the roll, from thirty-five of which 
no returns were received, some of them being delinquent in that respect since 1859. 
The membership of those making reports is ten thousand and twenty-five. The 
Grand Lodge remained in session five days, during which the M.\ W.\ Richard 
Duglass was elected Grand Master, and the JR.\ W.\ George H. Bringhurst was 
reflected Grand Secretary. 
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VIRGINIA. 

The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of this State for the year 1866 
was commenced in the city of Richmond, on the tenth day of December, the M.\ W.\ 
Edward H. Lane, Grand Master, presiding, and the W,\ John Dove being Grand 
Secretary. 

The Grand Master, in his Address, contrasts the auspices under which the pres- 
ent meeting of the Grand Lodge is held, with those under which it assembled the 
year preceding, and says that the Lodges having during the year set to work with 
zeal and energy, their losses have to a great extent been repaired, and most of 
them find themselves in as prosperous a condition as they were in former years. He 
refers to the action had at the last Annual Communication relative to the formation 
of the Grand Lodge of West Virginia ; states that during the year he had received a 
number of letters from Lodges in that State desiring information as to what course 
the Grand Lodge intended to pursue in regard to it, some of them alleging that they 
would prefer to surrender their charters than be compelled to hold them under the 
so-called Grand Lodge of West Virginia. He recommends that the question of the 
recognition of that body receive a very patient and deliberate investigation, and 
that it be acted upon with great care, after a full examination of all the facts con- 
nected with its establishment. He acknowledges the receipt of a communication 
from the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia in regard to 
the action had at the last Communication in reference to those Masons made in the 
Lodge established in Alexandria, denying the right of the Grand Lodge of Virginia 
to require that they should be healed, which was submitted for the consideration of 
the Grand Lodge. He alludes to the financial embarrassments under which both the 
Grand Lodge and its subordinates labor, and urges the adoption of some plan by 
which they can be relieved. Twenty-seven dispensations for the formation of new 
Lodges had been issued since the last Annual Communication, a larger number than 
had for many years before been granted, owing to the fact that during the late strug- 
gle but few Lodges had been established. 

The Committee on Correspondence acknowledges the receipt of the proceedings 
of thirty-two Grand Lodges, including those of California, but for what years does 
not appear, and say of them, “ these reports are so voluminous that we have by no 
means undertaken to read them through. In most of them the Grand Masters and 
Committees on Correspondence are simply ventilating their rhetoric, while resolving 
themselves into mutual admiration or crimination societies.” The reports of Mis- 
souri, California, and Vermont are, however, not embraced in this sweeping censure ; 
and the committee avail themselves of the first by chopping out a large portion of it 
for their readers, thus saving themselves the labor of reading those “voluminous pro- 
ceedings in which Grand Masters and Committees on Correspondence ventilate their 
rhetoric.” 

The committee to whom the Address of the Grand Master was referred, in report- 
ing upon that portion of it which refers to the communication received from the 
Grand Master of the District of Columbia, “ are frank to say, that, in their opinion, 
the Grand Lodge of Virginia committed an error in its action at the last Annual Com- 
munication, in requiring the healing of Masons made in Union Lodge, whilst under 
the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia, as a condition pre- 
cedent to their recognition as Masons by the Grand Lodge of Virginia and they 
accompanied their report by three resolutions, the first rescinding the action had at 
the preceding Communication requiring those Masons to be healed ; the second re- 
storing the fraternal relations heretofore existing between the two Grand Lodges, 
and recognizing the Masons made in Union Lodge as lawful brethren ; and the third 
directing that the Grand Secretary transmit a copy of the first two to the Grand Lodge 
of the District — all which were adopted. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence presented a carefully considered report, accom- 
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panied by a number of resolutions which were adopted by the Grand Lodge, the 
most important of which embody the following principles of Masonic law in that ju- 
risdiction : — 

“ That no dispensation for the organization of a new Lodge shall be issued, unless, 
in addition to the usual requirements, it shall be accompanied by the certificate of 
the District Deputy Grand Master, that the officers named are qualified to superin- 
tend the work, confer the degrees, and deliver the lectures. 

“ That aU appeals to the Grand Master or Grand Lodge must be made through 
the District Deputy Grand Master. 

“ That the election of an applicant for the degrees merely invests him with the 
privilege of being admitted into the fraternity— which privilege can, for good cause, 
oe withheld. 

“ That it is not expedient to require visitors to exhibit diplomas. Lodges having 
the right to admit or reject them at option, should require satisfactory evidence of 
Masonic character. 

“ That upon payment of dues by a brother suspended for non-payment thereof, 
he can be reinstated at a stated meeting of the Lodge by a vote of a majority of the 
members; and 

“ That no Mason is authorized to disclose his ballot in any,vote of admission or ad- 
vancement, unless he shall have voted in the negative.” 

The committee to whom, at the last Annual Communication, was referred the 
subject of the formation of the Grand Lodge of West Virginia, presented a report, in 
which the manner of its organization is succinctly reviewed, and the conclusions to 
which they arrived are embodied in the following preamble and resolution, which 
were adopted 

44 Whereas, This Grand Lodge has been informed that during the year 1864 rep- 
resentatives from nine Lodges located in that part of this jurisdiction known as West 
Virginia, assembled and organized a Grand Lodge ; and, whereas, said Subordinate 
Lodges had not paid up their dues to this Grand Lodge, and notified their intention 
to withdraw and organize a Grand Lodge for themselves, as Masonic usage requires, 
thereby rebelling against rightful authority ; and, whereas, this Grand Lodge has 
reason to belive that some of the Lodges in West Virgin a had no part in that act, and 
are opposed to separation from the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge ; and, whereas, 
this Grand Lodge, while earnestly and solemnly protesting against the legality -and 
regularity of the act of the formation of said Grand Lodge of West Virginia, is will- 
ing, if possible, to be in peace and harmony with said Grand Lodge, and exchange 
true fraternal relations ; 

44 Resolved, That this Grand Lodge is willing to recognize the Grand Lodge of 
West Virginia whenever it shall be satisfied that a full majority of the thirty-three 
active Lodges in the boundary of West Virginia, holding charters from this Grand 
Lodge, shall desire to separate from us and unite with the Grand Lodge of West Vir- 
ginia, and shall return their charters and pay up their dues to this Grand Lodge to 
December, 1865.” 

A letter from the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of West Virginia is appended 
to the report, which gives a history of its organization ; acknowledges the claim to 
the payment of dues made by the mother Grand Lodge ; and expresses a desire that 
all matters in relation to which any possible difference can arise between the two 
Grand bodies may be adjusted and settled in a manner consistent with that harmony 
and brotherly affection which Masons profess and teach. 

The financial reports show the receipts for the year to have been $3,133 75, and 
the disbursements $3,140 74. To give the number of Lodges upon the registry of 
the Grand Lodge, or their membership, would require more time than the writer has 
to spare, as it would be necessary, in order to do so, to make all the requisite addi- 
tions. Three days sufficed for the transaction of the business, and the Grand officers 
were all reelected. 

WEST VIRGINIA. 

We are pleased to acknowledge the receipt of the proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge of this State, containing the history of its formation, and a record of its trans- 
actions at two Annual Communications, held respectively in 1866 and 1867, and at 
sundry special Communications held between these intervals. From an introduction 
to the proceedings we learn that for nearly three years previous to the recognition 
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of West Virginia, in June, 1863, as an independent State by the Federal Governmer.t, 
communication between most of the subordinates therein and the Grand Lodge of 
Virginia had been entirely suspended, and that many of them had ceased to work, 
the disturbed condition of the country rendering it improper and, in some instances, 
impossible, for them to meet. As the tide of war was gradually transferred to the 
extreme border, large districts of the new State were restored to comparative tran- 
quility, and in these the brethren were anxious to resume labor; but, in several 
instances they found themselves unable to do so without the aid of such authority as 
could only be obtained from a Grand Lodge. The working Lodges also began to 
feel the necessity of a head, and under this pressure the propriety of the formation 
of a Grand Lodge for West Virginia was mooted. Correspondence was had with 
eminent brethren in other jurisdictions, all whom, without exception, approved the 
movement as eminently proper and necessary, and clearly in accordance with 
Masonic usage. Thus advised, a convention of Lodges was held in Grafton, on the 
twenty-eighth day of December, 1863, in response to a circular issued by Fairmount 
Lodge, No. 9. Great excitement, consequent upon events of the war, existing at the 
time, prevented the presence of delegates from some parts of the State, and although 
more than a constitutional number of Lodges were represented, it was thought best 
to adjourn until a larger attendance could be obtained. At the second convention, 
which was held on the twenty-second of February, 1864, at Fairmount, although the 
representation was larger than at the previous meeting, it was again adjourned for 
the same reasons which applied in the first instance. The convention assembled for 
the third time on the twenty-fourth of June, following, at the place last named. 
Eight Lodges were represented, an election for Grand Officers was held, and a day 
was appointed for their installation. The officers chosen considering afterward 
that there was some informality in their election, declined to be installed, and 
nothing further was done until the twelfth day of April, 1865, on which date a con- 
vention was again held, eight Lodges being represented, and the Grand Lodge was 
organized, the M:. W.\ William J. Bates being elected Grand Master, and the II:. 
W:. Thomas H. Logan, Grand Secretary. The M:. W:. William B. Thrall, Past 
Grand Master of Ohio, was invited to install the Grand Officers elect; the Lodges 
were called upon for a contribution equal to fifty cents for each member borne upon 
their rolls, *and the convention then adjourned to meet again at the city of Wheeling, 
on the tenth day of May, following, that being the day designated for the installation 
of the Grand Officers. Pursuant to adjournment, the convention, on the day named, as- 
sembled in Wheeling, the Grand Officers were installed by Past Grand Master Thrall, 
who delivered an eloquent address on the occasion, and the Grand Lodge of West 
Virginia was opened in ample form. Representatives were in attendance from nine 
Lodges, and a most interesting Address was delivered by the Grand Master, which 
set forth the reasons for the organization of the Grand Lodge, their right to form it, 
and the propriety of the act. He recommended the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to prepare an address to the Grand Lodge of Virginia, advising it of the or- 
ganization just completed, and requesting its fraternal recogniiion, and that a 
special representative should be appointed to visit it, with power to adjust all 
differences that could possibly arise : both which recommendations were concurred 
In, and the Grand Master was requested to act as such special representative. The 
Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Virginia was adopted for the government of the 
Grand Lodge until one could be prepared by a committee appointed for that pur- 
pose, and after the transaction of the varied business incident to new organizations, 
the Grand Lodge was closed. 

The Annual Communication for 1S66, which is called the first, was held in the city 
of Wheeling, commencing on the seventeenth day of January. Twenty Lodges 
were represented, and the M:. W.\ William J. Bates, Grand Master, presided, the 
R.\ W.\ Thomas H. Logan being Grand Secretary. 
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The Grand Master in his Address congratulates the Grand Lodge upon the increas- 
ing interest manifested in various parts of the State, and for the encouraging signs 
of returning unity and peace in Lodges which, but lately, were torn by discord and 
strife. Two new Lodges had been formed, and sundry old ones, broken up by the 
war, had been revived. In consequence of the failure of the brother deputed to 
prepare the address to the Grand Lodge of Virginia, in consonance with the action of 
the Grand Lodge at the preceding meeting, to perform that duty, the Grand Master ap- 
pointed the Deputy Grand Master as special representative to that Grand Body, who 
visited Richmond during its sessions, and was received with the utmost courtesy. 
He had attended sundry meetings of a committee appointed by it; had submitted a 
history of the various proceedings leading to the formation of the Grand Lodge 
which he represented, and had argued the legality as well as the propriety and 
necessity of the act. No result was arrived at, the Grand Lodge of Virginia postpon- 
ing the consideration of the subject until its next Annual Communication, prescrib- 
ing, however, as a condition of recognition, that the subordinates in West Virginia 
should pay all indebtedness to it on account of dues to the date of the organization 
of their Grand Lodge, and that they should also return the charters they had received 
from it. The justice of the first proposition can not be questioned ; indeed, it is 
admitted by the parties interested, and would have been adjusted without delay, but 
that the impoverished condition of the Lodges rendered immediate payment impos- 
sible. In respect to the return of the charters, thongh tlie demand is certainly in 
accordance with Masonic usage, we think that if the Lodges desire to retain them, 
the Grand Lodge of Virginia should for “Auld Lang Syne,” accede to their wishes, 
and thus leave with them cherished mementoes of their connection with it. 

The Grand Master alludes to the diversity in the work and lectures existing 
among the Lodges, and urges the necessity of taking some action by which the evil 
may be remedied. The work was exemplified, but nothing was done to secure the 
object desired. He also recommends the granting of dimit^ to members withdraw- 
ing from Lodges, which custom was not practiced in that jurisdiction, as the omis- 
sion to do so led to serious inconvenience to brethren removing to other States. 

A Constitution was adopted which contains some provisions that we aie not ac- 
customed to, and whicb seem to us strange. By it the Grand Master is authorized, 
When he must necessarily be absent from the meetings of the Grand Lodge, io de- 
pute some member of that Body to officiate in his stead, provided the Deputy Grand 
Master is not in attendance. Nominations of candidates for offices is made obligatory 
in both the Grand Lodge and the subordinates ; and in the latter the candidates 
named are obliged to retire during the balloting. There are many other provisions 
which we would like to note, but we confine ourselves to the following, the first of 
which seems to give the Grand Lodge jurisdiction over the Chapter degrees, and the 
second implies that it has in common with its subordinates the right to receive and 
act upon petitions for degrees. 

“ The members of the Grand Lodge and of all warranted Lodges within their ju- 
risdiction, so far as they have abilities and members, have an undoubted right to ex- 
ercise all degrees of the Ancient Craft, and consequently the Royal Arch. 

“ Every person admitted to any degree of Masonry in this Grand Lodge, shall pay 
for the benefit of this Grand Lodge, sixteen dollars.” 

No business of importance other than the adoption of the Constitution was trans- 
acted. The Grand Lodge continued in session two days, and the Grand Master and 
Grand Secretary were both reelected. 


At the second Annual Communication, which was held in the city of Wheeling, 
and commenced on the twenty-second day of January of the present year, the Grand 
Master and Grand Secretary were both in their respective places. The Grand Master 
in his Address announces the gratifying fact that, with scarcely an exception, the 
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Lodges are pursuing their labors iu unity and peace, and that harmony and brotherly 
feeling is rapidly returning among those who were lately arrayed iu deadly hostility 
to each other. He states that no official information had been received from the 
Grand Lodge of Virginia iu regard to such action as had been had at its recent Com- 
munication relative to a settlement of their differences, but he had been informed of 
the tenor of the resolution adopted by it, (see review of Virginia) and takes issue 
with the protest against the legality and regularity of the formation of this Grand 
Lodge. In our opinion he sustains both. It is well established that the majority of 
the working Lodges in West Virginia took part in its organization, and that of twen- 
ty-eight Lodges in active operation in I860, twenty now acknowledge allegiance to 
the new Grand Lodge. One denies its authority and jurisdiction, but made no re- 
port to the Grand Lodge of Virginia in 1865 ; four made reports in that year to that 
Grand Lodge ; and of the condition of the other three, no reliable information can 
be obtained. The condition of the country at the time of the organization prevented 
all intercourse between the subordinates which formed the new Grand Lodge and the 
Grand Lodge of Virginia ; and, consequently, they could neither pay their indebtedness, 
nor, if they thought it necessary, return their charters. The Grand Lodge of Cali- 
fornia was formed by Lodges which neither notified the Grand Lodges under whose 
authority they worked of their intent, asked their permission, returned their char- 
ters, nor, until after the Grand Lodge was organized, paid their dues ; and yet the 
regularity and legality of its formation wore never questioned, not even by the Grand 
Lodge of Virginia ; neither did it hesitate to recognize the Grand Lodge of Nevada, 
which was formed by Lodges all holding under the Grand Lodge of California, from 
which no consent was asked, the first information received by it being an official an- 
nouncement of the act. We have no doubt that the matter will be settled satisfacto- 
rily to all concerned, the fraternal and conciliatory spirit which pervades both bodies 
giving every assurance that such will be the case. 

Grand Master Bates announces the issue of four dispensations taform new Lodges ; 
urges the appointment of a Grand Lecturer, and recommends the adoption of the Text 
Book of Bro. John Dove, Grand Secretary of Virginia, as the manual to be used 
throughout the jurisdiction. 

Quite a lengthy Report on Correspondence was presented by the Grand Secretary, 
containing a summary of the doings of thirty Grand Lodges, California for 1866 in- 
cluded, but the late hour at which the proceedings came to hand, and the great 
amount of work yet unfinished, prevents an extended notice of it. The financial re- 
ports show the receipts for the years 1865 and 1866 to have been $1,764 35. Twenty- 
four Lodges appear upon the registry, their membership being one thousand and six- 
ty-one. The Grand Lodge remained in session three days, and the Grand Master and 
Grand Secretary were both reflected. 

WASHINGTON. 

The Grand Lodge of this Territory held its Annual Communication for 1866 in 
the city of Olympia, commencing on the nineteenth day of September, the jR.\ TV.*. 
William H. Wood, Deputy Grand Master, presiding, and the R.’. W.\ Thomas M. 
Reed being Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Master, the Ms. W.\ Elwood Evans, having been absent from the 
8tate during the greater portion of the year, the government of the Craft devolved 
upon the Deputy Grand Master, who, in a brief address, presented an account of his 
official acts. The Lodges, with one exception, which he forbears to name, in the 
hope that the forbearance may be properly appreciated and be productive of good, 
are reported to be iu a prosperous condition. He had decided that a Lodge could 
not be held in a frame building occupied, also, by a private family, if the voices could 
be heard throughout the building, and that the Masters of the Lodges would be held 
responsible if legal tenders were accepted for fees or dues, the Grand Lodge having 
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prescribed that gold coin only should be received therefor. He had also decided, 
and his decision was concurred in by the Graud Lodge, that upon a proper applica- 
tion he would grant a dispensation to form and open a new Lodge in British Colum- 
bia, and that if the Lodges established in that Colony refused to recommend the 
petitioners for it, he would be satisfied with the recommendation of the nearest Lodge 
under his own jurisdiction, basing his reasons upon the ground that there never hav- 
ing been a Grand Lodge either in Vancouver Island or British Columbia, both Colo- 
nies are open to all Masonic Grand Bodies, and that he knew of no law or precedent 
requiring Masons residing therein to apply to any particular Grand Lodge for a dis- 
pensation. We are of opinion that Masonic usage has conceded to the British Grand 
Lodges the right to establish subordinate bodies in all countries acknowledging alle- 
giance to the Crown of England, and in which there is no Grand Lodge established, 
they having co-equal authority outside of their own immediate jurisdictions. If the 
decision of Bro. Wood is a correct one, the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland, or 
Ireland would have the right to establish Lodges in any territory of the United States 
in which there is no Grand Lodge; and yet if either were to do so, what a storm of 
indignation would be aroused ! There is no question that in countries independent in 
themselves, like China or the Hawaiian Islands, and in which no Grand Lodge exists, 
any Grand Lodge has the right to establish subordinates ; but we doubt very much 
whether this right extends to a country subordinate to a government in which a 
Grand Lodge is established, being of opinion that the Grand Lodge would have the 
same jurisdiction Masonically that the government had politically. 

The Grand Secretary in his report says that “ as compared with former years, a 
general dullness in 4 matters Masonic’ seems to have pervaded the entire jurisdic- 
tion, the increase in membership being only four since the year preceding.” 

The Report on Correspondence was presented by the Grand Secretary, the 
R.\ W.\ Thomas M. Reed. It notices the proceedings of twenty-three Grand Lodges, 
California included, but in accordance with a resolution of the Grand Lodge, adopted 
at the previous Communication, confines itself entirely to such portions thereof as 
have direct reference to the Grand Lodge of Washington. As a matter of course, 
the subjects touched upon are limited, the principal, indeed the only one, being the 
controversy as to the right of Oregon to establish Lodges in Idaho Territory, and as 
this has already been presented, we do not deem it necessary to allude to it further. 
We are pleased to see that the resolution restricting the committee, as above, was 
rescinded. 

The financial reports show that the receipts for the year were $697 75, and that 
there was a balance in the treasury, from the year before, of $599 94. Ten chartered 
Lodges are borne upon the roll, their membership being three hundred and forty- 
seven. The Grand Lodge continued in session three days, during which the Mr. Wr. 
Thomas M. Reed was elected Grand Master, and the JR.\ Wr. William H. Wood was 
elected Grand Secretary. 

WISCONSIN. 

The twenty-third Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of this State was 
held in the city of Milwaukee, commencing on the twelfth day of June, 1866. Rep- 
resentatives were in attendance from one hundred and twenty-eight chartered 
Lodges, and eleven under dispensation. The Mr. Wr. John T. Wentworth, Grand 
Master, presided, the Rr. Wr. William T. Palmer, being Grand Secretary. 

In his Address the Grand Master submits a report of bis official acts, among which 
were the issue of thirteen dispensations to form new Lodges. He commends the en- 
forcement of the requirements adopted at the previous Communication— that persons 
made Masons in Army Lodges, must be treated in every respect as if they had never 
been made Masons at all ; bears testimony to the beneficial effects of that regulation 
of the Grand Lodge which makes proficiency in the lectures a necessity for ad- 
vancement in the degrees ; congratulates the Craft upon the prosperity of the past 
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year ; and accompanies the congratulation with the customary advice in regard to 
the dangers which might possibly accrue from the too great popularity of the Order. 

Ill health on the part of the Chairman, Bro. R. Ds Los Pclford, and the late day 
in which the proceedings of other Grand Lodges were received, is given as a reason 
for the brevity of the report presented by the Committee on Correspondence. The 
proceedings of twenty-two Grand Bodies are noticed, those of California included, 
but no comments are made. 

The financial reports show the receipts for the year to have been $5,169 66, and 
that in addition thereto, there was $1,521 81 in the treasury, and $8,430 invested in 
bonds and mortgages. 

The sum of three hundred dollars was donated to the widows and orphans of 
three deceased brethren, and jewels were devoted to the retiring Grand Master and 
Grand Treasurer. 

One hundred and forty-one chartered Lodges, an increase of twelve over the pre- 
ceding year, are now borne upon the roll, with a membership of six thousand three 
hundred and forty-one. 

The Grand Lodge continued in session three days, during which the if.*. Ws. 
Melvin L. Young was elected Grand Master, and the R.\ W.\ William T. Palmer 
was reflected Grand Secretary. 

In concluding this report we should have been pleased to have presented a sum- 
mary of the decisions of the various Grand Masters and of the Committees on Juris- 
prudence, which appear in the proceedings reviewed, but the brief period now re- 
maining prior to the meeting of the Grand Lodge, renders it impossible to compila 
it with such care as would render it valuable for future reference. With the hops 
that our labor may not be entirely fruitless, the report is

To the Mr. Wr. Grand Lodge of California: — 

Your committee, to whom was referred the Address of the Mr. Wr. Grand Mas- 
ter, respectfully report that, waiving the usual commendation of its style, composi- 
tion, and true Masonic spirit — in all which particulars, however, they are happy to 
say it is worthy of its author and its many able predecessors — they cordially, in be- 
half of this Grand Lodge, join with the Grand Master in his congratulations upon 
the auspicious circumstances under which that body holds its present Communi- 
cation, ftnd upon the general prosperity and harmony which prevail throughout 
our Order in this jurisdiction. Ever may the Fraternity remember from whom come 
all the blessings we enjoy, and ever may our words and acts be such as will be 
acceptable to Him. 

Your committee proceed at once to the work assigned to them. Theyrecommend 
that the action oi tne Grand Master be approved in each of the following particu- 
lars : — 
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1st. In relation to those subordinate Lodges which were reported at the last Com- 
munication as delinquent in their obedience to authority, and whose cases were 
referred to him for such action a3 he might deem proper : 

2d. In his permission, under the circumstances mentioned, for an application to a 
Connecticut Lodge to confer the degrees upon an individual about to leave this juris- 
diction and return to the place of his nativity : 

3d. In atl his action relative to Sotoyomi Lodge, No. 123, in the arrest of its char- 
ter for the reasons given, and the restoration thereof consequent upon the subsequent 
action and conduct of its members. 

Although no particular action on the part of this Grand Lodge is called for, yet 
your committee can not withhold their approval of the very excellent suggestions 
and advice of the Grand Master as to the watchful caution which should be exer- 
cised in the reception of new workmen in the Craft ; the more careful examination of 
strange brethren and visitors of Lodges ; and the clear wrong of discussions as to 
the merits or demerits of candidates after action of the Lodge resulting in a rejection. 
Would all Lodges and brethren heed and follow these admonitions, we believe that 
not only would the peace and harmony of our Lodges be promoted, but our true and 
lasting prosperity be greatly enhanced. 

The remaining portions of the address your committee recommend to be referred 
as follows : — 

To the Committee on Charters : So much as relates to the granting of dispensa- 
tions for the creation of new Lodges ; and 

To the Committee on Jurisprudence : 1st— All the decisions of the Grand Master 
as given in the address ; 2d— So much thereof as relates to the new Grand Lodges of 
Nova Scotia and West Virginia ; 3d — So much thereof as relates to a violation of the 
rights of this Grand Lodge by a subordinate of the Grand Lodge of New York ; and 
4th — So much thereof as relates to the status of members of traveling or military 
Lodges instituted during the recent civil war. 

In conclusion, your committee can not but express their regret upon hearing and 
reading the announcement of the Grand Master that his official relations with the 
Grand Lodge must terminate with this Communication. Upon his retirement from 
his high and honored position, we can assure him that his successors can receive no 
higher praise than the truthful assertion that in all particulars they have wielded tht 
gavel as gracefully, and yet as firmly and satisfactorily to the Grand Lodge and to the 
brethren, as has been done by him whose address has been at this time referred to 
your committee.

On motion of Bro. William H. Hill, of Sacramento, the delivery of 
the Address of the Grand Orator was made the special order for to-mor- 
row morning, immediately after the reception of the reports of the regu- 
lar committees. 

Bro. Samuel Prager presented a question relative to the manner of 
giving notice to a Lodge, by one of its expelled members, of his intention 
to petition the Grand Lodge for restoration ; which was referred to the 
Committee on Grievances. 

Bro. Wm. H. Hill, of Sacramento, offered a resolution that the Masonic 
Funeral Service, now in use in this jurisdiction, be referred for revision to 
a special committee, to report at the next Annual Communication ; which 
resolution was not adopted. 

Bro. Benj. H. Freeman presented the following* memorial from the 
Masters of the Lodges in San Francisco, composing the Masonic Board of 
Relief of that city: — 

To the M.’. W.\ Grand Lodge of California 

The undersigned, Masters of the several Masonic Lodges of San Francisco, 
respectfully memorialize your Grand Body upon the subject of the present method 
of dispensing Masonic charity to those brethren belonging to other jurisdictions who 
are destitute in our midst, and desire to present for your consideration the following 
statement of facts 

About twelve years since the Masonic Board of Relief of the City of San Fran- 
cisco was oiganized, and since that time it has expended in Masonic charities about 
sixty thousand dollars, which sum has been exclusively drawn fi*om the Fraternity of

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this city, with the exception of the sum donated from the funds of the Grand Lodge 
at its last Annual Communication, and sundry comparatively small amounts refunded 
by L >dges whose members have been relieved by the Board. 

We would represent that our city, being the principal commercial seaport of this 
coast, naturally receives a large majority of all the Masons from other jurisdictions 
who arrive in our State requiring Masonic assistance, thus devolving upon the seven- 
teen hundred members of Lodges of this city a burden which we think should be 
shared by the entire jurisdiction. From our experience as members of the Board of 
Belief, we believe that the whole matter of the dispensation of Masonic charity 
should be under the control and direction of the Grand Lodge, that body raising the 
requisite funds therefor by a tax upon each Mason in the jurisdiction, and the fund 
so raised to be applied in such manner as that body, in its wisdom, may direct. 

We would further represent that, under the present Grand Lodge regulations, 
where a member of a Lodge in this jurisdiction has been assisted by a Board of Relief 
or from the funds of another Lodge, there is nothing requiring the Lodge, whose 
member has been so relieved, to refund the money thus expended. We believe that 
it is incumbent on each Lodge to provide for its own members, and would respect- 
fully request from your Grand Body the passage of a law requiring each Lodge to 
refund all moneys which may be expended by other Lodges, or a Board of Relief, for 
the relief of any of its members. 

Confiding in the justice of our representations, we offer the following resolutions 
for the consideration of your Grand Body, and respectfully request their adoption: — 

Resoloed, That the sum of ten cents be and is hereby levied monthly upon each 
Master Mason in this jurisdiction ; and that the money so raised shall be collected by 
the Secretaries of the several Lodges, and transmitted to the Grand Secretary on the 
first Monday of each month. 

Resolved , That a standing committee of three on Charity shall be elected by the 
Grand Lodge at each Annual Communication, whose duty it shall be to receive from 
the Grand Secretary the money raised as provided in the foregoing resolution, and 
disburse it as hereinafter directed. 

Resolved , That, in any place where two or more Lodges have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion, the Masters of such Lodges may form a Board of Relief, with articles of agree- 
ment to be approved by the Grand Master. 

Resolved, That the standing committee on Charity shall disburse the funds by 
it received, upon orders drawn by the Chairman and countersigned by the Secre- 
tary of any Board of Relief duly organized. 

Resolved, That each Board of Relief shall, on the fifteenth day of September of 
each year, transmit to the Grand Lodge a plain and comprehensive report of their 
operations during the preceding year. 

Resolved , That the money raised, as provided by the first of these series of reso- 
lutions, shall only be expended for the relief of Master Masons, in good standing, 
hailing from other jurisdictions, their widows and orphans ; but that the several 
Boards of Relief which may be organized under these regulations shall have power 
to relieve the temporary necessities of Master Masons of this jurisdiction, their wid- 
ows and orphans— the amount so expended to be refunded to the said Board of Relief 
by the Lodge of which the brother relieved may be a member. 

Resolved , That whenever a Lodge within this jurisdiction shall receive written 
notice from the Secretary of another Lodge, also in this jurisdiction, or from the 
Secretary of any Board of Relief which may be organized under the provisions 
of these resolutions, under the seal of such Lodge or Board of Relief, that they 
have expended any sum of money for the relief of any of its members, or their 
widows or orphans, it shall be the duty of the Lodge so notified to transmit the 
amount stated, immediately, to the Lodge or Board of Relief from which the notifica- 
tion shall be received, together with instructions as to what further relief in the case 
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shall be granted ; but, should the said Lodge be utterly unable to refund the amount , 
then, on a satisfactory representation of the fact, this Grand Lodge will assume and 
pay the amount in its stead. 

Resolved, That any surplus remaining in the hands of the committee on Charity 
on the first day of November of each year shall, by them, be safely invested with a 
view to eventually procure a “ home for disabled, indigent Masons,” their widows 
and orphans.

Bro. John R. Crandall, from the Committee on Finances, presented 
the following report : — 
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To ike Ms. W.\ Grand Lodge of California : — 

Tour Committee on Finances respectfully report that they have examined the 
books, papers, and vouchers of the Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary, and find 
them in all respects correct. 

The gross receipts for the year ending thirty-first July last, for account of the 
General Fund, were $11,722 45, while the appropriations are in excess of this amount 
in the snm of $1,334 56. Whether the extraordinary appropriations made at the last 
Annual Communication, involving the sum of about $3,000, were in every particular 
judicious, is not a question for your committee to determine. Tet they deem it 
proper to allude to the subject, in order that the Grand Lodge may be warned 
against a too lavish authorization of expenditure at the present session. While 
liberality is commendable, a proper economy, which shall restrict our appropriations 
at least within our revenues, is absolutely necessary. 

Your committee are of the opinion that, while the office of Grand Lecturer is, 
perhaps, still necessary, the onerous duties devolving upon that officer have so far 
decreased, by the diffusion of the work in the appointment of his numerous deputies, 
that the salary attached to that office should be dispensed with, and that the expenses 
of obtaining the lectures should be borne by those who desire them. The salaries of 
the other officers of the Grand Lodge, as fixed years ago, are not, in the opinion of 
your committee, more than commensurate with the increased labor devolving upon 
them by reason of the growth of the Order throughout the jurisdiction ; and for the 
same reason we may look for no decrease of the necessary contingent expenses. 
The revenue is amply sufficient to meet the requirements of the Grand Lodge, and 
leave a fair balance each year in the treasury ; and your committee recommend that 
in the matter of donations it be not anticipated.

Thomas R. Anthony, by San Joaquin Lodge, No. 19, of charges preferred 
against him, have had the same under consideration, and respectfully report that, as 
the specification to the charge was clearly established, the accused could only have 
been acquitted upon the assumption by the majority of the commissioners that the 
offense charged and proven was not one for which the brother could be punished 
masonically. But in this they were mistaken. The offense charged and proven is em- 
bezzlement of a large sum of money. The law of our Fraternity is that when a 
Mason commits an offense which is a violation of the moral law and of the law of 
the land, he also commits a Masonic crime, because he thereby brings shame upon 
the Craft The majority of the commissioners in the case erred in their judgment, 
and your committee therefore recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the action of San Joaquin Lodge, No. 19, in the case of Bro. 
Thomas R. Anthony, be reversed and set aside, and that the case be remanded for 
a new trial.

Your committee, to whom was referred the appeal of Bro. Charles Prager from 
the action of Los Angeles Lodge, No. 42, in sentencing him to be reprimanded, have 
had the same under consideration, and respectfully report that the commissioners in 
this case found the brother “ not guilty of the charge and specification , but guilty of 
unmasonic conduct .” The charge was “ gross unmasonic conduct,” the facts being 
set out in the specification. The commissioners might, upon a finding against the 
accused of all or a part of the facts set out in the specification, have negatived the 
charge of “ gross unmasonic conduct,” and found him guilty simply of “ unmasonic 
conduct;” but as they found him not guilty of the specification, nothing remains 
upon which they could base a judgment of guilty of “ unmasonic conduct.” After a 
verdict of “ not guilty ” upon the specification, the accused was entitled to an entire 
acquittal. It appearing, however, from the manner in which the commissioners have 
rendered their decision, that, whilst they could not find the accused guilty of all the 
facts set out in the specification, nor guilty of the charge of “ gross” unmasonic con- 
duct, yet that they believed him guilty of part of the facts alleged, and guilty of 
unmasonic conduct ; and it being evident that the commissioners were not aware 
that they might have found the accused guilty of part only of the facts charged, 
your committee recommend the adoption of the following resolution : — 

Resolved , That the action of Los Angeles Lodge, No. 42, in the case of Bro. 
Charles Prager, be reversed and set aside, and that the case be remanded fora 
new trial.

To the M.-.W.’. Grand Lodge of California : 

Your committee have carefully examined the record books and various papers 
submitted by the following Lodges under dispensation, viz : Mei'idian, Clear Lake , 
Sierra Valley , Arenas , and Evening Star , and beg leave to report as follows 

The regulations of the Grand Lodge, in regard to the forms to be observed 
In opening the records of new Lodges, have been generally observed ; the busi- 
ness transactions of the Lodges appear to have been conducted in proper order ; 
and, from the frequent refusal to accept candidates proposed, it is believed that they 
have been mindful of the injunction, so timely urged by the Grand Master in his 
address, that “ a Lodge violates less law in rejecting ten worthy applicants than in 
accepting one unworthy.” 

Arenas Lodge, at Punta Arenas, in Mendocino County, in its petition for a char- 
ter, has prayed that its name be changed to that of Claiborne Lodge, and your com- 
mittee recommend that the prayer be granted. 

Your committee have carefully examined the form for Lodge records, prepared 
by the Grand Secretary under a resolution offered by a former Committee on Char- 
ters, (for which see page 121, Yol. VII, Grand Lodge proceedings,) and believe that 
the same will not only be of great assistance to those brethren forming new Lodges, 
but that the suggestions therein contained will be of much advantage to the officers, 
and particularly to the secretaries, of many old Lodges. They recommend that the 
Grand Secretary be instructed to distribute the form provided to the representatives 
present, and also to the Lodges unrepresented at this Communication. This guide, 
in the hands of our Secretaries, will do more to correct the errors and irregularities, 
so prevalent in Lodge records, than any other action which could be taken by the 
Grand Lodge; and, among the many important papers which have been prepared 
by the efficient officer who has presented this, for the benefit and reputation of the 
Lodges in this jurisdiction, it is believed that the present one will be found not least 
useful. 

In conclusion, your committee offer the following resolution, and recommend its 
adoption : — 

Resolved , That charters be issued to Meridian Lodge, at Meridian, Sutter County ; 
Clear Lake Lodge, at Lower Lake, Lake County ; Sierra Valley Lodge , at Sierraville, 
Bierra County ; Claiborne Lodge, at Punta Arenas, Mendocino County ; and Evening 
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Star Lodge, at Rough and Ready, Siskiyou County: and that they be numbered in 
accordance with the dates of their respective dispensations.

Your committee, to whom were referred the by-laws of the several Lodges under 
dispensation, and sundry amendments to their present by-laws proposed to be 
adopted by several of the chartered Lodges, have carefully examined the same, and 
present the following report : 

MetHdian Lodge, U. D., Clear Lake Lodge, U. D., Sierra Valley Lodge, U. D., 
Arenas Lodge, U. D., and Evening Star Lodge, U. D., have all adopted the uniform 
code, and filled the blanks in accordance with the requirements of the fundamental 
law ; and it is recommended that their action be approved. 

The amendments adopted by Yount , No. 12, San Joaquin, No. 19, Occidental, No. 
22, Trinity, No. 27, St. John's, No. 37, Forbestoum , No .50, Plumas, No. 60, Live 
Oak , No. 61, Calaveras, No. 78, Howard , No. 96, Alamo, No. 122, Violet, No. 138, 
Lassen , No. 149, Excelsior, No. 166, and Mendocino, No. 179, all relate to authorized 
alterations, and their approval is recommended. 

Morning Star Lodge, No. 68, has amended its by-laws so as to have a separate 
ballot for each degree. This question having been passed upon in 1863, (see pages 
90, 93, and 105, Yol. VI, of our Proceedings,) your committee can not avoid recom- 
mending that the amendment be approved. 

Caymus Lodge, No. 93, has adopted the uniform code, with the blanks prop- 
erly filled, and asks that the name of the Lodge be changed to that of St. Helena 
Lodge, No. 93. As the Lodge has been removed from the place whence its present 
name was derived, and is now located at the village of St. Helena, your committee 
recommend that the by-laws be approved, and that the following resolution be 
adopted 

“ Resolved, That the Lodge at St. Helena, in the County of Napa, now known as 
Caymus Lodge, No. 93, be hereafter known and designated on our register as St. 
Helena Lodge, No. 93.

The W.\ John R. Buckbee, Grand Orator, then delivered the Annual 
Oration, as follows : — 

Most Worshipful Grand Master 

and Brethren of the Grand Lodge:— 

“ We learn from Holy Writ that it was decreed in the wisdom and counsel of 
Deity aforetime, that a house should be builded at Jerusalem, erected to God and dedi- 
cated to His holy name. We also learn from the same sacred source that it was in 
the heart of David to build that house, but in consequence of his reign having been 
one ot war and bloodshed, this distinguished privilege was denied him. The promise 
made to David was fulfilled in the person of Solomon, his son, who, when David had 
been gathered to his fathers, and when peace and tranquility reigned throughout the 
earth, ascended the throne and swayed the sceptre over Israel. 

We also learn from history and tradition, that this building was the most spacious, 
the most beautiful, and the most magnificent ever erected by human agency ; that its 
walls, its roof, its corridors, blazed with the lustre of precious gems ; that in its inner 
courts, the Deity had chosen his earthly abode, and that there, between the cheru- 
bim, the divine presence rested, whence issued the voice of God, and whence the subtle 
perfume of delicate woods shed fragrance over the sacred place. That temple, in 
its earthly form, is gone. No longer does its roof of beaten gold reflect the glittering 
rays of the rising sun on the hills of Judea. Its wealth has long since become the 
spoil of the barbarous invader ; its magnificent proportions of architectural beauty 
and the splendor of its internal adornment have for centuries only existed, as dreams 
exist, in the vague imaginings of that scattered people who once thronged its courts 
to offer thanksgiving to the ever-living God. Yet that temple, the type of Divinity 
on the earth, has, like the seed of mustard in the sacred parable, grown and increased 
until its foundations have become imperishable, and its spiritual roof has covered the 
universal brotherhood of earth. And to day, within one of its courts, we, dwellers by 
this western sea, pause for awhile from our labor, to wonder at that plan which, de- 
veloped in the visible form three thousand years ago near the shores of Galilee, has 
directed the quiet work of brotherhood, of order, and of law, until the spiritual tem- 
ple of to-day in which we worship, outvies in the splendor of its virtues of wisdom, 
of truth, and of charity, the magnificence of that visible temple which was but typi- 
cal of our grander structure, based as it is on the choicest of human virtues. 

It is eustomary with us to lay the corner-stone of our Masonic history in the days 
of Solomon, King of Israel. To go back of that, one becomes lost in the labyrinth 
of mysticism and conjecture. Yet, is the present alone ours? Are we forbidden to 
go back? Shall one be deemed heretic who chooses to trace Masonic existence be- 
fore the orthodox days of David ? Why is it that we seek to pass beyond the bounds 
of histoiic life, to travel in the regions of uncertain tradition, for the purpose, if pos- 
sible, of discovering our origin ? We know that human life has been the same in all 
ages ; that in the unautnbered centuries since man has lived on this earth, he has been 
the same creature, has been subject to the same wants, the same desires as now; 
and it is not too much to assert that the same yearnings to reach the ultimate cause, 
the* desire to discover the truth, impels the mind to-day on the journey to that period 
where history has long since become tradition. It is the same feeling which actuated 
those of Eld who, standing on some headland of the Canaries or Azores, fancied they 
saw the land-loom of an unknown world. To us, as to them, it is not the longing for 
the distant or the unattainable ; for, hidden in that western sea, there lay then, as 
now, a continent smiling in beauty. So we, not spurred by fevered or distempered 
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thought, find, in the exercise of onr reason, our steps arrested at every turn by all 
the evidences of an advanced civilization, by proofs of more exalted science and 
knowledge in those distant generations than we are willing to give them credit for. 
We turn our steps thitherward inquiringly because our traditions teach, and sacred 
writ gives evidence, that the pillars which stood within the porch were surmounted 
with emblems symbolical of the form of our earth and the form of our universe, even 
in those days when all of known science in the world taught the ancient conception 
that our glorious sphere was “ but a disc of earth begirt with sea.” 

Truth to-day is taught in our mysteries through symbols, and we know that this 
peculiar teaching has always characterized our Order. With this proof running 
back to the days of the first temple, we glean from history that prior to that day, — 
aye, even beyond the times of Moses or Noah, — there were observances which seem 
like types of the Masonry of to-day. We know that, antedating their period in the 
history of the world, the ruins of vast cities were to be found. Is it heretical to 
inquire who builded those stupendous cities, the names of which are now unknown ? 
May we not go back in speculative Masonry, step by step, at least into the vestibule of 
those great mysteries which prevailed in the abodes of man which existed in those 
fabulous times ? May we not draw from thence a greater antiquity for that grand 
mystery of Egypt, of India, of Etruria, and of Phoenicia — the “Unity of Deity ?” 
May not the “mysteriously glorious science” which we practice to-day, be the 
legitimate outgrowth of the Dionysian mysteries, as even they may have been drawn 
from that great fountain of all that is grand and mysterious, the incomprensible Ind 
and her daughter Egypt, whence the cotemporaries of the great law-giver Moses 
drew their inspiration? What a field of almost limitless research opens here to our 
view — so vast that it appals ! And yet it is needless to spend our time in deciphering 
from decaying obelisks the names or the origin of the builders of those palaces of 
Etruria or Thrace, or ascertaining what may be the meaning of the wedge-shaped 
triangular characters which covered the slabs of Nineveh or the bricks of Babylon, 
or the correct translation of those innumerable myths of theologic belief or historic 
fact which covered the pyramids of ancient Egypt with hieroglyphics, almost as 
impenetrable in their mysterious silence as the Sphynx of that wonderful land. To 
us it is a useless task to inquire whether we are, in Masonry, the lineal descendants 
of, or can trace our genealogy back through the centuries to the primal Chaldean, 
the worshipper of Brahm, or the ancient Egyptian ; whether our foundation was laid 
at the myth of Deucalion or at Noah’s flood — at the erection of the earliest pyra- 
mids or at the building of the Temple. Needless, for we can but use conjecture as 
to time and place beyond history, and can only realize that our birth is in that misty 
time where the thread of history becomes attenuate, and fact becomes the fictitious 
offspring of fable and tradition. That in those fabulous times there existed societies 
whose mysteries centred around the great principle of God’s unity, is surely evi- 
denced by proofs gathered from the ancient writers. But to us it is of little import- 
ance— none, in fact, only as gathering greater age for our beloved Institution ; for 
history gives us an age, in comparison with which all other institutions of earthly 
origin must be called younglings. Reaching back beyond Charlemagne and the 
Caesars, stretching centuries behind the birth of the Christ, we wei'e before the “ Star 
in the East” led the wise men to the manger in Bethlehem where lay the Messiah, 
from whose lips flowed all those inspired truths which centred around the initial 
point of the new dispensation — “ Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” At our 
accepted!, birth the Mede, the Persian, the Egyptian, and the Macedonian were in the 
full vigor of empire. Greece had not yet succeeded to the glories of ancient 
Etruria. Rome and her rival, Carthage, yet unborn, sat brooding in embryonic 
silence by the shores of the great sea. Then the religion ot the Nazarene existed 
only in prophecy, the system of Mahomet was in the womb of the future, and all of 
modern Christendom was a “ terra incognita ” to the then enlightened world. His- 
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torically, my brethren, we only date from the building of the Jewish Temple, and 
yet we have outlived nations, and states, and empires. System after system of 
religion has risen, has flourished, has decayed; and yet, amid the wreck of creeds, 
of religions, and of nations, “ Freemasonry still survives ! ” Aye, still survives, with 
all the vigor of eternal youth, with the wealth of thirty centuries frosting her brow 
with glory ; and while all things else of human origin have succumbed to the giant 
Time, which has written on their tombs the inexorable word “ decay,” we yet exist 
with as much certainty of immortality as anything on which an earthly imprint is 
stamped can possibly hope for. 

It were a thankless task to follow up the broken threads in the tapestry of 
ancient mythology, to trace through the labyrinths of doubt the mythological 
representation of the death and resurrection of Osiris, the orgies of Bacchus, the 
rites to Ceres, or the mysteries of Dionysius, of Mithras, or of Egypt, or of the Samo- 
thracian rites, even could we pick our steps with safety to the conclusion that the 
base of their secret worship, their “ great mystery,” was belief in the “ unity of God” 
and the “immortality of the soul.” For, while as speculative Masons, we may 
weave beautiful theories to flatter our self-love, we need not the adventitious aid of 
such a beginning to make us love and venerate our institution ; since we know that 
none can enter its sacred portals but those who believe in God and in the soul’s im- 
mortality, and that on those cardinal points we build our grand speculative structure. 
Believing in God’s unity and man’s immortality, we are forced to the adoption of the 
virtues which are traced on our “trestle board” with characters of living light — 

. “ brotherly love — truth — charity.” We know we shall be immortal, for truth can not 
die. We shall progress, and yet be unchangeable ; for from our initial point, year 
after year, and through all the centuries, our teachings have been impelling us on- 
ward in the faith of man’s brotherhood ; while the everyday necessities of man impel 
us to relieve the distressed, to whisper good counsel, to wipe away the tear of the 
widow, and to comfort the orphan. This work gives us a higher and holier grasp of 
charitable thought. It not only goes with us through life, but, as we stand around 
the last resting-place of mortality, it teaches us to give our brother, with prayers and 
hope, into the arms of the Great Father. Our faith looks beyond the vail ; and while 
we do not dictate to any a religious system or creed, we yet recognize that Masonry 
is the handmaid and aid of religion in its highest and purest signification. 

It is true that our first Grand Master gave us this admonition — “ Forget not the 
law and remove not the ancient landmarks which thy fathers have set;” but it has 
not been kept simply as a duty, for laws have been made which the framers decreed 
should be unchangeable and perpetual, yet they have passed away. The light upon 
our altar has not been kept bright simply by the discharge of the duties of benev- 
olence or charity, nor because of the command to cherish that which is good ; but 
rather because our Order has seized hold of grand truths, and, without forcing them, 
has, by its teachings, led the wor.d from a low barbarism to a high civilization ; 
because we have builded on a sure foundation, not blown by adverse winds into the 
eddies and shoals of error ; because through all our mystery there runs the golden 
thread of “ brotherhood And, while we know that the source whence has flown all 
of theology, all of philosophy, and all of science is to be found in the ancient mys- 
teries, and that we must go back of history to find the fountains of truth ; yet, as those 
societies were the fountains of moral life, so we have become heir to their virtues, 
and stand to-day by our record in the light of history as the mother of civilization. 
1 do not overdraw the picture, nor is it painted in a spirit of pride or boasting. Yet 
when we reflect that all ideas which look to the elevation or advancement of our 
race are received at first as fanatical ; that vast cycles of time sometimes elapse 
between the birth of the thought in the brain of some true brother, and its actual 
practical application in the world of science, or politics, or theology ; when we 
remember this, we rejoice that the corner stone of our temple of Love was ever 
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laid ; we rejoice that the walls of oar imperishable House, dedicated to the name of 
oar God, were ever reared, wherein brotherhood has become an actual trath, and 
whence streams of charity flow out from our holy altars, bearing blessings to ail 
mankind. Away back unnumbered centuries in the past it was said : “ Choose ye 
from among yourselves a captain.” Yet it is very recently that this idea has been 
practically applied to governmental policy ; and, although we know that the idea 
of brotherhood has existed from the primeval days, it has not even yet bqen 
carried out in political science. The last century has moved with rapid strides 
towards the realization of that grand dream of the fathers, yet the prejudice be- 
gotten of custom, of habit, or of education, still holds us chained to the rock of 
error. Long before the patriot fathers and brothers of our Order adopted the 
system of representative government, our Masonic theory taught the Craft “ that 
all preferment depends on real worth and personal merit only and in that we only 
carried out in our practice the philosophy of the theory that “ Masonry regards no 
man for his worldly wealth or honors.” While we all vigorously repudiate the 
doctrine of the levelers, we yet cherish the fact that “ rank is but the stamp on the 
guinea.” 

Masonry, while truly conservative, is a progressive science. In its ritual every one 
of its symbols will lead the mind into delightful paths in science or morals. From 
the moral truths drawn from the impressive ceremonies of the several degrees, we 
may go out into nature and drink in a perpetual joy in thought. Every throb in 
nature has its counterpart in our mysteries. So long as sickness, sorrow, and death 
exist on earth, so long will our mission remain unfulfilled ; so long as morality, as 
philanthropy, as charity, shall remain human virtues, so long will our destiny force 
us to exist as a power potent for good, the enemy of vice, the twin-brother of virtue. 
We are but instruments in the hands of the Omniscjent, carrying out the problem of 
human destiny ; and, as generation succeeds generation and the bubble of individual 
life breaks on the shore of the river dividing life and death, we shall realize that “ it 
is the dead who govern; we, living, but obey.” 

Our tendency is to destroy individualism and to aggregate the world into unity 
and brotherhood. Our most important truths are not taught by language, for that 
is an imperfect mode of expression. By the quiet growth of symbolic teaching we 
shadow forth the eternal and the infinite. God reveals himself to man more power- 
fully through the symbols of nature than through verbal machinery. No language 
can speak so eloquently of God’s magnificence and power as the sight of “ the world 
with its corollary of stars and drapery of gold-fringed clouds.” Symbols are the 
speech of Deity. So Masonry speaks more clearly through the allegory of symbols. 
To the ear of the initiate there is a deeper meaning in all the sounds of nature ; to 
his sense, the sun at morn, at noon, at eve, is more than suggestive ; to him the world is 
* book, and nature a kindly teacher ; the drops of rain, the river, the waterfall, the 
sprig of evergreen, the golden grain, the fragrant valleys, the everlasting hills, the 
voice of the lion, the hum of the bee, the light of day, the gloom of night, the din of 
labor, or the quiet hour of rest, each brings reflections symbolical of truths unknown 
to the profane. To us each of our signs and symbols is fraught with meaning, and, 
connected with nature, is clothed with magic beauty. The prodigality with which 
the universe is decorated teaches us to avoid materialism— skepticism. No one can 
bring his soul face to face with nature and not be drawn by the subtle attraction of 
spirit to a closer communion with the great, divine, invisible centre. Go out in nature’s 
solemn hour and cast your eyes upon the harmonious scene, and you will unconsci- 
ously become divested of self, and, looking into the immeasurable depths of space, 
will exclaim — 

“ How often we forget all time, when lone, 

Admiring nature’s universal throne, 

Her woods, her wilds, her waters, the intense 
Reply of hers to our intelligence ! 
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Live not the stars and mountains ? are the waves 
Without a spirit ? Are the dropping caves 
Without a feeling in their silent tears? 

No, no, they woo and clasp us to their spheres. 

Dissolve this clod and clog of clay before 
Its hour, and merge the soul in the great shore — 

Strip off this fond and false identity— 

Who thinks of self, when gazing on the sky ?” 

A pyramid whose base rests on hnman brotherhood, whose apex pierces the 
divinity of heaven, at whose altar men of every nation and clime and creed kneel 
to the common Father, within whose portals the sound of discord is unheard, thou 
standest, oh Masonry ! majestic in thy severe simplicity ! We, thy votaries, love thee 
that thou art good— that thy benevolent hand scatters the blessings of charity like 
gentle drops of dew from heaven upon the erring and the suffering — that we, the 
living fibres in thy mighty body, feel the brotherly thrill of the Master’s words, 
“ together brethren.” Let us not abuse our glory and our privilege. Let us not 
forget to practice out of the Lodge all those virtues inculcated in it, that the world 
may see our acts correspond with our professions. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and brethren, the hour warns me to close. We 
shall soon hear the signal from the Suuth, and from our labors here we shall disperse 
to our several abodes. May peace and prosperity attend* us all, and may each look 
back to this pleasant reunion of the Craft in this jurisdiction as being a time void of 
envy and full of delicate brotherly remembrances. And, if before another Grand Con- 
vocation here, the inexorable hand of death should “loose the silver chord,” bearing 
some loved brother from our mortal sight, may his memory be blessed, and his en- 
trance abundant into the Paradise of God. Let each of us bear constantly in 
memory that “ our hearts like muffled drums are beating funeral marches to the 
grave.” “ Let us so live that when our summons comes to join the innumerable car* 
avan that moves on to the realms of shade,” we may lie down as those who lie down to 
pleasant dreams ; that, when we shall have rested our allotted period, after life’s fitful 
fever, we may be raised by our Supreme Grand Master, with the full fruition of our 
hope in the blessed immortality of the just realized, and find our names recorded in 
the book of life as worthy members of that Grand Lodge over which He, the Great 
Architect of the universe, forever presides. 

Bro. Thomas Beck offered the following resolution : — 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Grand Lodge be tendered to the Grand Orator 
for the interesting address delivered by him, and that he be requested to furnish a 
copy thereof for publication with the transactions of this Communication. 

Which resolution was adopted. 

Bro. Charles L. Wiggin, from a majority of the committee appointed 
to make inquiries in regard to the affairs of the Masonic Hall Association, 
and Bro. John H. McKune, from a minority of said committee, presented 
reports upon that subject. 

Bro. John H. McKune moved that both reports be published with the 
proceedings, and that further action upon the subject be postponed until 
the next Annual Communication ; pending the consideration of which 
motion, the Grand Lodge was called off until 2 o’clock this afternoon.

The Grand Lodge was called on at 2 o’clock, the Grand Master pre- 
siding. 

The consideration of the motion made by Bro. John H. McKune, at the 
close of the morning session, was resumed. 

Bro. Charles Marsh called for a division of the proposition, which was 
ordered ; and the question being first upon publishing the reports with the 
proceedings, upon a call for the yeas and nays, there were found one hun- 
dred and seventy-nine votes in the affirmative and two hundred and nine- 
teen in the negative. So the motion was lost. 

The question being then upon postponing the further consideration of 
the subject of the reports until the next Annual Communication, Bro. John 
W. Harville offered an amendment, that five hundred copies of the reports 
be printed, separately, for distribution. 

Bro. Charles Marsh moved, as an amendment to the amendment, that 
the Grand Lodge concur in the report of the majority of the committee ;

Resolved, That so much of the Seventh General Regulation as directs the setting 
aside, annually, of the sum of at least one thousand dollars, from the revenues of 
the Grand Lodge, as an accumulating fund for the future erection of a Masonic 
Hall, be and is hereby rescinded. 

Bro. James Anderson presented a question relative to certain physical 
disabilities : 

Bro. Bennett Pulverman presented a question relative to the right of 
a Master to exclude a member of his own Lodge from its meetings : 

Bro. John Martin presented an inquiry as to the right of visit, and as 
to the duty of a Master in certain cases relative to reports of committees 
of investigation : 

Bro. Caleb E. Wilcoxon presented an inquiry whether the Grand 
Master had power to direct a transfer of the trial of a Mason from his 
own Lodge to another, when it was shown that a fair trial could not be 
had in the first : and 

Bro. Richard Dale presented inquiries relative to the duty of a Lodge 
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in a case growing out of the inconvenient antagonism of the regulations 
of the Grand Lodge of Rhode Island and our own, upon the subject of 
dimits ; and as to the propriety of presenting to a Lodge the testimony 
taken before a pommittee to whom had been referred objections to the 
advancement of a candidate. 

All which were referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence. 

The Grand Secretary presented the credentials of Bro. Ebenezer 
Hamilton Shaw, as the Representative of the Grand Orient of Colon, in 
the Island of Cuba, near this Grand Lodge ; and, upon his motion, it was 
ordered that Bro. Shaw be received and accredited as such representative. 

On motion of Bro. William H. Hill, of Sacramento, the .election of 
Qrand Officers was made the special order for to-morrow morning at 1 1 
o’clock. 

The Grand Lodge was then called off until 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning.

From the above favorable exhibit, and it being shown by the Grand Secretary 
that the expenses of the Grand Lodge for the ensuing year will be materially les- 
sened, unless the Grand Lodge should again order some extraordinary appropria- 
tions such as those of last year, your committee, at his suggestion, recommend 
a reduction of the dues for account of the Representative Fund, to the sum of 
twenty-five cents for each member borne upon the rolls of the subordinate Lodges.

To the Grand Lodge of California : — 


Your committee, to whom was referred the appeal in the matter of the acquittal 
of Bro. William M. La Roche, by Occidental Lodge, No. 22, of charges preferred 
against him, have had the same under consideration, and respectfully report as 
follows : — 

The accused has unquestionably been guilty of a Masonic offense. The specifica- 
tions are, that he made statements of a highly defamatory character against a 
brother. Every Mason is under the obligation not to injure a brother in his good 
name. He must neither originate statements of a defamatory nature against a 
brother, nor give circulation to any that he may have heard, because injury may 
be done as well by the one as by the other ; in fact, it is the circulation that gives 
slander its effect. It is as much an offense to circulate such statements amongst 
Masons as.amongst others. If the offense is committed without malice, the offender 
is deserving, at least, of a reprimand ; if it is committed maliciously, the offender 
deserves expulsion.^ 

In the present case, in order to rebut the presumption of malice, the accused 
introduced witnesses to prove that injurious reports were in ^circulation, and had 
been communicated to him ; but he introduced no witness who testified that any 
such report was in circulation as that set out in the first specification^ and which 
was clearly proved as uttered by him. 

That a brother commits an offense under the influence of liquor is no excuse 
upon a Masonic trial, because his condition is itself a disregard of one of the car- 
dinal virtues of a Mason — temperance. 

When the commissioners, upon a trial, can not find the accused guilty of the 
charge or specification, as set out, they may negative any part of the charge or 
speciiication which they do not find against the accused, and return a verdict, or 
judgment, for that portion of the specification or charge of which they find the 
accused guilty. Inasmuch, therefore, as the accused was guilty of a Masonic 
offense, the commissioners erred in their judgment, and your committee recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution : — 

Resolved, That the action of Occidental Lodge, No. 22, in the case of Bro. 
William M. La Roche, be reversed and set aside, anl that the case be remanded 
for a new trial.

Your committee, to whom was referred the application of William B. Lee, ex- 
pelled by Los Angeles Lodge, No. 42, in the month of April, 1855, to be restored to 
all the rights and privileges of Masonry, have had the same under consideration, and 
respectfully report that the resolution of the Grand Lodge requires that sixty days’ 
notice of an intended application for restoration shall be given to the Lodge which 
expelled the applicant. In this case, notice of the intended application was given 
to the Secretary of Los Angeles Lodge, No. 42, on the sixth day of August, 1867— 
it being the day succeeding the regular monthly meeting of the Lodge. This, 
though given to the Secretary sixty-tliree days before the commencement of the 
present communication of the Grand Lodge, cannot be regarded as sufficient notice 
to the Lodge, because it could not be delivered and read to the Lodge until its next 
stated meeting, which was only thirty- six days before tne commencement of our 
present Communication. Therefore, as no sufficient notice of the intended applica- 
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tion was given in this case, your committee recommend that the petition of Wm. 
B. Lee be denied.

Your committee, to whom were referred certain questions propounded by Bro. 
John Martin, report that they have carefully considered the same, and are of the 
opinion that the first question, which involves the absolute right of visit by a Master 
Mason in good standing to any Lodge where he may present himself, after due 
proof of his qualifications, has been and still is a somewhat disputed point in 
Masonic jurisprudence. But your committee consider the question as permanently 
settled in this jurisdiction, the Grand Lodge of this State, at its last annual Commu- 
nication, having affirmed a decision of the Committee on Jurisprudence laying down 
the general rule that the right of visit is not, as is sometimes supposed, absolute 
and indefeasible, and that the Master of a Lodge is clothed with authority to say 
who of those hailing from other Lodges shall visit his. 

As to the second question, whether a Master of a Lodge can receive a minority 
report from a committee appointed on the application of a candidate for the degrees, 
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and on it order a ballot to be taken, your committee understand that in all cases a 
majority of the committee should report. It is appointed to make due investigation 
and{ inquiry into the character of the applicant and his fitness to become a member 
of the Order ; and they think the duties of that committee not folly discharged until 
a majority has reported, or the committee is relieved of its duties.

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(except the Master or the Grand Master) most take place before the Lodge having 
jurisdiction of the accused. This provision is imperative, and it does not appear 
that any special dispensation can rightfully be granted by the Grand Master to 
change the place of trial from that designated above. Your committee can hardly 
imagine a case in which a Lodge would persistently refhse to give a fair trial to one 
of its members, as such a proceeding on its part would subject it to severe die* 
cipline. Besides, in all cases the right of appeal to the Grand Lodge is given to the 
accused, which doubtless would always protect an innocent party from upjust action 
on the part of the Lodge.
